Grand Master Roberts read the following address, which 
was referred to the Committee on Address of Grand Master, 
for division and reference : 


ADDRESS. 


Brethren of the Grand Lodge: 

By the goodness of our Heavenly Father, to whom we have rev- 
erently lifted our hearts in thanksgiving, we are once more assem- 
bled in Annual. Communication of our Grand Lodge. Having al- 
ready largely greeted each other heartily as brethren should, let us 
proceed conscientiously to the duty of this gathering. 

As required by law, I lay before you an account of my official 
acts and of the condition and needs of the Fraternity in Minnesota, 
with certain recommendations. 

The Grand Standard Bearer, W. Bro. William A. Hawkins, the 
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Grand Junior Steward, W. Bro. George D. LaBar, and the Grand 
Pursuivant, W. Bro. Russell Spicer, had left the Grand Lodge a 
year ago before iheir appointments were announced and so were 
not then installed. I immediately notified them at their homes and 
requested that they be installed in their respective Lodges. This 
was accordingly done by a Past Master in each case. 

- LODGES CONSTITUTED. 

The two Lodges for which charters were voted a y'ear ago, were 
duly constituted, as follows: 

On February 26H( 1908, I personally constituted Eagle Bend 
Lodge, No. 269, at Eagle Bend, assisted by Bro. Wm. M. Barber of 
No. 159, as D. G. M.; Bro. Howard Lufkin of No. 23, as S. G. W. ; 
Bro. T. R. Watson of No. 4T, as J. G. W.; Bro. J. C. Miller of No. 
102, as S. G. D.; Bro. R. IT. Harkins of No. 159, as J. G. D.; Bro. 
A. B. Church of No. 209, as Grand Chaplain; Bro. F. B. Nutting of 
No. 159 as S. G. S.; Bro. James Johnstone of No. 82, as J. G. S., and 
Bro. Charles Hamilton of No. 159, as Grand Tyler, and duly in- 
stalled their officers, with Bro. Joel E. Roman as first Master under 
the charter. The occasion, in spite of severely inclement weather, 
was most enjoyable and the brethren, of whom there w'ere many 
visitors, enthusiastic. After installation the Lodge proceeded to an 
examination of four candidates in the E. A. degree, and then duly 
passed them to the F. C. degree. A complete Code of By-Laws 
was read and adopted. After the Lodge formally closed, all repaired 
to the hotel near by and partook of a sumptuous repast. 

On March 5, 1908, Past Grand Master Alonzo T. Stebbins, act- 
ing as my proxy, assisted by Past Grand Master Thomas Morris, and 
others, constituted Roseau Lodge, No. 268, at Roseau, and installed 
their officers, with Bro. Dr J. B. Muir as first Master under the 
charter, — a son of Bro. Stebbins being one of the Wardens of the 
new Lodge. Bro. Stebbins reported that the Lodge was well of- 
ficered by intelligent and earnest brethren. Everything was done 
tg '.make this visit of Bros. Stebbins and Morris pleasant and long 
to be remembered. 

LODGES UNDER DISPENSATION. 

Early in April I received a petition from twenty-three brethren 
at and near International Falls, for a dispensation for a Lodge at 
that place, to be known as Koochiching Lodge. After careful in- 
vestigation of the character of the several petitioners and of the 
outlook, — the latter both by correspondence and a personal visit to 
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the place, — believing conditions there, including the situation of the 
petitioners and the promising future outlook of that new county seat, 
at a great water power, warranted a Lodge, on June ist I directed a 
dispensation to issue, with Bro. J. E. Burdick, a Past Master of our 
Mantorville Lodge as W. M. and George A. Sn} r der and H. A. Mc- 
Cormack as Wardens. Both of the latter had had official experi- 
ence in Masonic work. 

During the summer I received a petition from a larg^. numbei 
of brethren of Coleraine, Itasca County, -where the big new Canisteo 
iron mine is being opened, for a dispensation for a Lodge at that 
place, to be known as Canisteo Lodge. After careful inquiry into 
the character' of the petitioners, both by correspondence and per- 
sonally, after meeting many of them face to face in Coleraine, and 
canvassing the situation with them there, on September 7th I direct- 
ed a dispensation to issue, tvith Bro. J. A. Vandyke, Past Master of 
our Comer Stone Lodge No. 99 at Fergus Falls, as W. M.; Bro. 
August Johnson, of Itasca Lodge No. 208 as S. W., and Bro. D. D. 
Grier as J. W. As yet the brethren are pretty cramped for quarters, but 
after consultation with brethren who should know the future pros- 
pects of the Iron Range generally, I was convinced that the Lodge 
must do well in Coleraine, and tvould.be of great advantage in the 
early life and growth of that community. 

On September 23rd, I received a petition from numerous breth- 
ren at and near Spooner, Roseau County, for a Lodge at that 
place, to be- known as Osiris Lodge. After making my usual in- 
vestigations by letter and otherwise, as to the charactei of the pe- 
titioners and the future prospects as well as present outlook for'the 
town, and becoming satisfied it was for the best interests of the 
Fraternity, on October 21st I directed a dispensation to issue, with 
Bro. C. R. Middleton, an old past Master, as W. M., and Bros. Al- 
bert Berg and J. E. Russ as Wardens. I made a trip to Winnipeg 
for the purpose of visiting Spooner before granting ibis dispensa- 
tion, but was unfortunately summoned home by the death of an in- 
timate friend, and so was unable to visit Spooner for such personal 
investigation. It was a great disappointment to me not to do so, 
as I had planned to visit the locality which called for a lodge in 
every case before granting their request, rather than accept the 
personal, and perhaps too enthusiastic, views of petitioners therefor. 

Each of the foregoing Lodges, I am informed, has had work, 
which they have intelligently and efficiently performed. The records 
showing their “work,” etc., are present at this Annual Communica- 
tion for your inspection and investigation, and from the reports 
which I have had from those disinterested and competent to judge, 
I bespeak for each of these three Lodges favorable consideration andi 
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charters at your hands, unless something shall appear to indicate 
that further delay and a continuance of the dispensations of either is 
the better course. Each of these three Lodges was recommended by 
the nearest Lodge to it before dispensations were issued. 

Besides the foregoing, on December 16th, I received a petition 
from numerous brethren in and 1 near Cambridge, Isanti County, foi 
a dispensation for a lodge at that place. Cambridge is a substantial 
county seat, with which I have been quite familiar, as well as with 
the county itself, for many years, by reason of visits there upon pro- 
fessional business. My first thought was that the strong antagonis- 
tic influence of a certain religious denomination in that county 
would make it inadvisable to attempt a Lodge. But the brethren 
there assure me, and in this they are supported by one familiar with 
conditions there and in whose judgment 1 have great confidence, 
that they have canvassed that situation thoroughly and that there 
is not now the objection in that quarter to secret societies which 
formerly existed. I have just completed my investigations as to 
the character of the petitioners and their ability to manage a Lodge, 
l ut as it is too late for them to present “work,” etc., for your inspec- 
tion I will place in the hands of my successor such information 
with regard to them as I have gathered and allow him to deal with 
the matter of dispensation. 

Early in my term I was informally advised that a petition was 
in preparation for a Lodge at Pine River, and proceeded to make 
inquiry as I made my trips in the northern part of the state, of 
brethren who knew the place, as to the advisability of granting such 
request should it reach me. That petition was presented to the 
nearest Lodge for recommendation, but has in fact not been filed with 
me. The results of my inquiries, however, were such that 1 must 
have declined to issue the dispensation. Tile future outlook was 
not promising enough, in iny judgment, to warrant planting a Lodge 
there. If, by any chance, the iron industry should actively extend 
t© that place, it may alter tlic situation. 

In July 1 was called upon by brethren from Mahnomen, the 
county scat of our new Mahnomen County, in the interest of -i 
Lodge there, which many brethren desired. I have twice personally 
visited the place to counsel with them, and believe it to he a prop- 
er location for a Lodge whenever there arc sufficient brethren of 
prop* attainment and character to conduct a Lodge. Unfortunately, 
about half of the brethren now there are railroad men, who can- 
not well be depended upon to officer a Lodge, because of the na- 
ture of their work in and out of the place, and that they never know 
how long the place is to be their home. They arc otherwise en- 
thusiastic, and of good character and intelligent, and there is a

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beautiful silver trowel by the Lodge, appropriately inscribed, to 
make sure that he should never forget the delightful occasion and 
'Ceremony. 

Dispensations were duly issued to the Lodges participating for 
all the foregoing ceremonies, to turn out as such, and in regalia. 
For the very great courtesy of Grand Commander Ovenshire and 
Grand High Priest Houghton, as well as the several local com- 
manderies, in furnishing escorts upon the several occasions named, 
I have already formally expressed my thanks, as I have especially 
to Sir Knight John T. Black of Duluth. The latter, upon the oc- 
casion of the corner stone laying at Hibbing, took his commandery 
seventy strong from Duluth by special train as an escort for the 
Grand Lodge. I again repeat my thanks for these courteous escorts. 

I have this observation to make in connection with the subject 
of corner stone layings: — That our brethren generally ought to re- 
member that the reputation of the whole Fraternity is at 
stake upon such public ceremonial occasions. It is a great courtesy- 
extended to our Fraternity to be requested to conduct the formal 
exercises of initiating a building, if the structure happens to be a 
church or public building. No small matter of business or other 
thing should be allowed, therefore, to prevent any brother from 
attending in regalia and marching in line upon such occasions. 
Every Lodge within a reasonable distance at least, ought to help 
make such occasions memorable, by being there with full ranks. 

Besides the foregoing corner stones actually laid, I duly ac- 
cepted formal invitations to lay the corner stone of the new Temple 
of Euclid Lodge in West Duluth, and of the splendid $60,000 High 
School of Madison, Lac Qui Parle County. The former was to have 
occurred in August, but the engagement was cancelled by the Wor- 
shipful Master, before the notices had been issued to the Grand 
Lodge. The Madison ceremonial was to have taken place on July 
4th, but the invitation had been so long delayed, that when those in 
charge learned what* was essential to such a public ceremony ap- 
propriately conducted, they concluded it impossible to arrange prop- 
erly for it without delaying the 'building, which they did not feel war- 
ranted in doing, and it too was called off. 

During the summer I was requested by Saint Paul Lodge No. 3 
to grant a dispensation for themselves and other St. Paul Lodges to 
appear in public for the formal ceremony of “breaking ground,” for 
St. Paul’s new Masonic Temple, and about the same time was ask- 
ed by Past Grand Master Tusler to prepare a simple and appro- 
priate ceremony to be used upon that occasion. In compliance with 
that request I did prepare a service, which may be used for such 
purpose anywhere, either as prepared or with modifications, if de- 
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sired. I am informed the service was used by our St. Paul brethren 
on July 14th last, and was afterwards filed with the Grand Secretary, 
where it can be referred to if occasion ever requires. My effort 
was to prepare such a service as would not infringe upon the more 
solemn and important corner stone laying of that new Temple which 
will undoubtedly occur the coming spring. 

DEDICATIONS. 

On April 3, upon the invitation of Mesaba Lodge No. 255, as- 
sisted by Bro. H. R. Burgo, No. 186, as D. G. M., Bro. Patton, S. 
G. W., Bro. O. H. Higbee, No. 255, as J. G. W., Bro. C. B. Gilbert, 
No. 79, as Grand Treasurer, Bro. W. N. Trenerry, No. 255, as Grand 
Secretary, Bro. Clarence B. Miller, No. 186, as Grand Orator, Bro. 
Rev. Frank Durant, No. 255, as Grand Chaplain, Bro. M. E. Pearce, 
No. 255, as S. G. D., Bro. W. G. Williams, No. 255, as J. G. D., 
Bro. T. W. Hugo, No. 79, as Grand Marshal, Bro. W. G. Shane, 
No. 372, Michigan, as S. G. S., Bro.

I opened an Occasional Communication of the Grand Lodge in 
Preparation Room of Ark Lodge’s new temple, for the purpose, and 
proceeded thence to the hall adjoining, where the Grand Lodge was 
received with the honors of Masonry by said Lodge, and then sol- 
emnly dedicated that hall to the purposes of Free Masonry in ample 
form. The attendance of the brethren of the Lodge, as well as of 
visitors from both city and state, was large and enthusiastic, and 
the event will never be forgotten by any who participated therein. 
The Oration delivered by Bro. James S. Montgomery, D. D., was elo- 
quent and appropriate in every respect. Music added to the at- 
tractiveness of the ceremony. Ark Lodge, as well as the other Ma- 
sonic Bodies which inhabit that new home of Masonry, are very 
happy and well may be in so splendidly equipped and beautifully 
furnished surroundings. 

THE CONDITION OF THE FRATERNITY. 

Carrying out in a measure a determination made when I was 
honored by election to this responsible position, L have during the 
past twelve months, visited Lodges in nearly every section of the 
state, and have met therein many of the brethren of other Lodges. 
My sole regret is that I was unable to arrange for visits to many 
others, by reason of two illnesses which practically incapacitated me 
during whole of the months of March and May, when I naturally 
could have found our Lodges at “work.” The principal object and 
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in the journal of proceedings. Such examining committee must 
never under any circumstances prompt a visitor whom it is exam- 
ining to so much as a syllable, much less a word. If he cannot prove 
himself by the method of our lectures, he should be required to at 
least in his own way, prove his regularity, or else should be denied 
the privileges of visitation. It is not too much to also ask, of an 
entire stranger to any of the brethren, that he produce a late- receipt 
for dues or an identification card which many of our Lodges now 
annually issue, or some other written voucher under seal, to show 
that he belongs to a regular Lodge. In this day, too, when our land 
is surfeited with fraternities of all kinds, .and every one of us is too 
much inclined to be “a joiner,” no Mason should thoughtlessly 
vouch for even his best friend if not entirely sure, that it has been 
in a Masonic Lodge and not in some other organization, that he 
has sat with the person so vouched for. It is better to take the 
trouble and insist upon an examination, in every, case of possible 
doubt. 


DISTRICT DEPUTIES. 

I gratefully acknowledge the faithful attempts of most of my 
District Deputies to perform their prescribed duties. Whenever 
specially called upon by me, to make investigations they have 
promptly and fraternally responded. If it was at all clear that the 
formal reports of our Lodges which they have sent in, were the 
result of their personal investigations, and not simply of their re- 
quests to the secretaries of the several Lodges, to fill a blank, I 
should have no hesitancy in saying that the deputy system of Min- 
nesota was a valuable adjunct to the proper administration of the 
interests of Masonry in this jurisdiction. My observation, how- 
ever, is that more often than otherwise, the blank report is simply 
handed the secretary, with request that he fill in the answers, or 
that the deputy sits down with the secretary, and jots down him- 
self the data given him by the secretary without so much as a 
personal glance himself at the books of the Lodge, from which, in 
most cases, correct answers must come. Reports so made, could just 
as well be called for directly by the Grand Secretary and accompany 
the annual returns, and trouble and expense be saved. The reports 
received this year are valuable as tabulating in a way the condition 
of the Lodges from which received, — 197 of them out of our total 
of 248 Lodges, from 29 of our 34 District Deputies. The Deputies 
failing to send in Lodge reports are: Bros. Aamodt of the 4th 
District, Hayden of the 20th, Crandall of the 23rd, McCabe of the 
g8th and Hanson of the 33rd. Reports from only eleven Lodges in 
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the districts, which did report, are missing. The delinquent deputies 
above named were recommended by the representatives from their 
respective districts a year ago. If brethren so located don’t know 
what to expect of their nominees, how can a Grand Master, much 
farther away usually, know what to expect of such appointees? It 
is more important to get a competent brother who can and will give 
his time for this important work, than to merely compliment a 
brother, (who cannot give the time,) with a commission which 'he 
simply pigeon-holes. 

One intention of these reports is to get uniform information as 
to the business concerns of the Lodges. Another is to have the 
deputies give their personal observations, as to the methodi of con- 
ferring degrees and the general conduct of the Lodges. It is never 
intended that the deputies criticise or correct the officers in their 
“work.” That may well be left for our Custodians. Even the Grand 
Master may well hesitate to make many such corrections, and what 
even he makes were better suggestions, to be confirmed by an in- 
quiry of a Custodian. The instructions to deputies, sent out with 
their commissions, expressly warn them not to attempt correction 
in “work.” Yet many of the reports indicate that this admonition 
was at least overlooked, and that the “attention” of some officers 
was called to what some deputy thought to be a departure from the 
true work, instead of reporting such supposed discrepancies to the 
Grand Master if thought important enough. Both District Dep- 
uties and the Grand Master as a rule, are long enough passed the 
Master’s chair as not very likely to be more correct than the Master 
of a Lodge. 

These District Deputy Lodge reports disclose some things 
which should be called to your attention, and to the attention 
specifically of the Lodges themselves. Very few Lodges seem to 
require bonds of the Treasurer and Secretary, — only 24 out of 197 
reporting. Every good business institution today requires those of 
its officers and employes who handle its money, to enter into bonds 
for the faithful discharge of their duties. Our Lodges as a rule 
cannot well afford to be less strict in their affairs. No brother is 
so honest or financially strong, as to even care to be trusted in such 
matters. Bonds from the Treasurer are often now rendered un- 
necessary by a By-Law of the Lodge requiring all funds to be de- 
posited by the Secretary in a bank designated by and in the name of 
the Lodge, and to be withdrawn therefrom only upon a combination 
order— check — which must have the signatures of Master, Secretary 
and Treasurer. But it is best that Secretaries who collect all the 
moneys of a Lodge should always be under bond with approved 
sureties. 
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SCHOOLS OF INSTRUCTION. 

Intimately connected with the condition of the Craft, is the 
work of our Custodians. Custodian Tusler, upon the private re- 
quest of Kellogg Lodge No. 122 held a School of Instruction at that 
place early last winter. He reports much interest and a good at- 
tendance. 

Upon the request of the Lodges in the 20th District I authorized 
Custodian Smith to hold a three days’ school with Florence Lodge, 
at Wood Lake in March. The school was well attended by repre- 
sentatives from the Lodges in the District and it is believed much 
good was accomplished. I had expected to attend this school and 
should have done so but for my unfortunate illness that month be- 
fore mentioned. 

Upon the request of Columbian Lodge at Heron Lake and agree- 
ment of many other Lodges in the 23rd District, I authorized 
Custodian Sprout to hold a three days’ school at Heron Lake last 
week. Bro. Sprout reports a good attendance and intelligent at- 
tention by the officers and brethren of many of the Lodges in that 
locality. 

The usual school of instruction has been held by the Custodians 
this week, and they were present in St. Paul to hold such school on 
Saturday last but found few present to instruct. They held a school, 
however for three days. This school has been attended by many 
representatives who came here for the purpose before the meeting 
of this Annual Communication. The detailed report of the 
Custodians will present further details of their work during the 
past year. If we are not to have a Grand Lecturer, certainly we 
should have more schools and a larger attendance upon such as 
we do have. 


DISPENSATIONS. 


As authorized by our Constitution, I have granted dispensations 
whenever requested, for changing the meeting places of Lodges, 
after being assured that facilities for safe-guarding the records, etc., 
of the Lodge, required by our regulations (Par. 208, p. 215, Code) in 
cases of joint occupancy of halls, existed. 

In one case I granted a dispensation for the election of officers 
where the time fixed for the same by the By-Laws had been allowed 
to pass, and in two other cases for the election of Wardens, where 
the brother elected at the regular time, declined to accept the elec- 
tion and be installed. 

I granted dispensation for one of our old Lodges to sublet its 
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Inal], which had previously been dedicated to the purpose of Free 
Masonry, it appearing upon investigation, that the changed condi- 
tions and circumstances of the Lodge, made it an unreasonable tax 
and burden for them to pay the rent and support the hall alone. 
Previously a chapter of R. A. M. divided the burden, but the latter 
has disbanded. 

I also granted dispensation to a Lodge to permit the Annual 
State Convention of the order of Red Men, to be held in the hall of 
the former, full notice having been given to the brethren of the 
Lodge of the request for such use, and no one opposing the vote 
by which it was agreed, in this case, to extend the courtesy. 

DISPENSATIONS TO EXCEED CONSTITUTIONAL LIMIT 
IN CONFERRING DEGREES. 

While I have had many requests from Lodges for dispensations to 
make more than “five new brethren at the same time.” as fixed by 
Art. IV, Sec. 22 of the Constitution, and to confer the F. C. and 
M. M. degrees upon more than five at the same meeting, as fixed 
by our Regulation of 1896, p. 51, (Par. 256, p. 221, Code,) I have 
granted them but seldom. Nearly all of these requests came either 
without statement of the necessity for a departure from the express 
judgment of the Grand Lodge that “five” should ordinarily be the 
limit, or gave the “convenience” of the Lodge or of their officers, 
or the lessening of “expense,” as a reason. My view and under- 
standing of the law limiting the number who can thus be made, -is 
that “five” is considered the most who can be decently or intelligent- 
ly obligated at a time. “Five” is the solemn adjudication which has 
come down to us through the Ancient Constitutions. It is a de- 
termination of our most ancient of Fraternities, (which, unlike any 
other, has never permitted the booming or advertising of its 
privileges in any manner, and which denounces primarily all solici- 
tation of petitions for our degrees, or even suggestions toward that 
object, as un-masonic.) that "work” on a greater number, cannot be 
well done, and therefore, ordinarily should not be allowed. It is the 
obligation which makes the Mason, whether E. A., F. C. or M. M. 
The best Mason will be one to whom the obligation is most intelli- 
gently and instructively given, other things being equal. I have 
been told, that some jurisdictions permit but one to be obligated at 
a time. Our Minnesota “work” seems in fact to provide for only 
one. Every Mason thinking seriously for a moment, will agree 
that a lone obligee at the altar will be immeasurably more impressed 
with the solemnity and instructiveness of the ceremony and obliga- 
tion than it is possible, by contrast, for a crowd of candidates as-

following decisions, upon questions of Masonic law submitted to 
me, from time to time during the year: 

1. A traveling- man’s legal home after marriage is where his 
wife lives and where she is supported by him, and to which place he 
returns when his business permits, although that business may keep 
him elsewhere the greater part of his time, unless such man has 
continued to claim his residence where it was before marriage, in 
another town, and continued to vote there, and his wife for con- 
venience simply continues to live with her own parents, in which 
case his home will be considered where he still votes, and his peti- 
tion for degrees belongs in that place. 

2. If an otherwise qualified petitioner for the degrees of 
Masonry has legally resided for one year and voted in a town, his 
petition belongs there. 

3. Only men, 21 years of age and otherwise qualified, are 
eligible for the degrees of Masonry, and the residence of such a 
man, whether married or single, depends upon his own movements 
and intentions, and never primarily upon the residence of his parents 
with whom he may at some time have made his home. If such un- 
married man leaves the home of such parents temporarily, without 
intending to change his residence and intending to return thereto, 
and in fact does nothing while away (as by exercising the voting 
franchise) to indicate a contrary intention, his home and residence 
will be presumed to have continued with his parents and he may 
petition for our degrees there. 

4. A Lodge cannot be called from labor to refreshment and 
separate until another day. 

5. A Masonic Lodge as such, should not join with an un-masonic 
organization in the ownership of a Lodge room or building. If 
joint ownership with other organizations seems necessary, a 
corporation outside the Lodge should be formed to manage the 
matter. Then the Lodge as such will not be involved financially and 
it cannot possibly get mixed up in any partnership disputes. 

6. A Master of a Lodge has the right to remove an appointed 
officer thereof who has been installed, but who, since such installa- 
tion, has willfully failed to attend the Lodge, and such Master may 
thereupon appoint another brother to fill the office for the unexpired 
term. The records of the Lodge should be made to show the re- 
moval, the reasons therefor and the new appointment. 

7. When a brother who has been stricken from the rolls for 
non-payment of dues is re-instated, he takes his old Lodge and 
Grand Lodge numbers. 

8. A member of a Lodge in this jurisdiction, against whom 
charges were preferred, trial had, and who was indefinitely suspend- 
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ed by a Lodge in a foreign jurisdiction, and from which suspension 
the accused has appealed to the Grand Lodge of that jurisdiction, 
is entitled to no privileges of Masonry anywhere, except the right 
to prosecute his appeal, and his Lodge here should not accept dues 
from him pending such appeal. 

9. It is not allowable that Masons or Masonic Lodges, as such, 
take part in any public anniversary or observance, in church or else- 
where, which is not in the sole control of the Fraternity. The test 
of the propriety of Lodges participating in public exercises of any 
kind is that a Symbolic Lodge controls the service or exercise. 

10. Either hand may be used in voting. 

11. The minutes of a Lodge cannot be amended after they arc 
formally approved. 

12. One who has been regularly elected to receive the degrees 
of Masonry in this jurisdiction and after receiving his E. A. degree 
is tried in regular proceedings and suspended for five years, is still 
a member of and amenable to the Lodge so electing him at the 
expiration of the term of suspension. And. if such E. A. thereafter 
petitions a Lodge in a foreign jurisdiction (without disclosing his 
status with the first mentioned lodge,) and is elected and receives 
all our degrees in that foreign Lodge, he is guilty of unmasonic con- 
duct, for which the Lodge here should proceed against him. 

13. If their By-Laws do not prohibit such use of Lodge funds, 
and there is no sentiment against such use among the members 
thereof, a Lodge may as an act of charity furnish a room in a 
private hospital to be known as the “Masonic Room,” but such. 
Lodge must not obligate themselves to maintain it. 

14. Unless the By-Laws provide to the contrary, a lodge has 
the right, under the Constitution (Sec. 25, Art. 4) without dis- 
pensation from the Grand Master, to fill vacancies in the office of 
either Treasurer or Secretary however such vacancies may have oc- 
curred. 

[The above decision was first made, and then repeated, upon ap- 
plication for dispensation to hold elections where a treasurer or 
secretary had resigned, after simply reading the constitutional pro- 
vision referred 1 to, and applying thereto the well known canon for 
construction of laws, that the specific inclusion of some officers 
named shall be deemed to exclude all others, — in this case. I only 
discovered the previous approved decision of this Grand Lodge, — in 
1869, — that an elective officer cannot resign, since this report was 
begun. I find such previous decision is supported by Mackey’s 
Masonic Jurisprudence, on the principle there laid down, that as an 
elective officer takes an obligation for a year, he cannot be allowed 
to throw up the job. Such reason would prevent a public officer 
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of any organization, from resigning. But it has never been held in 
any such case that a man might not resign. He is responsible until 
he turns over all property to his successor, of course. The reason 
has never been any stronger, (and from the nature of things cannot 
be,) in Masonry than elsewhere. There is absolutely no word in 
our installation obligation to support the reason laid down by 
Mackey. On the contrary, there is every reason, why the secretary 
or treasurer should be allowed to resign and quit an office which 
he can no longer fill, and thus permit his Lodge to protect itself, 
by filling that office with some brother who, if he proves himself 
competent, will be continued therein by the Lodge. This would 
not follow upon a personal appointment made by the Master. The 
language of our Constitution, above referred to, plainly permits a 
Lodge to fill any vacancy, except in the offices of Master or Warden. 
Besides said Constitutional provision, the form of By-Laws in the 
Code, expressly permits a secretary or a treasurer to dimit. Adimit, so 
far as the Lodge is concerned, is a resignation of membership. If 
membership is gone, the office certainly is. The decision of 1869, 
p. 4 7, should be overruled and omitted from future editions of the 
Code. This will do away with a senseless conflict between our 
Constitution, which is plain, and innumerable Codes of By-Laws ap- 
proved by many Grand Masters, on the one side, and a decision 
directly contrary to the Constitution on the other.] 

15. Where an elected officer of a Lodge refuses or declines 
to accept an election or to be installed, it is competent for the 
Master to declare that there has been no election, obtain a dispensa- 
tion for an election and proceed to, fill the vacancy thereat. 

16. Installation is necessary in Masonic usage to consummate 
an election. Masonry does not require a brother to accept an 
office. 

17. It is unmasonic for a Lodge to demand a fee of another 
Lodge which requests it to confer our degrees upon a candidate, 
unless the requesting Lodge suggests it. Such “work” is done, if at 
all, as a fraternal courtesy. 

18. The Grand Lodge has supreme power under the Constitu- 
tion over any matter which may concern the general welfare of the 
Craft, and so may adopt any measure, which will promote such wel- 
fare. (Art. Ill, Secs. 9 and 13.) 

19. A resolution duly adopted has the force of a Regulation of 
this Grand Lodge. (Art. II, Sec. 4, Par. 3rd and Sec. 7.) 

20. The action of this Grand Lodge prohibiting Lodges from 
charging affiliation fees, is not a decision so-called, but in fact r, 
Regulation, and is of general rather than local concern. Its 
object is to bring into our membership as many non-affiliates as 
possible. 
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21. As a 11011-affiliate can apply for membership anywhere he 
chooses, the rule that no affiliation fee shall be charged, cannot 
possibly affect injuriously the financial affairs of the local Lodge. 

23. The action of the Grand Lodge in 1907 as to life member- 
ship certificates, had the effect to repeal any lodge By-Law permit- 
ting the issuance of such certificates, except only where a member 
pays dues in the Lodge for twenty-five consecutive years. It, of 
course, does not affect any certificates purchased before such action 
of the Grand Lodge was taken. The intention of the Grand Lodge 
was to prevent a Lodge from financially crippling itself. 

23. A dimit cannot legally be granted pending charges. 

24. A brother regularly applying for a dimit by letter, and en- 
closing his dues for the current year, which the Secretary receives 
during that year, is entitled to the dimit, if free of other 
charges, notwithstanding the application therefor may not be formal- 
ly laid before his Lodge until the beginning of a new year. 

25. When a life member dimits he loses all rights he ever had 
in the Lodge from which he dimits. If he subsequently rejoins that 
Lodge, he does so as any other non-affilate and his second election 
thereto gives him the same and no more or different rights and stand- 
ing, than any other non-affiliate in the same circumstances, and he 
must pay dues thenceforth in that Lodge, as if he had not so before 
been a member thereof. 

26. The use of the terms “past honors” and “past titles” in 
Masonry, means simply that the brother to whom the terms are ap- 
plied has filled a certain Masonic office until his successor was in- 
stalled. Except as making a member who has so filled the office 
eligible to fill some other office, by reason of possessing the ex- 
perience gained in such past office, (as to be called to preside) or 
eligible for a like reason to perform certain functions which an 
ordinary Master Mason cannot perform (as to install the officers of a 
Lodge), Masonry recognizes past rank and past official honors 
only as a courtesy to the brother who may have had such 
experience. 

27. While such brother cannot demand it , Lodges should 
fraternally recognize his past honors and past rank always. 

38. A non-affiliate holding a dimit from a Lodge in this juris- 
diction, who is again elected to membership, whether in the Lodge 
from which he so dimitted or another, receives, a new lodge number 
but not a new Grand Lodge number. 

29. A Lodge which has illegally assumed to “suspendf’ a 
member for non-payment of dues, instead of striking him from the 
rolls, should restore him to the rolls without petition, by the simple 
order of the Master to be shown on the minutes of the Lodge. 
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notify each of the Lodges having jurisdiction, of the mistake, and 
that they have stopped advancement. They should also advise the 
E. A. that he must petition for and get his advancement, if at 
all, in some Lodge having jurisdiction of his petition. 

51. An E. A. who since his initiation has lost his right leg 
below the knee is not disqualified, by that fact, for advancement. 

52. A petitioner for our degrees whose right foot has been 
amputated about the middle of the instep, is eligible. 

53. A petitioner for our degrees who is totally blind cannot 
meet the essential requirements of Masonry and a Grand Master has 
no power to set aside those requirements by dispensation. 

54. One who, as a boy, was found guilty and sentenced to a re- 
form school from which he was subsequently released, is not by that 
fact ineligible to petition for, and if elected, receive our degrees. 

55. A member of any Lodge can object to the initiation by his 
Lodge of a candidate for another Lodge, and “work” on such candi- 
date will thereby be stopped in the objector’s Lodge, if the Master 
is convinced that the objection is sufficient. 

56. The Master of the electing Lodge in such case, should treat 
the objection lodged with the Master of the other Lodge .as lodged 
with himself. 

57. If, however; : the objecting brother declines to specifically 
state his objection when requested by the Master of either Lodge, 
such Master is not obliged to pay any attention to the objection but 
may proceed to confer the degrees, notwithstanding. 

58. ■ When a candidate’s advancement is stopped' by an objection 
which the Master deems sufficient, charges must be formally pre 
ferred, and the fact that the present whereabouts of the accused is 
unknown, is no excuse for not promptly having such formal charges 
submitted to the Lodge and an investigating committee appointed. 

59. The Master of a Lodge must recognize and make effective 
an oral or written objection to a petitioner by an absent member 
thereof. It does not matter when that objection is made, if after the 
petition is filed with the Lod'ge, and the Master must declare the 
petitioner rejected by objection when the report of the investigating 
committee is filed. 

60. The action of a Master, — after receiving a written objection 
from an absent member of the Lodge, to the election of a petitioner 
for our degrees, — in declaring the petitioner elected, is absolutely 
void and to then proceed to initiate such elected petitioner, not- 
withstanding such objection, is illegal. 

61. When such objection is lodged with the Master, it is his 
duty to declare the petitioner rejected by objection, without a ballot, 
and the minutes of the Lodge should show such fact. 
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62 . When a By-Law of a Lodge requires a petition for degrees 
or membership to be ‘‘referred to a committee, of whom a majority 
shall be resident of the town 01- village, where the petitioner resides, 
wherever practicable® the term “wherever practicable” -means that, 
if there are brethren, of the Lodge living in such town or village 
and who are not recomntenders of the petitioner, a majority of the 
investigating committee must be composed of such brethren, and 
the fact that such brethren may not be present when the petition is 
read, is no reason that such absent brethren of the Lodge, residing 
in such town or village, should not be appointed upon such com- 
mittee, and they must be, to comply with said By-Law. 

[The four decisions last above, grew out of the following facts: 
A lodge in a small country village receives and duly refers two 
petitions for degrees of Masonry at the first meeting in December, 
1907. Brethren of that lodge who live in the village (nine miles 
away across country), in which the petitioners hereinafter mentioned 
also live, are present at the time the petitions are filed and then oral- 
ly inform the Master, as well as some members of the investigating 
committee appointed, that the petitioners were objectionable and 
not fit material for our degrees. These brethren also filed written 
objections with the Master of the Lodge. In order to make cer- 
tain that their objections might not be overlooked, although living 
so far away* ,.the brethren managed to attend every stated com- 
munication of that Lodge, twice a month, from the date the peti- 
tions were filed until the meeting of February 5, 1908. When the 
new Master of the Loafee for 1908 was installed, they made the 
same objections to him orally and later in writing. The investigat- 
ing committees did not report at the first stated meeting after their 
appointment, and did not apply for and were not given furthei time 
but withheld their reports and failed to make them until the meeting 
of February 5, 1908. That night was one of the most inclement 
experienced last winter, dhe objecting brethren, because of the 
weather, failed to attend that night. The investigating committee 
having reported favorably, were discharged, both petitioners given 
the benefit of a ballot, which being clear, the Master, ignoring the 
written as well as the oral objections previously made to him, de- 
clared them elected. The Lodge worked another degree, (than 
E. A.,) that night after their regular business, and then, (some one 
having gotten in telephone communication with the elected petition- 
ers nine miles away, in the meantime.) the latter presented 1 them 
selves to the Lodge at a late hour that night and were initiated. 
The news reached the absent objecting brethren nine miles away 
the next morning from a “profane”, to whom the transaction had 
evidently been tipped off, as a good joke on the objecting brethren, 
and in which the latter had been over-matched, 
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annoyance of requests and solicitations from other Lodges, (general 
ly at the instigation of a petitioner or some of his friends,) that it 
waive its rights, may defeat a secret ballot which our law above 
quoted requires to be taken in the jurisdiction of the first named 
Lodge, and may often work injury to the Lodge interested and the 
Craft. Lodges and members usually do not care to even seem to 
be captious in dealing with such requests. In view of the clause 
of the resolution last above quoted, (which I italicise) there really 
seems to be no excuse for making the request. No Lodge will 
refuse to confer degrees for another upon a candidate who really 
desires and requests that it be done. 

Notwithstanding the above law of the Grand Lodge I find 
several of my predecessors seem to have assumed the right to 
modify the foregoing law, by decision. I suspect originally it may 
have been done to help out a given case where a Lodge had in- 
nocently taken material which did not belong to them, and was 
so made as the best way to settle the illegality. If so, the decision 
had best not have been reported as such. 

Resolutions of this Grand Lodge are termed By-Laws, (Const., 
Art. II, Secs. 4 and 7, and Art. VIII, Sec. 47.) The last section pro- 
vides : 

‘‘The Grand Master has power within this jurisdiction — * * * 
7th. To exercise all such powers as are warranted or required of 
him by the Ancient Regulations, or Customs of the Craft, Pro- 
vided always, that he shall have 110 poivcr to suspend the operation of 
any By-Law of this Grand Lodge."- ' 

If a Grand Master cannot suspend a By-Law', he certainly had 
no legal pow'er to modify or amend or dispense with the force of 
such By-Law by decision or otherwise. (See par. 322, Code.) And 
no Lodge can do what a Grand Master cannot do in such case. I 
accordingly made the foregoing decision which in fact overrules 
those above referred to.] 

65. Masonry does not permit a collective ballot upon several 
candidates for its degrees, and a ballot so taken is illegal and void. 

[To permit such a collective ballot would defeat the ancient 
and continuing Masonic rule which entitles every member of the 
Lodge to have and be protected in a secret ballot against each 
candidate and every petitioner to be balloted for upon his own 
merits and not to be prejudiced by association, with other peti- 
tioners on such ballot.] 

66. Such void ballot must be disregarded, and a legal ballot 
taken, at the first stated communication after such illegality is dis- 
covered. 
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67. The report of an investigating committee upon a petition 
for degrees or membership, cannot be withdrawn after it is filed, 
by request of such committee. 

68. It is the best practice for Lodges of our jurisdiction to 
fraternally acced'e to the request of Lodges of foreign jurisdictions 
to complete unfinished work, upon candidates for our degiees, 
which may come to them with the approval of the Grand Master 
of the foreign jurisdiction. 

69. While the authority of a Lodge U. D. ends with the open- 
ing of the Annual Communication of the Grand Lodge, (unless the 
dispensation is continued) any petition received 1 , lefeued, or 
favorably acted upon or work done by the Master and Wardens 
under dispensation, may be treated as regularly done, and when the 
Lodge is subsequently chartered and constituted, it may proceed 
to work, or to finish unfinished' work upon such petitioners or 
candidates U. D. without requiring new petitions, reference, etc., 
from them, just as if the petitioners had been acted upon or the 
previous work done by such newly constituted Lodge, itself. 

70. It is permissible in this jurisdiction, where more than one 
candidate is being raised at one meeting, to abbreviate somewhat 
the dramatic work upon all but one, but that abbreviation should 
not cut out so much as to affect the substantial truth of the answers 
contained in the several sections of the lecture of the M. M. degree. 

71. Unless a By-Law requires the advancement of a candidate 
for degrees to be had in a given time, an E. A. of several years 
standing, who has not been advanced, because of his own neglect 
to present himself therefor, and who has been guilty of unmasonic 
conduct, cannot be denied advancement except upon regular charges, 
investigation and trial. 

72. The Wardens repeat the salutation goven them by a 
candidate. The Senior Deacon must see that the latter correctly 
salutes before passing. 

73. A Mason who is now engaged in the sale of intoxicants as 
a beverage, (as by tending bar, or otherwise) is guilty of unmasonic 
conduct and is subject to charges, investigation, trial and discipline. 

74. The mere fact that a member of the Lodge engages in the 
retail liquor business, does not affect his Lodge membership, further 
than to subject him to charges and discipline therefor. 

75. No other evidence of a charge of unmasonic conduct 
specifying the tending of a saloon bar, is necessary than to prove 
that fact. 

76. When the Master of a Lodge is the accuser in charges 
against a member of the same Lodge, a committee of investigation 
appointed by the former, >may legally act, inasmuch as that com- 
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mittee has no discretion but to take and report all the evidence 
bearing upon the charge. 

77 - When the committee is ready to report and the Lodge 
must be summoned for the trial, the Master as accuser being under 
"disability,” and the Senior Warden should sign the summons as 
acting master. 

78. At the time of trial, the Senior Warden is entitled to the 
chair, but it is proper and advisable that he call some Past Master of 
experience to the chair to preside during the trial, and indeed to 
decide whether the report of the committee presents anything for 
the Lodge to act upon. 

79. A member under charges for unmasonic conduct, is en 
titled to visit and participate in all the business of his own Lodge, 
pending such charges, except to vote upon the latter. 

80. Smoking in a Lodge while it is at labor is a disorderly 
act, and the Master of a Lodge has the right to prohibit it by his 
own order, and to enforce such prohibition. Many Masonic Lodges 
wisely prohibit it in their By-Laws. 

81. The trial of a brother against whom charges are preferred 
must occur at a stated meeting of the Lodge, but to which the mem- 
bers must be duly summoned. But if a quorum is not present the 
meeting may be called! off from day to day under Reg. Sec. 82. 

82. The petition of a man who can see perfectly with one eye 
but whose other eye has been removed, (and a glass eye substituted 
perhaps,) if otherwise qualified, may be received, and if favorable ac- 
tion follows, may become a Mason. 

[This decision was made to bring again to the attention of the 
Grand Lodge, and have again construed, the language of the Con- 
stitution — “hale and sound, not deformed or dismembered,” (sec. 9 
Const.). The decision is directly contrary to one approved by this 
Grand Lodge in 1890, and again last year. 

In 1883 the Grand Lodge approved a decision, construing the 
above words of the Constitution, by the use of the following lan- 
guage: “but that * * * can, if made a Mason, readily do all that can 
be required of him.” The decisions made before that date, had gone 
along the same line, — as in 1877, p. 12; in 1880, p. 15; in 1882, p. 17 
(see Code par. 244, p. 219), — without hinting a reason for the rule. 
Even the decisions stating what disability will disqualify, — 1880, p. 
15; 1882, p. 17; 1883, p. 20; 1887, p. 28,— (par. 243, p. 219 Code) em- 
phasize just as strongly the reasons, for those several de- 
cisions turn upon the inability of the petitioner to meet some re- 
quirement of our obligations or ceremonies. The basis so adopted 
for determining whether a given petitioner is qualified physically, 
is whether he can meet the requirements of our ceremonies or obli- 
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gations. It is not whether he is physically perfect. This decision 
of 1890 and last year (that the loss of an eye ball) disqualifies, is the 
only instance in this jurisdiction of a departure from the basis 
which had otherwise been consistently followed from the formation 
of the Grand Lodge, so far as I have discovered. The decision of 
1877 was on the loss -of the sight of an eye. In that of 1890 there 
was the loss not only of such sight but also of the eye ball itself. 
As the petitioner could 1 not see out of a sightless eye ball, and the 
Grand Lodge had already seven years before, determined that not 
physical perfection but ability to perform our requirements was 
the proper test, I am persuaded the Grand Lodge made that de- 
cision without proper or sufficient consideration, and that either 
we should overrule all the decisions which allow an imperfect physi- 
cal man to be qualified or we should overrule the decision of 1890 
and last year above referred to, and get our standards down to a 
consistent and single basis. A man will be much handsomer to 
say the least with a glass eye made to match the perfect one, than 
he can possibly be with a sightless one.] 

83. A notice of motion that "all brethren more than three 
years” in arrears for dues will be stricken from the rolls at a date 
named, is not sufficient. The notice must give the names of all 
brethren whose cases are to be acted upon, at the date specified. 


BY-LAWS APPROVED. 

I have approved complete sets of By-Laws for Roseau Lodge 
No. 268, Eagle Bend No. 269, Melrose No. 145, Sakatah No. 32, 
Lincoln No. 226, and Ancient Landmark No. 5, as well as certain 
amendments of By-Laws of minor importance as follows: For 
Anchor No. 178, changing the time of meetings to 1st and 3rd Tues- 
days; Chisago No. 232, changing stated meetings to 1st and 3rd 
Saturdays; Mankato No. 12, increasing F. C. and M. M. fees each 
$5.00 and annual dues to $3.00, and striking out provision for col- 
lection of dues by Stewards; Euclid No. 198, changing stated meet- 
ings to 2nd and 4th Wednesdays; Kenyon No. 201, changing the 
time of meetings to the 1st and 3rd Tuesdays,' at 8 P. M. from 
April 1 to October 1, and 7:30 P. M. balance of year; Constellation 
No. 81, making fees $10 for petition, $5.00 for F- A. and F. C. and 
$10.00 for M. M. degrees, and dues $4.00; Prairie No. 123, fixing 
the annual meeting at the first meeting in December; Ark No. 176, 
providing for the election of trustees and their duties and the du- 
ties of Tyler; and Mesaba No. 255, fixing the salary of the Secre- 
tary and Tyler at $1.00 each for- each meeting attended.

little of that) of being recognized by regular Masonry, in that terri- 
tory, has since, in 1906, agreed that all its subordinates should sur- 
render their charters and take new ones from Valle de Mexico, and 
they have done so. To indicate the further true Masonic instincts 
of that Grand Lodge, it has withdrawn recognition and Masonic 
intercourse with Brazil. The Scottish Rite no longer permits the 
three degrees of Symbolic Masonry to be conferred by its Bodies 
in that territory, and the subordinate lodges, of the Valle d'e Mexi- 
co, do not practice, control or have any connection with any other 
than the three symbolic degrees, in any other way than does this 
Grand Lodge perhaps, in its resolutions of 1890 defining what Ma- 
sonic societies it recognizes as legitimate — if indeed so much. There 
may be a possible rival in that territory, in the so-called Grand' 
Lodge-Nof Vera Cruz, but I do not suspect the latter possesses any 
symptoms of regularity which we need consider a moment. 

The following American Grand Lodges now recognize this 
Mexican Grand Lodge: Arizona, Arkansas, California, Colorado, 
Connecticut, District of Columbia, Georgia, Idaho, Indiana, Kansas, 
Michigan, Mississippi, ^Missouri, Nebraska, Nevadh, New York, 
North Dakota’ J,Ohio, Oregon, South Dakota, Texas, Utah, Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia. 

Among other Grand Lodges also recognizing it are: England, 
Scotland, Canada, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, New Zealand, New 
South Wales, Tasmania, Victoria and New Brunswick. Shall Min- 
nesota, then, still insist, with some of our sister Grand Lodges, that 
the first condition laid down in the Michigan report of 1905 also 
must be literally and technically complied with, before according 
recognition to Valle de Mexico? If so, I am frank to say that it is 
more than doubtful — is wholly improbable — that the condition can 
ever be met, or that regular Masonry from that standpoint, at least,; 
will ever exist in Valle de Mexico. 

The Grand Lodge Valle de Mexico claims to be the heir and 
natural offspring of regular Masonry introduced into that country by 
the then minister from the United States to Mexico, in 1825. That 
was a troublous date for Masonry generally, and it probably is im- 
possible to make technical proof. The able brethren of our sister 
jurisdictions, who insist upon literal genealogy, have, so far as I 
have discovered, done little more in the way of disputing the claims 
of Valle de Mexico to legitimacy, than to express a doubt, and 
throw some “Scottish Rite” dust into the controversy. I shall not 
attempt to prove legitimacy; I am not looking for flaws but trying 
to learn whether the Grand Lodge Valle de Mexico shows today 
that it is upholding our Masonic Landmarks, etc., and is likely to 
continue to do so, and not discredit us if we recognize them. 
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That Grand Lodge claims that the Grand Lodge “Nacional 
Mexicana,” which came into being by the efforts of the American 
Minister to Mexico, in 1825, after a tumultuous existence, became 
defunct about the beginning of our late Civil War, and that all of 
its Lodges except one — La Union Fraternal in the gity of Mexico — 
also had ceased to exist by 1865. That surviving lodge was said 
to have done business simultaneously in four languages .at that time. 
Some enterprising Mason that year advised a resuscitation of 
Masonry in Mexico by the organization of a new Grand Lodge 
there, and as there was but that one lone Lodge, he induced it to 
divide itself into three Lodges, “split” our objecting brethren charge, 
one to' work in Spanish, one in French and the other in German or 
perhaps English — three of the four languages formerly used in 
transacting the business of that one Lodge. And with these three 
new units for Lodges, a new Grand Lodge, now known as Grand 
Lodge Valle de Mexico, was formed. It is objected that these three 
“units” had no charters, or only one between them, and were not 
regular Lodges, and that therefore anything they attemptad to do 
was irregular and by the same token, cannot be made regular, and 
so the Grand Lodge should not be recognized. 

As a practical man and Mason, I want regular recognizable 
Masonry in Mexico, because in my judgment the best interests of 
our whole Fraternity, and especially those of hundreds of our breth- 
ren in Mexico, demand it. If we must wait upon technical proof 
of regularity, and the production of charters, or of a regular gene- 
alogy back to York, 1717, there will never be any regular Masonry 
there to recognize. Those who organized the Grand 1 Lodge Valle 
de Mexico probably felt the human need of our Masonic institution 
in 1865, and, with a condition and not a mere theory confronting 
them, did the best they could to solve the problem. They seemed 
to have assumed that they were the sole survivors of regular Mason- 
ry in Mexico, that, being so regular, no regular Grand Lodge 
(outside of Mexico) had a Masonic right to invade or intrude into 
that territory, and so, if there was to be any future of legitimate 
Masonry there, it must come out of that one. lone Lodge — La Union 
Fraternal. 

If that assumption was warranted by even a fair stretch, then 
that Lodge had as much right as a Grand Lodge elsewhere, over 
undisputed territory, to find some way to bring into being a new 
Grand Lodge. It must have had the right then to split up, or to 
organize such Grand 1 Lodge without splitting up,— out of its own 
loins, in either case. It could also employ the means necessary 
to accomplish its purpose — of forming a Grand Lodge, It may safe- 
ly be assumed then (if that is considered necessary to regularity), 
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that it even issued charters, for no other body existed with such 
authority. We 'may assume the three “units,” then, were acting 
with authority, in so attempting to start regular Masonry on its 
way again in Mexico, and, for the purposes of the present inquiry, 
that they succeeded fairly well in accomplishing that result. The 
three units which formed Valle de Mexico then, I suspect, had 1 as 
much chartered existence as the four lodges which formed the Grand 
Lodge of England in 1717. So far as I have learned 1 , only one Grand 
Lodge in the meantime seems to have assumed that Mexico was 
without legitimate Masonry and therefore unoccupied Masonic ter- 
ritory. Missouri chartered “Toltec” Lodge there. Since, however, 
(while still insisting it had that right), Missouri withdrew its char- 
ter from Toltec Lodge, and directed it to unite with another body 
in Mexico, which has since been absorbed by the present Grand 
Lodge Valle de Mexico. It has- today some forty active Lodges — 19 
of which work in English. Americans and English speaking Ma- 
sons are going into that country by hundreds every year. They are 
as good Masons as we in America, many of them from our own 
state. They all need, and we should help give them, if we can, the 
opportunity of Masonic social intercourse and fellowship there, with 
all the helpfulness which these bring. It does not seem to me 
that the interests of our Fraternity demand that we longer quibble 
over legitimacy there, as there is no regular Masonry disputing the 
claims of Valle de Mexico, in that territory, and I therefore recom- 
mend that that Grand Lodge be recognized and an exchange of 
representatives be fraternally requested. 

I have been unable to look into the claims of Chile, and make 
no recommendation as to that country. 


MASONIC CODE. 

The Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence a year ago, recom- 
mended that the question of an appendix to the “Masonic Code” 
be deferred until it was determined to whom the copyright of the 
Code belonged. That matter was not referred to any one, but upon 
the suggestion of Past Grand Master Wells, I took the matter up 
with the executrix and the family of our late Grand 1 Secretary, Bro. 
Montgomery, in whose name the copyright seemed to rest, and am 
glad to report that they agreed, without hesitation, to, and now 
have, assigned all the right, title, interest and claim of Bro. Mont- 
gomery’s estate in that book and its copyright to the Grand Lodge. 
That assignment accompanies, but is not made a part of this ad- 
dress, but to be filed in the Grand Secretary’s office. I recommend 
that the thanks of the Grand Lodge be tendered Mrs. Montgomery 
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„;nd her children, who, without questioning our right, remedied an 
otherwise legal problem by such assignment. 

The edition of the Code is practically exhausted and a new 
edition should be provided for at once. Before that is done, how- 
ever, the work needs a thorough overhauling and revising. It was 
originally prepared hurriedly by one who had little or no experi- 
ence in such work, and while too much engrossed with the daily 
routine of the Grand Secretary's office. In many things the work 
can now be simplified and improved. J here are many things in it 
which Masonic usage does not sanction ini such place. The arrange- 
ment of matter may possibly be advantageously changed, and the 
matter itself, differently digested, and the index enlarged. With 
this first edition for ground work, we ought now to get out a. much 
more creditable and satisfactory second edition, if there is not too 
much haste. I therefore recommend: 

That a committee of three be appointed to prepare and super- 
intend the preparation of a new and revised edition of the Masonic 
Code of Minnesota, with authority to make such revisions, omis- 
sions and rearrangement oi matter as may seem best, without modi- 
fying’ anv action taken by this Grand Lodge, and with such enlarge- 
ment of index, or addition of other matter, as to that committee 
may seem appropriate, and that when so prepared, the same be sub- 
mitted to, and if approved by the Grand Master, that they secure 
a copyright thereof in the name of the Grand Lodge and that a 
new edition of 500 copies shall be thereafter immediately printed 
and published by the Grand Secretary for the Grand Lodge, under 
the supervision of said committee; that when so printed the Grand 
Secretary shall furnish free to each member of said committee and 
to the elective officers of the Grand Lodge, and to each subordinate 
Lodge, one copy of said book, and retain the balance of said edition 
for sale, or such future disposition as the Grand Lodge may here- 
after direct, except that each new Lodge shall be furnished a copy 
free; that said copies so furnished the Lodges shall remain the prop- 
erty’ of this Grand Lodge; that 100 copies at least of said edition, 
left for sale shall be bound in flexible leather or other better binding 
than ordinary cloth; that any Lodge or officer above specified, who 
will pay the difference between the cost of ordinary and such bet- 
ter binding, be allowed 1 the latter, and that the sale price of said 
hooks shall be fixed by said committee, and the Grand Secretary; 
that the sum of $600.00, or so much therefor as may be necessary, 
be appropriated to pay the expense of so printing and copyrighting 
said edition. 

EXPERT AUDITING OF OUR ACCOUNTS. 

The Grand Lodge a year ago, directed the Grand Master here- 
after to annually employ an expert accountant to examine and 
audit the books of the Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary. In 
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compliance with that direction I employed Bro. Ralph D. Webb, 
a Past Master of this jurisdiction and a public accountant, to per- 
form that duty and make his report a part hereof. This audit inci- 
dentally, but necessarily, should include the only examination of the 
financial part of the annual returns of the Lodges which our Com- 
mittee on Returns covers. There is, therefore, no longer any need 
of or utility in that committee devoting any time, before the meet- 
ing of the Grand Lodge, to an inspection of these returns, for as 
to any other matters the Grand Secretary should investigate, and 
see to the correction of errors and discrepancies, observe and make 
mention of such as it is best to mention, including delinquent list 
of lodges, in his anual report. Many and indeed the worst errors 
canno't- be ascertained until long after the Grand Lodge has closed. 
I therefore recommend that the 13th Subdivision of Sec. 76, Art. 
Ill, General Regulations, be amended to read as follows: 

“13th. — On Returns.WA committee of three, to whom shall be 
referred any matters relating to returns of our Lodges, for examina- 
tion and report.”

As per your instructions, I have examined the accounts of 
the Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary for the past year and 
I herewitli submit my report of the result. 

GRAND SECRETARY’S RECORDS. 

I checked the receipts as shown by the returns from the Lodges, 
etc., with the record 1 in the cash book and found all moneys received 
properly accounted for 'and that the amounts had been promptly 
paid to the Grand Treasurer; also the Ledger accounts show that 
each Lodge has received credit for the amount paid by it. I ex- 
amined the vouchers for the disbursements and found them cor- 
rect and in order with the following exceptions: Voucher No. 30 
for $150x0, payable to Sherburne Lodge No. 95 for relief was miss- 
ing. Warrant No. 30 for this voucher is endorsed by L. Pollard, 
Treasurer of Sherburne Lodge; the Grand Secretary also has on 
file a report from the W. Master of Sherburne Lodge, accounting 
for the payment of the amount. Voucher No. 47 for $72.00, payable 
to John Fishel, Grand Secretary, is for refund 1 of overpaid dues of 
last year. 

No appropriation was made for the payment of this amount 
by the Committee on Appropriations at the last Grand Lodge 
Communication. 
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GRAND TREASURER’S RECORDS. 

I checked the records of the Grand Treasurer and found that 
the remittances from the Grand Secretary had all been deposited in 
the Security National Bank to the credit of the Grand Lodge and 
that the disbursements had been made in accordance with the war- 
rants issued. I also checked the bonds in the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
fund and found the account of them correct. 

Statements of the total receipts and disbursements for the year 
in the General and Widows’ and Orphans’ Funds, also a summary 
of the cash assets of the Grand Lodge is attached to this report. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I would respectfully make the following recommendations: 

ist. That a resolution be passed at the coming session of the 
Grand Lodge, ratifying and confirming the issuing and paying of 
Warrant No. 47. 

2nd. That the Grand Secretary be authorized 1 to procure a 
specially ruled cash book. 

The use of such a book will save much of his valuable time in 
making a proper distribution of the receipts and disbursements, 
also in making out bis annual report.

The President of the Minnesota Masonic Home will make his 
usual annual report of that corporation to the Grand Lodge. In 
addition to what that report may contain, I desire to say, that our 
brethren and Lodges owe it to themselves, to bear the beginnings 
of this great Masonic benevolence constantly in their minds, con- 
icicnces and prayers. That corporation was formed to forestall the 
imperative demand which will come sooner or later — demands of 
love and charity, — which 1 the evolution of the world today has proven, 
and is constantly proving, cannot adequately be met in the old way 
'of relief, locally administered. There has been little advance made 
during the year in accumulating funds for a Home. The lack of 
progress toward that object indicates that Minnesota has felt the 
tightening of times, since the fall of 1907. While we do not expect this 
condition to continue, and in fact there is a large improvement, 
the sudden coming of that squall of 1907, simply emphasizes the 
importance of Masons being forehanded, ‘’and preparing, against 
t Lie possible advent of a time of suffering which may come to those 
we are sworn to love and cherish. The proposed Masonic Home is 
not for the ordinary case which can be cared for simply by the ex- 
penditure of a little money, in the private home of some one who 
is willing for a reasonable recompense to extend such care as Ma- 
sons desire that their unfortunate brethren and the destitute families 
of brethren should have. But our Home will be for those whom we 
cannot decently or adequately or nearly so well care for anywhere 
else as in a Masonic Home — endowed, built and maintained by the 
money and contributions of brethren who give, not grudgingly but 
freely, willingly and generously, for such purpose. It goes, of 
Bourse, without the saying, that it will cost more per capita to main- 
tain those we are thus to save from .suffering in such a Home, than 
even in a ‘‘Fifth Avenue hotel,” perhaps, but the problem which, 
as practical men, we should prepare for, against a possible day of 
disaster, is to have some place, where we can adequately care, for 
just such cases. There are too many of such cases even now not 
cared for as they ought to be, because fit and proper places cannot 
be found for "love or money,” and these will multiply, in the future, 
very rapidly. Masons especially cannot afford to ignore this pos- 
sible problem of the future, when other fraternities younger and 
less substantial than ours, are so generously and generally provid- 
ing up-to-date means of caring for their unfortunates — aye, and even 
some of ours. Every Mason here, every Mason in Minnesota, should 
remember that it is not impossible that even he may, by dire mis- 
fortune, be reduced to the necessity of appealing for help, and that 
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the extremity may be of such nature that neither ties of blood nor 
family nor kinship nor private human sympathy, nor even money, 
can or will adequately meet it. And remembering this, few Masons 
are so poor in this world’s good's as to be unable to give something 
now, or at least in their wills, for so great a charity and work, as 
the proper preparation for, and endowment of, the Minnesota Ma- 
sonic Home. I believe that, if the Grand Lodge can spare anything 
from its general funds for charity’s ‘sake, this year, outside of imme- 
diate demands, it ought to be devoted towards that Home fund, by 
the purchase of additional memberships therein. Such appropria- 
tion if thus made will accumulate a larger income for charity than 
is being done bv any investments this Grand Lodge is now making 
or has ever made, and besides it will be helpful in advertising to 
the brethren everywhere the duty of their keeping constantly in min 1 
this great Masonic charity, and the duty and obligation of assist- 
ing it. 

The term of 'Bro. A. D. Countryman on the Home Board ex- 
pires tomorrow, and the Grand Lodge should elect his successor. 

We have again a letter from Bro. Ralph IT. Wheeler, our repre- 
sentative near the Grand Lodge of Illinois, calling attention to the 
Masonic Relief Association of the United States and Canada. 

I have also received formal charges against Bro. IT. J. Herder, 
W. M. of Red Wing Lodge No. 8, for unmasonic conduct. 


OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I. It should occur to the members of this Grand Lodge, es- 
pecially to those who have watched the growth of our great Fraterhi- 
ty in Minnesota for many years, — that its concerns are large and 
growing, and that the labor necessary to care for our ofTices and 
library is largely increased, and that modern up-to-date methods of 
handling such concerns are needed. We ought to have a modern 
card index system and the Grand Lodge ought to provide every 
Lodge with a duplicate of such cards, and to continue providing them 
each year after the annual returns are received, with the Grand 
Lodge numbers properly entered 1 against the names of the members 
of the Lodge. While I doubt if our present Register should be 
dispensed with, I am certain, from my visitations the past year, that 
Lodges need a card system with complete information of each mem- 
ber thereon. Many of the Lodges are very lax in keeping their 
membership rolls. The Grand Secretary has’\spent months in 
straightening out Lodge discrepancies and must spend many more 
before everything is cleared 1 up. Now, a card system extending 
back over our more than half a century of existence cannot be in- 
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stalled and completed in a day or a year or within two or three 
years. There are too many thousands of namesSto be gone over. 
Neither can the Grand Secretary do this work alone. If it is to 
be done he must havd. regular help, help intelligent enough to be 
educated and made expert in the work, and growing more so every 
year, so that in the near future he may become a full-fledged as- 
sistant secretary of the Grand Lodger There is no doubt that we 
shall need him in a few years, if not already. The work can be 
done by starting with the latest return or returns and gradually 
running them backward for each Lodge to its start. For new Lodges 
the Grand Lodge should provide besides the cards a metallic case 
in duplicate, capable of holding at least 500 cards with lock and 
key. Many of the Lodges own and keep their records in fireproof 
safes, and many already ha\ c a card sj'stem of their own, but the 
Grand Lodge needs it for its own convenience and that of the 
many brethren who call constantly for information, which these 
cards would quickly help to find. Such man (he should be a Mason) 
will probably cost $75 per month, and 1 I recommend that such help 
be authorized and such card system he installed. 

2. A year ago Past Grand Master Widell recommended the 
adoption of a resolution providing for the reimbursement to the 
Grand Secretary of his expenses when attending upon the Grand 
Master in the laying of corner stones, dedications and 1 other 
emergent occasions. It was overlooked by the Appropriations! 
Committee, I am sure. The presence of the Grand Secretary is 
almost as much needed for the proper, orderly and regular conduct 
of such ceremonies, as that of the Grand Mastef, who has too much 
responsibility and work otherwise, to be burdened with the neces- 
sary details of making such occasions, as they should be, a credit 
and honor to our Fraternity. I repeat the recommendation made by 
Grand Master Widell, that the expenses of the Grand Secretary 
when attending upon the Grand Master at his request, whenever 
Occasional Communications of the Grand Lodge must regularly be 
held, be paid upon bills approved- by the Grand blaster. 

3. During the past year I have directed the Grand Secretary to 
pay such expenses from his contingent fund, relying upon this 
Grand Lodge to ratify that direction, which I now ask it to do. 

4. I further recommend that the Grand Master and Grand 
Secretary be authorized to secure a new and suitable case for the 
carriage of the regalia and the proper and safe keeping and carriage 
of the vessels used upon such occasions. Such vessels were pro- 
cured as directed last year, but the appropriation was not sufficient 
to have them suitably inscribed, and I recommend an additional 
appropriation for both purposes. 
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5. The Grand Lodge needs an American flag for use on all 
public occasions, and a case to keep it in. We have a Grand Stand- 
ard Bearer who is installed to bear the standard of the Grand Lodge. 
What is that standard? This is a new office — not originally found 
in Grand Lodges rosters or in the Old Constitutions. We have no 
standard as such, except it is, as I think it ought to be, the flag of 
our country, to which we teach loyalty, as almost the first lesson. 
Then as a patriotic, law-abiding Fraternity, we ought never to appear 
upon public occasions without the American flag in the hands ol 
our Grand Standard Bearer. It is not always easy or possible to 
borrow such flag, and sometimes we have to go without one. This 
Grand Lodge is able to have its own and should have it, .find I 
1 ecommend that the Grand Master and Grand Secretary be author- 
ized to purchase a suitable flag, also swords with belts, etc., for the 
Grand Sword Bearer and Grand Tiler and also a proper case for 
the carriage and safe keeping of such flag, and swords, and belts, 
made large enough to also carry the rods of the d'eacons and stew- 
ards, and that an appropriation of $150.00, or so much thereof as is 
necessary, be made for the purposes. 

6. The quarters of the Grand Lodge are growing cramped, 
and we should soon have larger ones. The brethren in St. Paul, 
I an\ happy to announce, are building a new Masonic Temple which 
will be able to provide not only appropriate rooms for the several 
Bodies which regularly are to meet there, but no doubt will offer as 
heretofore proper facilities for the Communications of this Grand 
Lodge, including its annual Schools of Instruction. It will also, I 
understand, be able to furnish quarters, larger if needed, for our 
Grand Secretary’s office and the Masonic Library, and undoubtedly 
at reasonable rentals. The. presence of these offices there will not 
only be a great convenience to the local brethren, but in the Library, 
as it continues to expand, a valuable adjunct as well to their Ma- 
sonic Temple. I do not anticipate that the rental which may be de- 
manded will be exorbitant or unreasonable. The brethren of St. 
Paul have ever been open-hearted and generous in their treatment 
of the Grand Lodge and will, I am sure, continue to be so, knowing 
that we are under no necessity of moving to the new Temple. 
Whether the Temple will be ready for occupancy before the next an- 
nual gathering of this Grand Lodge cannot now be definitely stated, 
although it is hoped by the brethren that they may take possession 
by November 1st. Our lease on the present quarters expires July 
1st. It will be well, and I recommend, that the Grand Master, Grand 
Treasurer and Grand Secretary be a committee, empowered to make 
a new lease of either the present or other quarters, with necessary 
additional room for our expanding needs, upon such terms as may 
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seem to them best, and l'or such length of time as may seem best,- 
and that such committee, in case a lease is made for quarters in 
the new Temple, be empowered to procure new and appropriate 
furniture to suitably and creditably furnish the offices there. Our 
present furniture will not be appropriate and should not be used 
in new or better surroundings. The Grand Lodge must preserve 
its reputation and dignity in such surroundings. 

7. The commissions issued by this Grand Lodge to represen- 
tatives near other Grand Lodges, as well as some other papers — dis- 
pensations, etc. — are upon cheap paper instead of, as the honor, 
credit and dignity of our Grand 1 Lodge demand, upon an attractive 
form tyid at least more nearly of a parchment nature. They do not 
contrast well with many received here from sister jurisdictions. I 
recommend that the Grand Secretary be instructed to secure a 
much better and more elaborate and enduring blank. 

8. Lod'ges are not well informed as to what is done Masonically 
in Minnesota. In many things this is inexcusable and can and 
should be remedied. It occurs to me that a lot of this lack of 
knowledge may be remedied by requiring our annual Grand Lodge 
Proceedings to be read in open Lodge during the year in which they 
are received and by making such reading so obligatory as that a 
failure to so read shall deprive the Lodge of mileage and per die™ 
to its representative to the Grand Lodge as is done by our rule 
in regard to failure to send in returns on time. I therefore recom- 
mend for adoption the following: 

Resolved, That each Lodge shall be and is hereby required to 
have the latest proceedings of the Grand Lodge received by it) 
read in open Lodge at some meeting thereof during the current year 
thereafter; that any Lodge failing to do so shall not be entitled to 
have any mileage or per diem paid to its representative to Grand 
Lodge; that the Grand Secretary shall provide a question upon all 
blanks for returns, in which the date of so reading such annual pro- 
ceedings shall be covered and that any return failing to certify such 
reading shall be conclusive evidence that no mileage or per diem is 
due. 


9. The report of the Accountant, Bro. Webb, shows that Order 
No. 47 was not authorized in the report of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee last year. It should be confirmed and the further recom- 
mendation of the Accountant, as to new ruled cash book for Grand 
Secretary should be considered. 

NECROLOGY. 

This Grand Jurisdiction has not been called upon, so far as I 
am advised, to mourn the loss of any member of the Grand Lodge 
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during the past year. For this we reverently thank our Heavenly 

Father.

GRAND SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge: 

I have the honor to submit herewith my second annual report 
as Grand Secretary. 

PROCEEDINGS, COMMISSIONS, CIRCULARS, ETC. 

The Proceedings of 1908 were published promptly and given the 
usual distribution. The supply not being sufficient, I was unable to 
comply with a number of requests for copies from Masonic Libraries 
and distinguished brethren and recommend that 1,400 copies of the 
Proceedings of this communication be issued. 

Commissions as Grand Representatives have been issued and 
received as stated by the Grand Master. Commissions were also 
issued to the thirty-four District Deputy Grand Masters and the nec- 
essary blanks sent them. 
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Circulars have been issued from time to time as occasion re- 
quired. 

The correspondence, which is quite voluminous, has been prompt- 
ly attended to, and so far as I am aware, the work of the office is up 
to date. 


BINDING. 


The Grand Lodge last year appropriated $100.00 for binding, 
but I have been unable to find time to collect the matter for binding 
and therefore recommend that the appropriation be continued. 

RETURNS. 

There are 248 chartered Lodges on the roll. Returns have been 
received from all but six. 

Returns have also been received from the three Lodges under 
dispensation. As usual, and notwithstanding the action taken by 
the Grand Lodge last year, a number of the returns came in late. 

The returns show a very gratifying condition of the craft. 14 
Lodges did no work at all; 23 raised none; 181 raised from 1 to 10, 
each, and 24 raised from 10 to 20, each. Those raising more than 20 
were 13, viz., Cataract No. 2, 41; St. Paul No. 3, 29; Ancient Land- 
mark No. 5, 29; Minneapolis No. 19, 52; Palestine No. 79, 32; Khurum 
No. 112, 34; Croolcston No. 141, 24; Summit No. 163, 22; Braden 
No. 168, 26; Ark No. 176, 59; Ionic No. 186, 30; Mesaba No. 255, 32; 
and Montgomery No. 258, 28. 66 Lodges fell behind with a loss of 
199. 

The net gains and 1 losses are as follows: Initiated, 1, 577 , Passed 
1,481, Raised, 1,455, Joined, 404, Restored, 79, Total gains, 1,938. 
Withdrawn, 564, Stricken from the Roll, 208, Suspended, 5, Expelled, 
3, Died, 302, Total losses, 1,082. 

The largest net gains were: Cataract No. 2, 43; St. Paul No. 3, 
28; Palestine No. 79, 37; Khurum No. 112, 32; Summit No. 163, 25; 
Braden No. 168, 27; Ark. No. 176, 85; Ionic No. 186, 30; Mesaba 
No. 255, 34 and Montgomery No. 258, 23. 

The Lodges having a membership of over 300 are: Cataract No. 
2, 610; St. Paul No. 3, 433; Hennepin No. 4, 383; Ancient Landmark 
No. 5, 545; Winona No. 18, 380; Minneapolis No. 19, 1,148; Palestine 
No. 79, 647; Khurum No. 112, 521; Summit No. 163, 457; Ark No. 
176, 476; Ionic No. 186, 448; and Minnesota No. 224, 314. 

One Lodge shows neither gain nor loss and in 20 the gains and 
losses are equal. 

Total membership this date, 23,866. 
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DISPENSATIONS FOR NEW LODGES. 

By order of the Grand Master dispensations for new Lodges 
have been issued as follows: 

June i, 1908, Koochiching Lodge U. D. at International Falls, 
Koochiching County; Sept. 7, 1908, Canisteo Lodge U. D. at Coler- 
aine, Itasca County; and Oct. 21, 1908, Osiris Lodge U. D. at Spoon- 
er, Beltrami County. 

Each of these Lodges has made returns, their records are here 
for your inspection and they respectfully ask that charters be granted 
them. 


l'OSSTON LODGE NO. 2o6. 

The Grand Lodge at its last communication referred the matter 
of the property and effects of the late Fosston Lodge No. 206, to 
the Grand Secretary with power to act. On Aug 31, 1908, I wrote 
Bro. Joel Fogelberg, late W.\ M.h of the Lodge to send me the 
effects of the Lodge, and on Dec. 17th, 1908, I wrote Bro. Daniel 
Shaw, D. D. G. M., at Thief River Falls, asking him to kindly takfl 
the matter up and see that the property was turned in before this 
communication of the Grand Lodge.

The duplicate charters ordered issued to Dexter Lodge No. 253 
and Hawley Lodge No. 256, to replace the originals lost by fire, were 
duly and promptly issued and transmitted to those Lodges. 

RODS AND VESSELS. 

The Rods for Deacons and Stewards and the vessels for use in 
dedication ceremonies and laying corner stones, ordered at the 
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last communication, were duly purchased and there is left of the ap- 
propriation a balance of $10.50 which might, in my opinion, be ad- 
vantageously expended in the purchase of a suitable case or cases 
for them and the Grand Lodge regalia. 

LEASE OF GRAND SECRETARY'S OFFICE. 

I beg to call the attention of the Grand Lodge to the fa 1 t that 
the lease for the offices at present occupied by the Grand Secretary 
expires June 30, 1909, and some provision should be made looking 
toward the renewal of the lease or the securing of new and more 
commodious quarters.

St. Paul, Thursday, Jan. 21, 1909. 
The Grand Lodge was called from refreshment to labor 
at 9 a. m., officers and members as before, except that Bro. 
George D. La Bar, Junior Grand Steward, was in his station, 
and Rev. Bro. Henry Nobbs (220), officiated as Grand Chap- 
lain. 

The Grand Master called for Bro. Charles E. Elmquist, 
Chairman of the Committee on District Deputies, appointed 
in 1907, and continued at the communication of 1908. Bro. 
Elmquist being absent on account of the death of Ins son, Bro. 
Harry M. Burnham (90) stated that no meetings of the Com- 
mittee had been held. 
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Bro. Irving Todd (7) offered the following resolutions 
which were referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence: 

Resolved: That the resolution of 1875, page forty-three, relat- 
ing to compensation of the Grand Secretary for signing and sealing 
of certificates, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Resolved: That the resolution of 1885, page twenty-eight, relat- 
ing to the forwarding of Lodge returns to the Grand Secretary, be 
and hereby is amended by striking out the word “second” at the end 
of the second line and inserting the word “sixth.” 

Bro. Charles Mitchell (217) offered the following resolu- 
tion which was referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence: 

Resolved: That the following be added to the form of petition for 
membership in this Grand Jurisdiction, so as to have a complete 
record of our members: 

“I was initiated in Lodge No , at , 

on , passed, and raised ” 

M.'. W.‘. Bro. W. A. McGonagle offered the following 
resolution which was referred to the Committee on Appropri- 
ations : 

Resolved: That this Grand Lodge purchase two certificates of 
Five Hundred Dollars each in the Minnesota Masonic Home and 
that the sum of One Thousand Dollars out of the general fund be 
appropriated for that purpose. 

Bro. E. W. Rossman (56) addressed the Grand Lodge, 
mentioning the action of Bro. Levi Bemis, of Meridian Lodge 
No. 56, Chatfield, in presenting to that Lodge the sum of One 
Thousand Dollars, without limitations, to be expended by the 
Lodge for charitable purposes. 

The Grand Master announced that the Actual Past Grand 
Master’s degree would be conferred upon all entitled to the de- 
gree who had not received it. 

Deputy Grand Master Swan assumed the Grand East, and 
the Grand Master retired to the Blue Room where he opened 
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a Lodge of Actual Past Grand Masters and conferred the de- 
gree on a number of brethren, after which he returned and re- 
sumed the Grand East. 

M.‘. W.'. Bro. Gideon S. Ives made a report of the trans- 
actions of the Minnesota Masonic Home Association and the 
same was ordered printed with the proceedings (see Appendix). 

Bro. E. W. Rossman (56) spoke in connection with the 
report, urging that the surplus in the general fund be invested 
for the benefit of the Home. 

On motion of Bro. Henry Nobbs (220) M. . W. . Bro. A. 
D. Countryman was elected to succeed himself as lepresentative 
of the Grand Lodge on the Masonic Home Board. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON DISTRICT DEPUTIES AND 
GRAND LECTURER. 


To the M.\ IV.'. Grand Lodge now in session: 

Your committee, to which was referred that portion of the Grand 
Master’s address relating to District Deputies and Grand Lecturer, 
reports as follows: 

Recognizing the fact that any plan looking to the advancement 
of Free Masonry must depend upon the results attainable, and ap- 
preciating the value of the statements made in the address of the 
Grand Master both for and against the work of District Deputies, 
and the changes recommended, wc submit the following: 

1st, I n view of the fact that this subject has been in the hands 

of a committee for the past two years, and no report presented, we 
deem it advisable either to continue that committee, or appoint an- 
other, to continue the consideration of the matter. 

2nd.— From the information at our command, we recommend 
the continuation of the present plan— first, because the value of the 
present plan is acknowledged whenever the District Deputy has 
conscientiously performed his duties: second, as a matter ol economy. 

-, r d.— We feel that some modification is necessary, both in the 
substance of the District Deputies’ report and the tiniest which the 
same is made, and would suggest that this be referred to the com- 
mittee having in charge the revision of the Code. The modifications 
in mind are such as the omission from the District Deputy s repoi 
the financial and other items contained in the annual J e P or ‘ U _ 

Grand Lodge, and the District Deputy’s report should be made as 
soon after each visitation as possible. 
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4th. — That District Deputies should urge the holding of schools 
of instruction in their respective districts when it is evident that 
they are needed. 

5th. — The task imposed upon the proposed Grand Lecturer 
would be one almost or quite impossible of proper performance, 
under two years’ time, and would involve an expense of not less 
than $6,000.00 or $8,000.00. 

6th. — We would suggest that Grand Masters inform their suc- 
cessors as to the District Deputies who have not fulfilled their duties.

Your Committee on Finance beg leave to report that we have 
carefully 'examined the Reports, Books, and Vouchers of the Grand 
Secretary and the Grand Treasurer, and find them to agree in every 
particular.

Your Committee, in checking these returns, has, 
in a great number of instances, been obliged to go back to returns 
of former years, as far back as 1874, in order to make this report 
correct up to this date. 

We recommend that the Grand Secretary, in his circular to 
Lodges after the close of this session, lay particular stress on having 
Lodge Secretaries study this report and ask for advice if necessary. 

As noted in the report, many Lodges make the same error year 
after year. To try and save further errors and to simplify the work 
of returns, both for Secretaries, the Grand Secretary and your Re- 
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turns Committee, we have prepared a form suitable for Lodge returns! 
which has the approval of the Grand Secretary, and' we recommend 
the adoption of such form for distribution to Lodges during this 
year. 

In our work this year, which has been more comprehensive than 
in former years, we are under obligation to the Grand Secretary, 
who has given us valued assistance. Quick, alert, thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the records, he has been ever courteous, and we appre- 
ciate his assistance highly. 

In the hope that representatives of Lodges present will caution 
their Secretaries regarding returns, to facilitate the work of the 
Grand Secretary, and this Committee, we submit this report.

Your Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence, to which was 
referred that portion of the Grand Master’s, address relating to 
decisions made, dispensations granted, and By-Laws approved, re- 
spectfully report: 

1st. — That they have carefully considered the same and find them 
to be in accordance with Masonic Law and usage, and recommend 
that they be approved. 

2nd. — We recommend the adoption of the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the resolution of 1896, page 51, of the Grand Lodge 
proceedings be amended by adding at the end thereof the words 
“but the mere convenience of the Lodge or its Master, or economy of 
expense to the Lodge is not to be considered a sufficient reason 
for applying for or granting such dispensation.” 

3rd. — We have considered 1 that portion of the Grand Master’s 
address relating to Masonic Code, and recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution:

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APPENDIX A. 

ORATION. 


BY WILLIAM C. ODELL. 

Most Worshipful Grand Master, Grand Wardens and Brethren: 

The duties imposed upon me by my induction into the dis- 
tinguished and honorable position of Grand Orator of the Grand 
Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons require of me that I 
address the Grand Lodge at its present Communication up.on the 
subject of Masonry. 

Coming from my country law office up here to this -distin- 
guished gathering of Masons, an assemblage composed largely of 
brethren eminent not only for their achievements in civil life, but 
also for their great learning and wide knowledge in every field of 
thought touching the history, the traditions and the teachings of 
Ancient Craft Masonry, and realizing that such a wealth of Masonic 
lore has been brought to this Grand Lodge as the fruits of the 
ability, the eloquence and the labors of those who have preceded) 
me in this important position, that what I shall have to say will be 
to you “as a thrice-told tale.” I am almost lost in wonder at my 
temerity in undertaking to either instruct or entertain you upon this 
occasion. 

But mindful of the fact that to discharge, to the best of our 
respective abilities, all duties imposed upon us by the Craft is an 
obligation resting upon each of us, and with a well-grounded faith 
in Masonic charity, I ask your attention to a few very common- 
place observations upon the history, the traditions and the teach- 
ings of Free Masonry. 

Since the birth of Speculative Masonry, Masons have been taught 
in the Lodge room, and are being taught today, that Masonry, as an 
Order, had its origin during the building by King Solomon of the 
Temple at Jerusalem and that King Solomon conceived' and es- 
tablished the Order and was its first Most Eminent Grand Mas- 
ter; and to the superficial inquirer the teachings of the ritual in 
that regard afford satisfactory and sufficient proof that the Order 
first had its being during the building of the Temple, and that it 
came to us hoary with years and venerable with age in its march 
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down through the centuries. But the patient, painstaking seeker 
after truth has been unwilling to rest his belief in the origin of the 
Order upon its ritualistic teachings, and has gone afield to End ouL- 
side of the Lodge room and outside of the Lodge ritual evidence to 
satisfy his mind as to just when the Order had its origin; and thus 
the history of Masonry became the theme which employed the pen 
and enlisted the most profound investigation and' research of many 
learned and patient delvers into the tombs of past ages, with the re- 
sult that although much controversy has arisen, and still exists, the 
origin and the history of the Order of Free Masonry is yet shroud- 
ed in mystery. 

While I do not consider it of the highest importance to attempt 
to trace the origin of Masonry back through the centuries for the 
purpose of demonstrating that it is of great antiquity, or of ad- 
vancing the claim that because of its ancient origin it is for that 
reason, and that alone, the more entitled to our love and venera- 
tion; but 1 conceive it to be of great importance that each member 
of the Order shall understand and appreciate, to the fullest, the fact 
that one of the distinguishing characteristics of this institution or 
Masonry is its stability. Other societies may flourish for a time, 
may serve the purpose of a locality or a certain class of people— but 
Free Masonry alone has been able to demonstrate that it is suited 
to all times, all countries and all classes of men. Other institutions 
of men rise, flourish, decline, pass away and are forgotten. This 
one lives and prospers with increasing years; and although its head 
is hoary with the rime of centuries, it is strong and flourishing, re- 
joicing as if in perpetual youth, and vigor and usefulness. 

And this fact of the stability of the institution is important because 
in it we may trace some evidence that it was cradled by the hands 
of the Almighty at a time when the vicious and depraved nature of 
man was unrestrained by the refining influences of moral law. and 
that it has prospered and become a power in the land through His 
own especial guidance and care; and because it demonstrates that 
it is an institution which has that in it which men want, which men 
seek- something in consonance with human nature in all ages, coun- 
tries’ and climes; and if we could all be brought to a realization of 
the high character of this institution, as demonstrated by its stabil- 
ity alone, we would more fully appreciate the fact that it is one of 
the highest honors to be a Free Mason; that this honor is one of 
which any man, whatever his station in life, should be justly proud, 
and that he who has been the recipient of that honor occupies a po- 
sition of great trust and responsibility. 

As I have already said, much controversy has arisen, and still 
exists as to the origin of Masonry, and while no historian, within 
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or without the Order, has been able to give a satisfactory date for 
its origin, to my mind the consensus of opinion of well informed 
Masons is that the Order originated in the associations which were 
formed during the middle ages by masons and builders, as well as 
by workmen belonging to other crafts. In those times when a 
church or other great edifice was in process of construction, work- 
men were collected 1 from all quarters and encamped in huts around it. 
They established a regular government with a master at their head, 
and appointed every tenth man a warden to oversee the others. 
They ranged from country to country and established themselves 
wherever they found churches to build. It thus became important 
for them to be able to make themselves known to each other in 
strange countries, and hence they devised a system of secret signs 
and symbols. Whether these associations were also in possession 
of secret knowledge which was essential in architecture, and was 
transmitted from one generation to another, is a disputed point. The 
building of churches, however, was the great work of the times, 
and the masonic associations were held in high esteem because of the 
importance of their services in this work. They enjoyed the espe- 
cial favor and protection of the Pope, and bulls were issued by 
which peculiar privileges were granted to them. They were exempted 
from burdens imposed upon other workmen and hence were styled 
“free” masons. Men of eminence, both ecclesiastics and laymen,, 
who were not actually employed in building, either as architects or 
masons, became members of the Order, and the institution flourished 
in much vigor through the middle ages, and' with slight modifications 
from time to time, though always essentially the same, until finally, 
through a long course of evolution, it appeared at the revival of 
1717, its operative feature eliminated, as Speculative Masonry. 

I have given the foregoing account of the origin of the Order 
as containing what I conceive to be the consensus of opinion of 
well informed thinkers and writers touching the subject, but there 
is much force in the contentions advanced by those who attribute to 
it an origin much more ancient. As was well said by an eminent 
member of this Grand Lodge, now deceased, “Aye may admit that 
the old legends of Masonry, many of which have become obsolete s > 
found in the old records and constitutions of the Order, as those 
of Lamech, Jabal, Tubal Cain, Nimrod, Enoch, Euclid, of Hiram 
Abif, the Solomonic Temple, and others, are untrue and worthless 
as matters of Masonic history, yet the very fact of the creation of 
these legends, many of them so long ago, attempting to account 
thus for the origin of this Order then unknown, indicates with some 
force that the origin may rest very far back in antiquity. And who 
will explain to us with any degree of certainty what means the 
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clearly Masonic symbols and emblems which appear on ancient ruinsB 
pyramids, monuments, obelisks, temples, both in the old and new 
world? Structures so old that the names of their builders are lost 
in the forgotten ages of the past. Brethren, these pyramids and an- 
cient ruins have not yet given up their secrets.” The foundations of 
Masonry are one thing— the Order itself another. The foundations 
stretch away back into the long, dim ages of the past, though the 
superstructure, the Order itself, may have been begun only at the 
time which separates the modern from the ancient. On the pyramids 
or on the obelisks we may find the rough and smooth ashlar, the 
trestleboard with its designs, the plumb, square and compass, and 
we may d'raw from this the conclusion that they indicate the teach- 
ing of our symbolic degrees; but so long as we cannot connect them 
with the Order as it now exists we cannot prove that these Masonic 
emblems establish the existence of the Order at a time ante-dating 
the erection of the pyramids and obelisks, because they may only sug- 
gest the growth of architecture and the symbols of some ancient 
and forgotten Order. 

While it will thus be seen that the pathway of the history of the 
institution of Masonry is broken and obscure, and that it leads with 
no degree of certainty to any particular time as the age which wit- 
nessed the birth of the institution, “this we know, that we stand today 
in the presence, and at this time are doing the work, of the oldest 
of merely human institutions, one which spans in age many of the 
centuries of the past as it will those of the future, all fanatical or 
other opposition to the contrary notwithstanding.” 

Before leaving this subject and as an introduction to and in 
connection with what I shall have to say concerning the traditions 
and teachings of the Order, I wish to call your attention to the claims 
as to the origin and early history advanced by one class of thinkers 
and 1 writers. It is claimed by some that Masonry “has no history 
aside from and independent of its traditions, and that its history, 
and, therefore, its origin, is inseparably interwoven with its trad>. 
tions and its teachings,” and that as all Masonic traditions and all 
lectures and 1 ceremonies of Ancient Craft Masonry point to the pe- 
riod during which the Temple was being erected as the time which 
witnessed the birth of the Order, and to King Solomon as the one 
who conceived the plan and became the first great teacher of the 
craft, the well informed Mason is constrained! by the very force of 
such traditions and 1 teachings to accept as true the claims which 
Masonry thus puts forth as to its origin; and that if such traditions 
and teachings do not establish the authenticity of the claim that 
Masonry was founded during the building of the Temple, then “all 
our talk about Ancient Landmarks and Ancient Usages becomes an 
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idle tale,” and 1 those beautiful rites and ceremonies designed, as we 
are told, to imprint upon the memory wise and serious truths, cease 
to be entitled to our regard as containing within themselves repre- 
sentations which are not true and pretensions having no foundation 
in fact, and while the excellent lessons taught by the beautiful system 
of Masonry would remain, if its forms and ceremonies and the rea- 
son for their use are false, such forms and ceremonies should be 
indignantly rejected. 

This theory, to my mind, magnifies the importance of the origin 

the mere history of the Order, — and overlooks the well recognized 
truth that “Masonry is a beautiful system of morality, veiled in al- 
legory and illustrated by symbols.” In order to firmly imprint upon 
the memory of him who seeks a knowledge of its mysteries the great 
and important truths it is designed and ordained to teach, and to 
make those truths a part of the moral fibre of his being, Masonry 
clothes those truths in allegorical and symbolical garments as be- 
ing the most effective way of reaching the mind and conscience of 
man. The naked truth appeals to man’s reason, the mysterious ap- 
peals to his emotions. 

Man is gifted with reason but do men, as a rule, exercise the 
reasoning faculty in a search for those sublime truths which teach 
man how to live and how to die? How, then, should these truths 
be taught? How can purity, honor and chastity, courage and fidel- 
ity, be best propagated' among men? Does not the experience of 
mankind bear testimony to the fact that humanity does not over- 
exert itself with reasoning upon the problems of human life; that 
the world at large concerns itself very little with these problems 
and does not bring to their solution ; the reasoning powers of the 
human mind? How, then, can these great truths be instilled into the 
mind and conscience of man? By appealing to the emotions which 
sway humanity as the slender blade of grass is swayed by the pass- 
ing breeze — “The world to most men is but the mere passing from 
one eternity to another, from one stage of oblivion to another, a 
short spell robbed from the bosom of eternity in which to eat and 
to drink and to be merry.” If we would have man pause in his 
pursuit of the vanities and superfluities of life to lay hold of some 
great truth we must make that truth attractive to him: And so 
Masonry clothes its truths with mystery, — attires them in apparently 
unintelligible forms and ceremonies, — arrays them in a garb the 
most attractive as an appeal to the emotional side of man’s na- 
ture, so that man will seek to penetrate the mysteries, will endeavor 
to ponder the secrets which may be imparted to him, and that those 
truths, when once they stand revealed in all their simplicity, will 
make an indelible impression upon the mind and sink deep into the 
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heart and conscience of him to whom they shall be thus revealed. 
Therein, my brethren, and therein alone, lies the true value of the 
symbolical teachings of our Order. 

What then does Masonry teach? The great central truth 
taught by Masonry, the one around which revolves all other truths, 
is the existence of the one only living and true God, and no man 
ever entered within the vail of its holy sanctuary without being 
taught to venerate His holy name, and to love and adore Him as 
the Chief Good. And what a 'great truth, and how far reaching— 
God means government, order, harmony. God means life, death 
and immortality. In that central truth lies the germ of our whole 
system of moral and Masonic philosophy. 

.. It teaches man to square his actions by the square of virtue, 
and to keep his passions within due bounds with all mankind. 

■ It teaches the equality of all men before God and before the 
Law, r.nd the obligation resting upon all men to obey the moral 
law. 

It teaches the exercise of that toleration which grants to others 
the same right to entertain and expfess opinions which one claims 
for himself. 

It teaches respect for and obedience to the civil government 

and the laws under which we live. 

It teaches the cultivation arid practical application of that broad 
charity which “t-hinketh no evil,” and bestows : its bounties upon the 
needy with open hand. 

It teaches the promotion of “peace on earth, good will to 

men.*’." * — , . , 

It teaches that the Holy Bible is given as the rule and guide 
of faith, and enjoins, in the most solemn manner the study of Gods 
Holy Law as therein written and the practice of its precepts. 

These my brethren, are some among the teachings of Masonry, 
Does man need these teachings? Does he require the moral 
strength of the Scriptural wisdom as an eloquent reminder of that 
Deity before whom the Entered Apprentice and the Master alike 
should bow with reverence? Are the Great Lights of Masonry the 
chapters of a system of philosophy, designed to enhance the Mason s 
happiness, to solve’his problems, to reconcile him to the inevitab e 
destiny of man and to lead him to immortality? An answer to these 
questions is an answer to the mysteries. - 

It is a matter of common, and, I might- almost say, of univeisal 
knowledge that Masonry numbers among its adherents many of 
the wisest, most eminent and most upright men in all walks of life. 
Visit any community on the face of'the civilized globe; search out 
in that community the man whose steps have trodden the pathway 
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which leads to a revelation of the mysteries of Masonry, and whose 
heart has been touched by its teachings, and you will find that man 
standing in the foremost rank of the good citizenship' of that com- 
munity. Of such men is the membership of the Order composed 
today, and the greatest and best of men in all ages since Masonry 
first had its birth have been' encouragers and promoters of the art. 
Look around you upon the membership of this Grand Lodge. Here 
you see gathered around the Altar of Masonry men eminent in 
the learned professions: divines, celebrated for their eloquence and 
zeal; judges of our courts of justice; lawyers, learned and of ex- 
tensive practice; physicians of great skill and high repute; profes- 
sors from our colleges and institutions of learning; successful mer- 
chants, manufacturers, farmers and mechanics, all assembled here 
to work together for the good of Masonry. Yea, more. You see 
here, participating in the active' work of this Grand Body, brethren 
whose locks have whitened under the influences of time since first 
they gave to the craft in this grand jurisdiction the benefit of their 
wisdom, their knowledge and their experience, and who have come 
here, year after year, to add their valuable counsel to the delibera- 
tions of this Grand Body, prompted solely so to do by their zeal 
and fidelity to the cause of Masonry. Can we not see in all of this 
evidence, conclusive in its character, that there is something in 
Masonry which man wants; something that man needs, and that 
when once his heart has been touched by the benign and ennobling 
influences of its teachings Masonry enchains and holds the love and 
veneration of its votary, and binds him to it as with hoops of 
steel, until it has become a trite saying, “once a Mason always a 
Mason.’ . 

We know, then, that Masonry is ancient, as having subsisted 
from time immemorial, and that it is honorable as tending in every 
particular so to render all men who will be conformable to its pre- 
cepts. Is there still work for it to do in the mission it was ordain- 
ed and sent forth to accomplish? And in answering this question, 
my brethren, let us bear in mind that a strict adherence to moral 
teachings has always been the guiding star of Masonry; that 
throughout all the different stages of its existence not once has its 
banner been unfurled, except in the ranks of those who espoused 
the cause of morality in its most elevated acceptation; and that it 
now seeks to inculcate all of the moral precepts of the Holy Bible, 
and to persuade all men who come within its influence to search - 
that record and to accept it as the rule and guide of faith. And, 
while designed to inculcate these great moral lessons, it does not 
pretend to offer any substitute' for the Christian Religion, or seek 
to usurp the legitimate field of the Christian Churches. It is the 
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handmaid of the Churches. And they go forth through the world, 
not as enemies, but hand in hand, with the same Bible between them, 
and the same God above them, on their common mission of “good 
will to men,” and so long as the Churches have a mission to ac- 
complish as the great civilizer that must meet and battle with the 
popular vices of the day and bring mankind) to the contemplation of 
things divine and to a knowledge of the great plan of redemption, 
so long will Masonry have a mission as an encourager and a sup- 
porter of the Churches in their work of carrying the true religion 
to all those who vvanter in -sin and moral darkness. 

Has the spirit of fraternity pervaded the world when we can 
sec about us evidences of colossal fortunes on the one hand, and 
want, misery and destitution on the other; when the few hold mil- 
lions of dollars while millions of men and women and children are 
in want? 

Is the spirit of fraternity abroad in the land when we sec ar- 
rayed on the one side organized capital, and on the other side or- 
ganized labor— and while these two great forces are lining up for 
a battle for supremacy, the honest toiler, the victim of the strike 
or the lock-out, is forced to beg of his fellow man for leave to 
“toil” for his daily bread? 

Is the spirit of fraternity abroad in the land when Intemperance 
fills the land with widows and orphans and want and misery; stocks 
the earth with drunkards’ graves, and fills the workhouses and jails 
and prisons with its victims? 

Is the spirit of fraternity abroad in the land when crime pours 
its ceaseless stream through all the earth and gloomy prisons rear 
themselves on every hand; when ignorance and superstition and 
bigotry and intolerance abound; when the gaunt victims of disease, 
misery and destitution march in steady procession to untimely 
graves? 

All these things teach us that the night of sin and sorrow and 
crime and greed' has not yet passed away, and that there yet re- 
mains much to be done to hasten the dawn of the full morning of 
righteousness and joy and virtue and charity. And here Masonry 
has its mission, not as an order, indeed, but as men who are 
Masons, with the teachings of Masonry in their hearts. 

Then, again, the mutterings of Socialism and Anarchism, heard 
on every hand, teach us that those forces of unrest and chaos still 
menace the sanctity of the home, the rights oE property and the 
safety of the State; charges of corruption in high official positions 
of trust and honor salute our ears; our courts of justice are assail- 
ed with vicious and malignant charges designed to undermine the 
respect of the citizen for the judiciary and to encourage contempt 
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of its proceedings arid its mandates, and thus to paralyze its useful- 
ness. Here Masonry has its mission. The mission of inculcating 
respect for and obedience to the law of the land; of carrying the 
teachings of the “square” to public as well as private station, and in 
upholding and maintaining the authority and the integrity and the 
independence of our courts of justice, and in enforcing respect for 
and obedience to their lawful judgments and mandates. 

Thus we build a Temple of Masonry, and we build for today, 
tomorrow and for eternity. The foundation of our building is more 
durable than the pyramids, for its corner stone is eternal truth. It 
is constructed of principles and duties involving the relation of man 
to man and of man to his Maker. Human laws may be changed, 
amended or repealed, but the laws by which Masonry endures can 
never be abrogated, for they are inherent in the necessities of so- 
ciety, as they relate to man in the two-fold aspect of designer on 
earth and heir of immortality. 

I do not propose at this time, or elsewhere, to attempt any an- 
swer to the objections which are ofttimes urged against Masonic 
Institution. To all those who profess to be able to see nothing 
of good in its teachings and who profess to believe that the world 
would do better did it not exist, I have but to say if the sacred truths 
which our institution teaches make us better men, better citizens, is it 
not worthy to receive the hearty commendation of all good and 
virtuous men? And if it shall be able to lead us to the contempla- 
tion of the enduring blessings of another and a better world, if it 
point thus to the great book of nature and revelation as the source 
from which me may learn to escape impending ruin and lay hold 
of the hope set before us, then should it not commend the prayers 
of the virtuous, and should it not have, as we believe it always has 
had, the strong arm of Jehovah to succor and sustain it through all 
time? 

Then, my brethren, let us go on in the even tenor of our way, 
teaching Brotherly Love, Relief and Truth, with the mottqj Faith, 
Hope and Charity. Let us strive to make Masonry what God de- 
signed it should be, a moral preparation for holier things, a step- 
ping stone from virtue to grace, a handmaid to lead us on by gen- 
tle persuasion to higher and nobler duties, and God, who never yet 
has withheld the protection of His outstretched arm, will continue 
to shield' and defend it from all ills, to continue to bless and save 
mankind, 
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APPENDIX B. 

REPORT OF MINNESOTA MASONIC HOME ASSOCIATION. 
To the M.' . W . Grand Lodge: 

In accordance with the provisions of the By-Laws of the Min- 
nesota Masonic Home, the following report of the transactions of 
said Association for the past year is hereby submitted': 

According to the reports of the Secretary and Treasurer of this 
Association, it appears that the receipts for the past year amount 
to the sum of $1,043.61; disbursements, nothing. 

That of this amount the sum of $221.19 was received aS ; interest 
on loans made by the Association at the rate of five and one-half 
per cent interest. 

It also appears that the amount of funds now available for the 
purposes of a Home, including the amount held by the order of the 
Eastern Star, is about $12,000.00. 

At the last Annual Communication _of the Grand Lodge, the 
report of this Association contained the statement that, owing to 
the financial conditions existing during the greater portion of the 
year, no special efforts had been made to secure subscriptions to 
this fund, and that it was not the purpose of the Board of Trustees 
to commence active work in this behalf until the times and condi- 
tions were more propitious. 

During the present year, although times have somewhat improv- 
ed, it has not been considered wise or prudent to press this work 
among the Lodges, and this will account for the comparatively small 
amount received. 

It would seem, however, that conditions will warrant greater 
exertions along this line the coming year, and we confidently expect 
that the report of this Association at the next Annual Communica- 
tion will show a substantial increase in this fund. 

Other states are showing commendable progress in this work, 
and there is no reason why Minnesota, with all its wealth and re- 
sources, should continue at the rear of the procession. From re- 
ports recently received, it appears that in twenty of the United 
States there is now in active and successful operation twenty-two 
Masonic Homes, containing at the close of the year 1907, 2,250 in- 
mates; and that in nineteen other states or jurisdictions, including 
Minnesota, the brethren are raising money for this purpose. Such 
jurisdictions as Indian Territory, Oklahoma, Idaho and' Arkansas 
having respectively on hand at the time above stated: $55,000.00, 
$50,000.00, $48,178.00 and $40,000.00.

It also appears that the amount invested or held for these pur- 
poses, including the estimated value of the property of the Homes 
already in operation (and not including the amount held in the 
Widow and Orphans fund for local relief), in the various states is 
the sum of $5,511,596.00. 

It will thus be seen what the Brethren are doing in other Ju- 
risdictions of this country in the cause of building up houses of refuge 
for those in distress, and we confidently hope that it may serve as 
an incentive for greater exertions on our part in aid of this noble 
charity and for the benefit of those who may need our aid. 

Under the provisions of the constitution of this Association 
the sum of $100,000.00 must be raised before any measures are 
inaugurated for the location or construction of a Home. It must 
be apparent, therefore, that in the inception of this movement, the 
subscriptions must come largely from the Lodges and other Masonic 
organizatons, until the fund shall have reached such proportions as 
to indicate a certain and speedy accomplishment of the enterprise* 
at which time it will not be difficult to interest individual members 
of the fraternity in this cause. 

Bearing this in view, we have two provisions of our constitution 
under which applications can be made to the Lodges for aid. 

One is, that upon the payment of the sum of five hundred dollars 
to the Association a certificate will be issued entitling the donor to 
appoint one person to the Home for life. 

It will appear at once that this is a very valuable right, given 
upon the payment of a very small sum. 

The income on $500.00 would not be much more than suffi- 
cient to furnish such person with tea and tobacco, yet the Asso- 
ciation will assume complete care of such individual during life and 
furnish everything necessary, including proper medical attendance 
for the payment in advance of this comparatively small sum. 

This right must also prove of great advantage to many Lodges 
which are compelled' to make large appropriations from their treas- 
uries for the support and care of some needy person, suffering un- 
der some permanent disability. 

There is no doubt that this provision will also be taken ad- 
vantage of by individuals, either for themselves or for the benefit 
of others, as soon as it can be determined with some reasonable 
certainty as to about what time the Home will be constructed and 
ready for occupancy. 

An example of this was shown during the past year, when a well 
known citizen and worthy brother was willing to pay to the As- 
sociation the sum of $1,000.00 at once, provided he could be assured 
that he should be cared for in the Home at such time as he would 
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be unable to care for himself. Not being able to give such as- 
surance this opportunity to obtain a substantial addition to this 
fund was lost. 

Lodges unable to pay the full amount required to secure this 
certificate, may pay this amount in installments, in which case a 
resolution should be adopted by the Lodge agreeing to take such 
certificate and the first installment sent to the Secretary of this As- 
sociation with a copy of the resolution of the Lodge. 

Another provision of our constitution is for Lodge membership 
in this Association, entitling it and its members to all the benefits and 
privileges of the Association, including a voice in the selection of a 
site. We should have at least one hundred of these memberships 
during the present year. 

In order to start this movement among the Lodges it is here- 
by recommended that this Grand Lodge make an appropriation out 
of its general fund of $1,000.00, to be employed in the purchase of 
two of the above certificates, thereby entitling it to place two per- 
sons in the Home as soon as completed and thereby relieving this 
Grand Body from large annual appropriation now made for this 
very purpose. 

We further recommend and earnestly request that the mem- 
bers of the various subordinate Lodges present at this Grand Lodge, 
take this matter up at the first convenient opportunity on their re- 
turn and endeavor to secure favorable action upon at least one of the 
above propositions, in every Lodge not yet represented in this Asso- 
ciation.

To the M.\ lV'Jl . Grand Lodge of Minnesota : 

Your committee on foreign correspondence lias received 
and examined the following grand lodge proceedings : 

ALABAMA, 1907. 

The eighty-seventh annual communication was held at 
Montgomery, Dec. 3d and 4th, M.'. W.\ B. M. Jacobs, Grand 
Master. Three hundred and seventy-eight lodges represent- 
ed ; four hundred and forty-four on the roll. Six past grand 
masters and our representative present. 

Twelve dispensations for new lodges; one consolidation. 
Membership nineteen thousand, nine hundred, and sixty-six; 
gain seventeen hundred and seventy-five. Receipts $9,493.50. 

The death of Bro. C. A. Allen, grand tvler since 1888, was 
announced. 

The portrait is that of the grand master. 

The following were among the twenty-one decisions re- 
ported : 

20. A subordinate lodge has the authority to instruct its rep- 
resentatives as to its preference for any measure to be presented 
before the grand lodge for consideration or ballot. 

21. The fact of having sat in chapter, council, commandery, or 
Scottish Rite with another is not of itself sufficient evidence to 
vouch for the latter as a master mason. 

The first was disapproved by the committee on jurispru- 
dence, which correctly held as follows : 
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and pen of Bro. Irving Todd, chairman of the committee. The 
lily needs no paint; equally, the work of Bro. Todd needs no lauda- 
tion at our hands. He gives' Alabama. 1905, two pages of courte- 
ous, brotherly treatment, summarizing our proceedings in such 
manner as to arouse the writer’s envy. Said writer is greatly hon- 
ored by Bro. Todd's several extracts from the Alabama report, as 
well as by his commendation of the Alabama scribe’s work. 

The Masonic Veteran Association held its fifteenth annual meet- 
ing Jan. 22d and 23d. Much, interest is manifested by the old timers 
in this yearly gathering, and, doubtless, both pleasure and profit are 
derived therefrom The several addresses delivered before the as- 
sociation were interesting. 

Bro. Titcomb holds that a lodge has the right to donate 
its surplus funds to suffering humanity outside of the frater- 
nity; that none but masons should be appointed on the board 
of trustees of a masonic home ; that a person who cannot read 
his petition or write his name is hardly fit material ; that a can- 
didate, if proficient, is entitled to advancement unless charges 
are preferred against him ~ that a warden should open the 
lodge before inviting a past master to preside, in which we 
do not agree?*, that the cipher should be excluded from the 
blue lodge; that visits of non-affiliates should depend upon 
the willingness of the lodge to let them in;-;and that a consti- 
tution is of little use if its provisions may be dispensed with 
by the grand master at his own pleasure. 

M.\ W.\ H. S. D. Mallory, Selma, Grand Master; R.\ 
W.\ G. A. Beauchamp, Montgomery, reelected Grand Sec- 
retary; Bro. W. Y. Titcomb, Anniston, committee on foreign 
correspondence. 


ALBERTA, 1908, 

The third annual communication was held at Edmonton, 
May 27th and 28th, II.'. W.'. H. C. Taylor, Grand Master. 
Nineteen lodges represented ; twenty-five on the roll. Two 
past grand masters and our representative present. 

Thirteen dispensations for new lodges. Membership two 
thousand, two hundred, and twenty-five ; gain five hundred 
and fifty-five. Receipts $3,289.55. 
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The portrait is that of the grand master. 

The address is a brief summary of official acts ; there were 
three rulings on physical qualifications, applicants minus left 
hand and with stiff knee being admitted, and minus right hand 
rejected ; among the special dispensations were fourteen to 
wear regalia at divine service, one to act on the petition of a 
Lewis, and one to hold meeting on top of Cascade Mountain 
at Banff; a bonus of $200 was granted to the grand secretary 
for the past year, and his salary increased to $600 ; a chain 
collar was presented to their second past grand master; four- 
teen warrants w^ere granted ; a grant of $500 was made to 
the home and school fund ; the arrearages for lodge dues were 
reported at $4,593.85, a very bad showing for this prosperous 
young grand lodge;-, the rank of past district deputy grand 
master was conferred on three brethren, including our repre- 
sentative ; the ritual adopted in Manitoba, Ecce Orienti, was 
authorized for use; among the constitutional amendments were 
clauses prohibiting masons from becoming members of more 
than one warranted lodge having concurrent jurisdiction, ex- 
cept as an honorary or life member, and directing that requests 
for conferring degrees by courtesy be received throhgh the 
grand secretary; the number of masonic districts was increas- 
ed from three to six ; thanks were returned to the local breth- 
ren for courtesies ; and the corner stone of a public school 
building was laid, with addresses by the grand master elect 
and the premier of the province. 

M.'. W.'. G. H. Hogbin; Grand Master; M.’. W.’. George 
Macdonald reelected Grand Secretary; both of Calgary. 

ARIZONA, 1907. 

The twenty-sixth annual communication was held in the 
Lone Star Mine, Morenei, Nov. 19th, 20th, and 21st, M.‘. W.'. 
Herbert Brown, Grand Master. Eighteen lodges represented ; 
nineteen on the roll. Ten past grand masters present; our 
representative absent. 

Membership fifteen hundred and thirty-five,; gain one hun- 
dred and forty-one. Receipts $2,075.30. 
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BRITISH COLUMBIA, 1908. 

The thirty-seventh annual communication was held at Vic- 
toria, June 18th and 19th, M.‘. W.'. Francis Bowser, Grand 
Master. Forty-one lodges represented; forty-three on the roll. 
Nine past grand masters and our representative present. 

Four dispensations for new lodges. Membership three 
thousand, seven hundred, and fifty-seven; gain four hundred 
and one. Receipts $6,164.30. 

The death of Bro. Eli Harrison, past grand master, was an- 
nounced. 

The portraits are of the grand master and two past grand 
masters. 

Several local decisions were reported, with fifteen special 
dispensations to attend divine service and three to attend balls 
in regalia ; the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan was recognized, 
while the Grand Lodge Cornos was turned down I a welcome 
to the city was extended by his worship, the mayor ; four war- 
rants were granted; the charity fund was reported at $19,671.- 
89 ; another grant of $500 was made to the anti-tuberculosis 
Society; an address on charity was delivered by Bro. H. G. F. 
Clinton, grand chaplain ; and thanks were returned to the local 
lodges for the entertainment provided by them during the ses- 
sion. 

Bro. W. A. DeWolf Smith submitted his usual well con- 
sidered report on foreign correspondence, with the following 
comments on Minnesota for 1908 : 

M. W. Bro. Gustaf Widell. of whom an excellent portrait faces 
the title page, read a practical, business-like address in which, with 
scant preface, he plunges at once in med-ias res. 

The report on foreign correspondence is again from the able 
pen of Bro. Irving Todd, who condenses his work; into fewer than 
one hundred pages. 

Bro. De Wolf Smith is of the opinion that an aggrieved 
lodge or brother may appeal from anv authority to the grand 
lodge itself; that a candidate elect has only the right to pre- 
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sent himself for initiation; that an illegitimate man is not 
eligible to be made a mason; that the Scottish Rite is not a 
masonic body; that the black ball is not used often enough; 
that it is the duty of every mason to relieve cases of distress 
without asking for reimbursement ; that masonry is a law unto 
itself, and should not be bound down to legal procedure; that 
a lodge under dispensation should not be refused a warrant 
because it had never conferred a degree ; and that an entered 
apprentice or a fellow craft should not be kept from advance- 
ment by a simple objection. 

M.\ W.'. W. K. Houston, Grand Master ; V.'. W.'. R. 
E. Brett reelected Grand Secretary; both of Victoria; Bro. 
W. A. De Wolf Smith, New Westminster, chairman of the 
committee on foreign correspondence. 

CALIFORNIA, 1907. 

The fifty-eighth annual communication was held at San 
Francisco, Oct. 8th to nth, M.\ W.'. E. H. Hart, Grand 
Master. Two hundred and sixty-two lodges represented ; three 
hundred and seven on the roll. Fourteen past grand masters 
present. 

Eight dispensations for new lodges. Membership thirty- 
six thousand, one hundred, and twenty-six ; gain two thousand, 
three hundred, and fifty-seven. Receipts $41,917.95. 

The portraits are of the grand master and a deceased 
brother. 

The address is largely occupied with the final details of 
their great relief work, now happily brought to a close. The 
total receipts from all sources were $311,048.14, of which 
amount $60,397.23, twenty per cent, were returned to the do- 
nors pro rata. The grand master feelingly says : 

Thus is closed in masonic history the greatest episode of its 
kind that has occurred in the centuries of the existence of free 
masonry; it has reflected honor, and only honor, upon the craft, and 
has placed a living crown of light upon the teachings and profes- 
sions of our fraternity. 
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Knights of Pythias ; and thanks were tendered the local breth- 
ren for kindly attentions. 

Bro. Henry Robertson presented his accustomed report on 
foreign correspondence, prefaced with a brief account of the 
Order of Carbonari, an Italian society of the nineteenth centu- 
ry. Of Bro. Thomas Montgomery he says : 

He died in harness, faithful to the last. He was prominent in 
the religious and municipal life of the city, and his executive ability 
was generally recognized. He was greatly esteemed, and his loss 
will be deeply regretted by the craft. 

M.‘. W.'. A. T. Freed reelected Grand Master; R.'. . 

R. L. Gunn, Grand Secretary; both of Hamilton; Bro. Henry 
Robertson, Collingwood, chairman of the committee on foreign 
correspondence. 


COLORADO, 1908. 

The fortv-eighth annual communication was held at Denver, 
Sept. 2 1st and 22d, M.’. W.'. J. A. Davis, Grand Master. One 
hundred and nine lodges represented ; one hundred and fourteen 
on the roll. Twenty-two past grand masters present, including 
our representative. 

Three dispensations for new lodges. Membership twelve 
thousand, nine hundred/ and fifty ; gain seven hundred and 
twenty-four. Receipts $11,113. 

The portraits are of the grand master elect and a past grand 
master. 

A number of special dispensations were reported to examine 
entered apprentices and fellowcrafts and ballot upon their ad- 
vancement at special communications ; seven local rulings were 
reported ; the amount of the benevolent fund was stated at 
$23,437.67 ; an admirable address was delivered by Bro. Melvin 
Edwards, grand orator; the balance of the loan to the Bromwell 
Company was reported paid ; it was declared unmasonic for a 
brother to act as attorney in a masonic case for pay ; the salary 
of the grand lecturer was increased to $5 per day ; three charters 
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were granted ; the grand secretary in future is to examine the 
proposed secretary of a new lodge as to his proficiency in keep- 
ing the records before the dispensation shall be delivered ; the 
date of holding the annual communications was advanced a 
month ; a brother was made a permanent member of the grand 
lodge for faithful services of nearly a half century; and a jewel 
was presented to the retiring grand master. 

The report on correspondence was prepared by Bro. L. N. 
Greenleaf in his very best style, with the following compliments 
for Minnesota : 

An eloquent address was delivered by Bro. A. O. Eberhart, who 
took for his subject, The Duties of a Mason. 

Another concise report on correspondence is presented by Bro. 
Irving Todd, in which appears a review of Colorado proceedings 
for 1906 and 1907. 

The proceedings of the Masonic Veteran Association appear as 
an appendix as usual. The grand lodge voted $100 as a permanent 
annual appropriation for the printing of its proceedings, recognizing 
the value of the same as a preserver of the historical data of masonry 
in Minnesota. 

M.'. W.‘. J. B. Haffy, Del Norte, Grand Master; R - - W-‘- 
C. H. Jacobson, Denver, reelected Grand Secretary; Bro. L. N. 
Greenleaf, Denver, chairman of the committee on correspond- 
ence. 


CONNECTICUT, 1908. 

The one hundred and twentieth annual communication was 
held at Hartford, Jan. i5th and 16th, M.‘. W.’. A. J. Hallock, 
Grand Master. One hundred and eight lodges represented; 
one hundred and ten on the roll. Ten past grand masters pres- 
ent; our representative absent. 

Membership twenty-one thousand, four hundred, and twen- 
ty-two; gain six hundred and ninety. Receipt $16,625.58. 

The death of Bro. Asa Smith, their oldest past grand mas- 
ter, was announced. 

The portrait is that of a past grand chaplain. 
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The Order of Eastern Star is complimented in the address 
as follows : 


This organization is still with us and doing splendid work in 
connection with our masonic home, and we join with all those who 
know of their work, and how unselfishly they are aiding the craft 
in Connecticut, in extending to them our thanks and wishing them 
prosperity. 

An appropriation of $250 was made to the grand secretary- 
in appreciation of his services ; a telegram of greeting was 
sent to an absent past grand master ; the revised rules and regu- 
lations were reported and adopted; the rebate of $788.28 from 
California was transferred to the charity foundation ; the Grand 
Lodge of Saskatchewan was recognized ; the usual penalty 
was imposed upon the two lodges not represented ; $100 was 
appropriated to the grand secretary for a holiday; and a jewel 
and apron were presented to the retiring grand master. 

The grand secretary submitted his accustomed report on 
foreign correspondence, a carefully prepared paper, in which 
are found the following references to Minnesota for 1907 : 

We do not favor such regulations. We have them in Connecti- 
cut, and would like to have them repealed. Exemptions from dues 
should be for inability to pay, not years of membership. 

An able oration was delivered by the grand orator, Bro. Owen 
Morris. 

The report on correspondence is as usual from the able pen of 
Bro. Irving Todd. Connecticut receives about one page of frater- 
nal notice. 

Connecticut has four thousand, eight hundred, and sixty- 
one exempt from dues, a fifth of the entire membership. 

M.’. W.\ E. E. Fuller, Tolland. Grand Master; M-’. W-'- 
J. H. Barlow, Hartford, reelected Grand Secretary, and con- 
tinued as committee on masonic correspondence. 

Bro. J. H. Barlow died June 16th at the age of seventy- 
six, full of years and of honors. He was grand master in 
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1880 and grand secretary since 1905 ; grand high priest in 
1870; grand master of the grand council in 1874; and was 
venerable master of the veteran association. He had written 
the reports on correspondence for fourteen years, and will be 
greatly missed by the fraternity at home and abroad. 

DELAWARE, 1908. 

The one hundred and third annual communication was 
held at Wilmington, Oct. 7th and 8th, M.'. W.'. T. J. Day, 
Grand Master. Sixteen lodges represented; twenty-two on 
the roll. Thirteen past grand masters present; our represent- 
ative included. 

Membership two thousand, nine hundred, and eighty-eight ; 
gain one hundred. Receipts $1,866.73. 

The portrait is that of the grand master. 

A brief local address was submitted, with no decisions ; 
greetings were exchanged with Pennsylvania ; the grand 
charity fund was reported at $2,064.24; the grand secretary 
was authorized to procure aprons for the grand officers; and 
a jewel was presented to the retiring grand master. 

Bro. L. H. Jackson handed in his usual report on foreign 
correspondence, referring to Minnesota as follows : 

An oration on The Duties of a Mason was delivered by Bro.

F. J. Woodman, Grand 
Master. The twenty-seven lodges all represented. Fourteen 
past grand masters and our representative present. 

One dispensation for a new lodge. Membership eight thou- 
sand, three hundred, and sixty-three ; gain three hundred and 
sixty-four. Receipts, $8,203. 

The death of Bro. R. B. Donaldson, past grand master, 
was announced. 

The portraits are of the grand master and the late past 
grand master. 

The address states that the remains of Bro. Valentine 
Reintzell, their first grand master, had been removed from an 
old cemetery at Georgetown to the Masonic Circle in Glen- 
wood ; a charter was granted to the lodge under dispensation ; 
the peace resolutions of the Grand Lodge of Washington were 
mildly approved?, and a special appropriation of $200 was 
made to the library. 

At the St. John’s Day communication grand officers were 
elected and installed, and a jewel was presented to the retir- 
ing grand master. 

Bro. G. W. Baird submitted his eighth report on foreign 
correspondence, reviewing Minnesota for 1907. He says : 

The report on foreign correspondence is by Bro. Irving Todd. 
An excellent essay. His review is brief, but it covers the salient points 
admirably. * * * He quotes us correctly in everything, save in 

the matter of funeral service. We think masonic services can and 1 
may be executed at the cremation as well as any other burial services. 

As an appendix there is a reproduction of the material por- 
tions of an interesting government publication entitled Bro. 
John Paul Jones, with numerous illustrations. Bro. Baird has 
done the craft great service in putting this valuable matter 
into available form.

FLORIDA, 1908. 

The seventy-ninth annual communication was held at Jack- 
sonville, Jan. 2 1st, 22d, and 23d, M.‘. W.'. E. E. Haskell, 
Grand Master. One hundred and sixtv-two lodges represent- 
ed ; one hundred and seventy-one on the roll. Eight past 
grand masters and out representative present. 

Six dispensations for new lodges. Membership seven 
thousand, nine hundred, and fifty-eight ; gain seven hundred 
and thirty. Receipts $9, 4 15.50. 

The death of Bro. R. J. Perry, past grand master, was an- 
nounced. 

The portrait is that of the grand master. 

Telegrams of regret were forwarded to two absent past 
grand masters ; forty-nine official rulings were reported, but 
not printed grand officers were advised not to write frater- 
nal letters advocating the election of certain candidates to 
political offices; the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan was re- 
cognized, and the applications of the grand orients of Greece, 
Paraguay, and Brazil for recognition were denied ; the peace 
resolutions of the Grand Lodge of Washington were consid- 
ered as in the domain of politics ; masons made in lodges of 
the A. and A. S. Rite were recognized as legitimate; a silver 
trowel was presented by a brother, to be used in the laying 
of corner stones ; the corner stone of the new masonic’ temple 
was laid with appropriate ceremonies ; five charters were 
granted, and one dispensation continued ; an address was de- 
livered by Bro. H. S. Yerger, grand orator; an appropriation 
of $200 was made towards a monument for Bro. W. A. Me 
Lean, past grand master Sfcthe past master’s degree was con- 
ferred upon forty-six brethren; and jewels were ordered for 
the grand stewards. 

The report on correspondence was prepared as usual by

GEORGIA, 1907. 

The one hundred and twenty-first annual communication 
was held at Macon, Oct. 29th, 30th, and 31st, M.'. W.‘. Max 
Meyerhardt, Grand Master. Four hundred and ninety lodges 
represented ; five hundred and five on the roll. One past 
grand master and our representative present. 

Five dispensations for new lodges. Membership twenty- 
eight thousand, four hundred;; and twenty; gain eight hun- 
dred. Receipts $32,492.75. 

The deaths of Bro. W. A. Davis and Bro. J. I. Wright, past 
grand masters, and Bro. J. W. Akin, past junior grand warden 
and author of Akin’s Lodge Manual, were announced. 

The portrait is that of the grand master elect. 

The address is quite lengthy, and full of the oratory so 
dear to the southerners) there are a page of unimportant de- 
cisions, six pages of visitations, seven and a half pages of 
special dispensations, and a page and a half more for laying 
of corner stones ; the list of past masters in attendance fills 
ten and a quarter pages, and the standing committees nearly 
nine ; the first afternoon was devoted to a visit - to the home, 
and the evening to addresses and conferring the master ma- 
son’s degree ; thanks were returned to the general assembly 
for abolishing the manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors 
in the state ; the board of district deputies reported that they 
were of no earthly use, and recommended that the office be 
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abolished, which was tabled by the committee on general wel- 
fare ; leave of absence was granted to three-quarters of a page 
of brethren ; a committee was appointed to provide new clothing 
for the grand lodged, twenty-four charters were granted, and 
one restored ; the grand officers were recommended to cooperate 
with the district deputies in formulating uniform work, and 
the organization of district and county conventions indorsed; 
the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan was recognized ; the temple 
committee recommended the erection of a building exclusively 
for masonic purposes, as soon as the necessary funds were avail- 
able; the claim of an adopted son to a bequest made to the 
home was rejected, but he was given $1,000 as a moral obliga- 
tion; the two line report of the committee on unfinished 
business has twenty-eight signatures, two missing; a page and 
a quarter of brethren were expelled for unmasonic conduct, 
and a quarter of a page restored ; an additional representa- 
tive was allowed to lodges for each hundred members or frac- 
tion thereof, after the first hundred; amendments to the 
constitution providing for an annual assessment of $i per cap- 
ita as a home fund, and limiting the eligibility of the grand 
master to two terms, were offered to he over a year ; a jewel 
and resolutions were presented to the retiring grand master 
for his seven years of efficient service ; thanks were tendered 
to the Wesleyan Female College for a delightful musicale;‘ 
and a resolution giving the lodges a representative for each 
fifty members, and limiting per diem and mileage to repre- 
sentatives, officers, and past officers of the grand lodge was 
referred to the committee on general welfare of 1908. 

Bro. A. 0 . Moody submitted his usual report on foreign 
correspondence, with a two page review of Minnesota for 
1907, in which appear the following paragraphs : 

Bro. Owen Morris, grand orator, delivered a thoughtful ad- 
dress, which was well received. 

Bro. Irving Todd presents a well prepared report of ninety-two 
pages. He gives a skillful summary of Georgia affairs for 1905- 

In answer to our criticism of the decision of the Grand Lodge 
of Minnesota, that a self murderer is entitled to masonic burial, 
he says-^ * t * The answer is ingenious, but not convincing. 
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To carry the argument further, suppose the brother had committed 
an atrocious and cold blooded murder on one of his fellow beings, 
and was executed for the crime. Would he be entitled to masonic 
burial out of respect to his family? 

Certainly not. It would be neither asked nor expected. 
Yet this has nothing whatever to do with the burial of a non- 
affiliate or a suicide. Our grand lodge does not hold that 
either are entitled to the honor, yet it is permitted by courtesy 
in the discretion of the lodge. 

Under North Carolina Bro. Moody says: 

But when the candidate becomes a mason, he renounces the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. He cannot be a mason and a Roman Catholic 
at the same time. 

A little investigation in other jurisdictions would convince 
our esteemed brother that this point is not well taken. The 
matter has often been referred to in the foreign correspondence 
reports of the past four or five years. 

The conclusion is a beautiful poem, entitled The River of 
Time.

IDAHO, 1908. 

The forty-first annual communication was held at Boise, 
Sept. 8th, 9th and 10th, M.'. W.'. W. C. Whitwell, 
Grand Master. Thirty-eight lodges represented; forty-one 
on the roll. Seven past grand masters present ; our represent- 
ative absent. 

One dispensation for a new lodge. Membership two 
thousand, five hundred, and ninety-five ; gain two hundred. 
Receipts $10,079.47. 

The death of Bro. F. E. Ensign, past grand master, was 
announced. 
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The portrait is that of the grand master elect. 

A local address, and six unimportant rulings; a reception 
and banquet was given; two charters were granted; sixteen 
lodges were fined $5 each for failure to read the grand lodge 
proceedings ; an extempore oration was delivered by Bro. B. 
S. Defenbach, grand orator ; the grand lecturer was given $250 
for expenses and his salary discontinued; the by-laws were 
amended, requiring a separate ballot on each petition,', so 
Maine was not the only jurisdiction dealing in job lots; 
thanks were tendered for courtesies; and the signet ring was 
duly transferred. 

The report on foreign correspondence was written by Bro. 
G. E. Ivnepper as a matter of course, and he certainly earned 
the $150 appropriated for that purpose. We quote from his 
review of Minnesota as follows : 

The grand orator, Bro. A. O. Eberhart, delivered a thoughtful 
oration on The Duties of a Mason. It was printed in the appendix 
of the volume of proceedings, and covered eight solid pages. 

■Bro. Todd writes another of his crisp correspondence reports. 
He touches on all important points in the proceedings of IdahSlWJ 

Under the head of District of Columbia, he says : 


More andi more are grand lodges encroaching upon the preroga 
tives of subordinate lodges. Continued legislation will reduce the 
worshipful masters to mere automatons.

ILLINOIS, 1908. 


The sixty-ninth annual communication was held at Chicago, 
Oct. 6th, 7th, and 8th, M.\ W.‘. A. H. Bell, Grand Master. 
Six hundred and thirty-nine lodges represented ; seven hundred 
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and sixty-one on the roll. Nine past grand masters and our 
representative present. 

Eleven dispensations for new lodges. Membership ninety 
thousand, five hundred, and seventy-six ; gain four thousand, 
nine hundred, and seventy-seven. Receipts $51,110.30. 

The death of Bro. G. W. Barnard, a well known craftsman 
and member of the board of grand examiners and of the com- 
mittee on finance, was announced. 

The portrait is that of the grand orator, with a cut of the 
new home building at Sullivan. 

The address is a careful presentation of official acts, with 
several local rulings ; the home property in Chicago was re- 
ported sold for $35,000; Bro. Fay Hempstead, grand secretary 
of Arkansas, was welcomed with the grand honors, responding 
with a brief address ; the reports of the Sullivan home show 
sixty-eight inmates, maintenance $20,621.22, new building 
$42,809.23 ; of the Chicago home forty inmates, maintenance 
$11,035.25 ; an amendment to the act of incorporation was rec- 
ommended, restoring the word ancient in conformity with the 
original act ; the date of the annual communication was set back 
a week ; an elaborate oration on International Brotherhood was 
delivered by Bro. E. E. Beach, grand orator; nine charters were 
granted and four dispensations continued ; an appropriation if 
$20,000 was made for the site of an orphans’ home in' or near 
Chicago, and $300 for a new edition of the Blue Book ; a spe- 
cial committee was appointed to extend recognition to the Grand 
Lodge Valle de Mexico, reporting next year, but with Bro. 
Joseph Robbins as its chairman we guess nit; the finance com- 
mittee was instructed to consider the advisability of reducing 
the mileage and increasing the per diem of members and com- 
mitteemen ; and a warrant of $50 was ordered drawn for one of 
the grand stewards, absent by reason of physical infirmity. 

Another voluminous report on correspondence was fur- 
nished by Bro. Joseph Robbins, which we have read with in- 
terest. The following quotations are made from the fraternal 
review of Minnesota ; 
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The frontispiece of this volume is a fine portrait of the retiring 
grand master, Gustav Widell, a strong face. 

The grand' master reported six decisions, all showing a level 
headed appreciation of the law, and all were confirmed. 

The grand lodge listened to a long, well written, and often beau- 
tiful oration of the practical sort, largely hortatory. 

The report on correspondence is from the newspaper trained 
hand and brain of Bro. Irving Todd, whose terse but informing style 
is unequaled. When it comes to telling it all in a few words without 
losing the shading which discloses the flavor of the morsel, he has, 
in the expressive vernacular of the street, his confreres all “skinned. ’ 

The Grand Lodge of Minnesota has always been very con- 
servative in extending recognition, a policy not likely to be dis- 
turbed just at present. No grand body of questionable ante- 
cedents was ever formally recognized, to the best of our recol- 
lection. Still we do not assume that those upon which no action 
has been taken are necessarily clandestine, or that an exchange 
of courtesies would be denied upon proper application. 

Bro. Robbins does not believe in the consolidation of lodges 
by a majority vote; or that a separate ballot should be taken 
upon advancement ; or that the individuality of a lodge should 
be impaired by model by-laws, records, or forms for that a 
lodge should be reimbursed for charity; or that a past master 
loses his standing by removal to another jurisdiction; or that a 
maimed fellowcraft should be debarred from advancement by 
reason of his misfortune; or that documentary evidence tends 
to diminish the facilities for imposition ; .or that a lodge under 
dispensation can affiliate members ; or the holding of lodges of 
sorrow in craft masonry ; or that the absence of its charter in- 
validates the work of a lodge. 

M.\ W.‘. A. H. Bell, Carlinville, was reelected Grand Mas- 
ter, and R.\ W.'. Isaac Cutter, Camp Point, Grand Secretary; 
Bro. Joseph Robbins, Quincy,, committee on correspondence. 

INDIANA, 1908. 

The eighty-seventh annual meeting was held at Indian- 
apolis, May 26th and 27th, M.'. W.‘. W. O. Bragg, Grand 
Master. Five hundred and twenty-six lodges represented ; 
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five hundred and thirty-one on the roll. Eighteen past grand 
masters present, including our representative. 

One dispensation for a new lodge ; one consolidation. 
Membership fifty thousand, one hundred, and eleven ; gain 
two thousand, seven hundred, and fifty-eight. Receipts $16,- 
245.14. 

The death of Bro. Christian Fetta, past grand master, was 
announced. 

The portrait is that of the grand master elect. There is 
also a cut of the new temple, dedicated May 25th, an imposing 
structure and a credit to the Hoosier craft. 

' Eight local rulings were reported, the following being very 
properly disapproved by the committee on jurisprudence: 

4. After one year, the amount of the dues for which a brother 
was suspended having been paid it should be returned to him if 
the lodge rejects the applicant or refuses to restore the brother to 
membership. As the suspended brother is by action of the lodge 
still deprived of all his rights and privileges, it would be unfair and 
unjust to keep his money. 

The unpaid amount at the time the brother was stricken 
from the rolls is a debt owed by him to his lodge, the status 
of which is not affected by the subsequent election or rejec- 
tion. Any other brother might with equal propriety ask for 
the return of money paid by him as lodge dues. 

Three charters were granted; a message of sympathy was 
telegraphed a past grand master, absent through the illness of 
his son; the salary of the grand secretary was raised to $1,800 
per year, a well deserved compliment to Bro. Prather ; the cost 
of the new temple was estimated at about $435,000; a past 
grand master whose home is now in Wisconsin was allowed 
additional mileage and per diem to cover the expense of at- 
tendance; the peace resolutions of the Grand Lodge of Wash- 
ington were not considered a legitimate subject for considera- 
tion ; the request of the Eastern Star to use the term masonic 
in connection with their home was not granted; recognition 
was extended to Saskatchewan and Alberta ; a special commit- 
tee was appointed to arrange for the celebration of the one 
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hundredth anniversary of the permanent establishment of free- 
masonry in the northwest territory, Mar. 13th, 1909, with an 
appropriation of $500 for expenses S a brother aged ninety- 
three, who has for many years represented his lodge in the 
grand lodge, was placed upon the pay roll; and a jewel was 
presented to the retiring grand master. 

> The annual review of masonic grand lodges was prepared 
as usual by Bro. Daniel McDonald, in which we regret to find 
that Minnesota does not appear. Why did not the good broth- 
er write for a copy of our proceedings ? 

Bro. McDonald holds that the secrecy and unanimity of 
the ballot is the Rock of Gibraltar on which the great masonic 
structure is firmly anchored-; that laying corner stones is no 
more real work than the burial of the dead; that objecting to 
a candidate should not be allowed, but if there is sufficient rea- 
son charges should be preferred; that documentary evidence 
is of modern origin ; that the system of life membership is 
wrong in principle and worse in practice ; that we are not 
making too many masons, but that we are making masons out 
of too many men that do not and never will know what mason- 
ry is that masonic clothing should never be worn except upon 
purely masonic occasions® that a large per cent of the sums 
contributed to masonic homes goes to pay for their manage- 
ment and to provide fat places for masonic favorites ; and 
that stereopticons have come to stay.

W. - . C. W. Prather, Indianapolis, reelected Grand Secretary: 
Bro. Daniel McDonald, Plymouth, chairman of the committee 
on foreign correspondence. 

INDIAN TERRITORY, 1098. 

The thirty-fifth annual communication was held at Me 
Alester, Aug nth and 12th, M.\ W.\ J. B. Morrow, Grand 
Master. One hundred and thirty-six lodges represented-* one 
hundred and eightv-two on the roll. Twelve past grand mas- 
ters present ; our representative absent. 
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Nine dispensations for new lodges; two charters arrested. 
Membership nine thousand and eighty-two; gain six hundred 
and six. Receipts $12,342.45. 

The death of Bro. A. F. Ross, grand chaplain, was an- 
nounced. 

The portrait is that of the grand master. 

There is nothing in the address and eight rulings of par- 
ticular interest to the craft in general; a telegram of con- 
dolence was forwarded to a past grand master upon the fatal 
illness of his son ; a cordial welcome was extended to a delega- 
tion from Oklahoma ; a pleasing address was delivered by Bro. 
George Thornburg, Grand Master of Arkansas ; the home 
board of control was recognized as a standing committee, with 
per diem and mileage; the report of the home shows thirty- 
one inmates, expenditures $6,858.10; the orphans’ home fund 
was reported at $60,159.24; eleven charters were granted, and 
one dispensation continued; thanks were returned for innu- 
merable courtesies;, a special dispensation to attend church in 
masonic clothing was not approved by the committee on law 
and usage ; lodges under dispensation were given authority 
to affiliate members, which properly comes under the head of 
pernicious legislation; Bro. Fay Flemptead, Grand Secretary 
of Arkansas, was indorsed as Poet Laureate •••' a jewel was pre- 
sented to the retiring grand master ; an able address was de- 
livered by Bro. W. FI. Talmage, grand orator jjand the special 
committe on consolidation reported a plan of merger with 
Oklahoma, to be acted upon by both grand lodges next year. 

The matter of consolidation has been agitated in the two 
jurisdictions since the proposition of statehood was first in- 
troduced in congress, the difficult feature being the absorp- 
tion of the mother grand lodge by its daughter, made neces- 
sary by the organic act naming the new state as Oklahoma. It 
is very hard for the faithful brethren of Indian Territory to 
lose their identity after an honorable existence of thirty-five 
years, but there is seemingly no help for it. The draft of 
union submitted appears to be as fair to them as could reason- 
ably be expected under the peculiar circumstances. 
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Bro. T. C. Humphry submitted his sixth report on corre- 
spondence. and possibly the last. He will be greatly missed 
by the guild. The following extracts are taken from the re- 
view of Minnesota : 

We note in the proceedings that W. Bro. M. E. Clapp, United 
States senator, delivered an eloquent and 1 scholarly address. Bro. 
Clapp has visited the Indian Territory section of country, and is 
personally known to the writer. 

The Grand Lodge of Minnesota sustained a great loss in the 
death of Bro. Thomas Montgomery, who had been grand secreta- 
ry since 1889. 

The grand orator was A. O. Eberhart. His subject, The Duties 
of a Mason. The oration was rich in fine sentiment. 

These brethren seem to be in earnest, and evince the proper 
spirit. 

The report on correspondence is again by Bro. Irving Todd, 
covering ninety-nine pages of journal. Indian Territory for 1907 
received fraternal notice at his hands. 

Reading of the death of Bro. Montgomery and seeing the name 
of Bro. Irving Todd calls to my mind the group of pictures includ- 
ing these brethren, found in the journal three years ago. 

The address of Senator Clapp was delivered at the laying 
of the corner stone of the courthouse in Jackson, and not at 
grand lodge.

Bro. T. C. Humphry, Hugo, committee on correspondence. 

IOWA, 1908. 

The sixty-fifth annual communication was held at Cedar 
Rapids, June 2d, 3d, and 4th, R.\ W.’. Louis Block, Acting 
Grand Master. Four hundred and thirty-one lodges repre- 
sented; five hundred and ten on the roll. Eleven past grand 
masters present. 

Six dispensations for new lodges ; one charter surrendered. 
Membership thirty-nine thousand, five hundred, and four; 
gain one thousand, six hundred, and sixty-six. Receipts $35,- 
564.07. 
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The portraits are of the grand master and the elective 
grand officers. 

The grand master was absent by reason of the serious ill- 
ness of his wife, and a resolution of sympathy was wired him ; 
five local decisions were reported; the Grand Master of South 
Dakota was welcomed as a visitor ; the decision that a lodge 
could receive the petition of a bookkeeper in a brewery was 
overruled by the jurisprudence committee; five charters were 
granted, and one dispensation continued; a resolution of fra- 
ternal greeting was forwarded to the master of a lodge, not 
present from sickness ; the trustees of the grand charity fund 
reported $5,263.50 disbursements for relief ; the grand coun- 
cil of the state was formally recognized as having exclusive 
jurisdiction over the cryptic degrees^; , an amendment to the 
code was adopted, requiring candidates to present themselves 
for initiation, passing, or raising within six months ; recog- 
nition of the Grand Lodge Amalie de Mexico was deferred; 
thanks were returned for their entertainment ; three gavels were 
presented to the museum ; an apron was presented to a past 
grand master ; and two aged brethren, one a member of the 
grand lodge in 1858, the other grand treasurer in 1862, were 
introduced and welcomed. 

Another first report on fraternal correspondence was sub- 
mitted, this time by Bro. L. E. Fellows, past grand master, and 
worth the $200 paid for its preparation. In Minnesota’s page 
are found the following: 


The grand master’s address is confined strictly to a report of 
his acts as grand master and an extended obituary notice of their 
late grand secretary, R.\ W.\ Thomas Montgomery, who had served 
as grand secretary since Nov. 30th, 1889, and for twelve years prior 
to that time as assistant grand' secretary. His record as a citizen, 
church worker, prominence in civil, military, and masonic life are 
given in detail, and as a conclusion the grand master says: * * * 

Truly the record of a man’s life is his best, because his most truth- 
ful eulogy. 

An oration upon The Duties of a Mason, by Bro. A. O. Eber- 
hart, is an exceedingly able and 1 instructive address, high toned, of 
great literary merit and rare eloquence. 
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The report on correspondence, of ninety pages, by Bro. Irving 
Todd, is remarkable because of the amount of information gleaned 
and presented in so brief a manner. We believe it would be of 
greater interest and more appreciated did it contain more of the 
views of other writers, and comment by Bro. Todd. 

The following pertinent criticism is found under the head 
of New York: 


We may be accused of antagonizing a popular method of dis- 
pensing masonic charity, but with the light we have been able to 
obtain as to the practical workings and the results attained in es- 
tablishing masonic homes, and in the light of our own experience 
as a grand lodge, we feel justified in venturing the opinion that the 
establishment of masonic homes is not only financially burdensome, 
but a practical failure to meet our full obligations in extending 
m.asonic charity. 

Following their recently adopted custom of passing things 
around, the report next year is to be made by the late deputy 
grand master. 

Among the Incidents of the Week, fully reported in the ap- 
pendices, we find the following paragraph of interest to the 
brethren of the Minnesota Valley, where the groom is so well 
and favorably known : 


An incident not on the programme, and indeed engineered by 
some of the older members of grand lodge, deserves mention in this 
place. For thirteen years or more Miss Cora E. Dennis was stenog- 
rapher and assistant to the grand secretary. In that time she had be- 
come known to all those in regular attendance at grand lodge. Her 
willingness, capability, and tact, joined to a winsome manner and 
true womanly dignity, won for her the’esteem and regard of all those 
to whom she was known. A few months before. Miss Dennis sev- 
ered her connection with the office to become the bride of Senator 
Julius Coller, of Shakopee, Minn. But grand lodge and the oppor- 
tunity of meeting so many old friends in her home town brought 
the lady to Cedar Rapids. On the afternoon of Wednesday Mrs. 
Coller was called' to the balcony floor of the Montrose, and there 
Past Grand Master Granger, in words that were of the heart in 
earnestness and eloquence, and in behalf of the friends concerned, 
presented her, as a belated wedding gift, with a mahogany chest of 
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solid table silver. The surprise of the occasion is to be imagined, 
not described'. It was indeed a beautiful gift, but the sentiments 
of kindliness and friendship prompting the offering were of even 
greater value to the recipient.

Louis Block, Davenport, committee on fraternal cor- 
respondence. 


KANSAS, 1908. 

The fifty-second annual communication was held at Tope- 
ka, Feb. 19th and 20th, M.'. W.‘. E. W. Wellington, Grand 
Master. Two hundred and eighty-five lodges represented 
three hundred and seventy-seven on the roll. Twelve past 
grand masters and our representative present. 

Three dispensations for new lodges; one charter arrested; 
one consolidation. Membership thirty thousand, four hundred, 
and sixty-eight; gain one thousand, seven hundred, and four. 
Receipts $32,366.24. 

The portrait is that of the grand master, with a group of 
appointive officers. 

The address is an able business document, with three local 
decisions ; the report of the home shows seventy-seven inmates, 
disbursements $20,779.84^ three charters were granted; the 
section of the constitution providing for custodians of the work 
was repealed; an exhaustive report on the subject of recog- 
nition was made by the committee on correspondence, recom- 
mending that questions pertaining to a belief in deity, the bible 
upon the altar, actual sovereignty, and limitation to symbolic 
masonry be propounded to all applicants before considering 
their case;* an interesting oration was delivered by Bro. Dal- 
las Grover, ordered printed in the proceedings and five thou- 
sand copies in pamphlet form* jewels were presented to the 
retiring grand master and a past grand master by personal 
friends ; two charters were revoked ; the title of the district 
deputies was enlarged to right worshipful, and they are to be 
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received at official visitations with the same ceremony as other 
grand lodge officers ; a number of amendments to the by-laws 
were adopted relating to salaries and allowances, sub-officers, 
lodge trials, per capita tax from members of defunct lodges, 
marking of corner stones, approval of lodge minutes at the 
next stated communication, and certification of life member- 
ship and claims by the grand secretary; the peace resolutions 
of the Grand Lodge of Washington were laid over a year:; 
thanks were returned to the local craft for their attention and 
hospitality; and the committee of past grand masters, appoint- 
ed to 'convey the love and sympathy of the grand lodge to the 
grand tyler, at home sick, reported his grateful appreciation. 

The report on correspondence was again prepared by Bro. 
M. M. Miller, whose limit of ninety pages was courteously ex- 
tended to one hundred and fifty by the council of administra- 
tion, and he made good use of it. Minnesota for 1907 is com- 
plimented as follows : 

The grand master’s address is a model of simplicity, brevity, 
good taste, and sense. He has been a faithful workman, but he 
does not say so; there is an entire absence of frills, furbelows, and 
fustian. We would like to take Bro. Morris by the hand just to see 
whether he has the kind of grip that should harmonize with the char- 
acteristics of the address. 

The grand orator, Owen Morris, presented the brethren with 
an oration that should cause them to sit up and take notice. 

Minnesota masons honor their grand masters in death as well 
as life. The volume contains a picture of the monument erected to 
the memory of Past Grand Master A. T. C. Pierson and 1 his wife, 
Eleanor C., by the fraternity of Minnesota. The monument reflects 
credit upon our Minnesota brethren. 

The report on correspondence, by Bro. Irving Todd, is fully 
up to his old time reports in manner and matter. * * * Kansas 

receives high consideration at the hands of Bro. Todd, the Kansas 
volume of proceedings being highly commended. 

The Minnesota Veteran Association held their annual meeting. 
We have always read their reports with great interest. But we miss 
the master mind that did so much to make the Minnesota Veteran 
Association known and honored. We think our Minnesota bieth- 
ren have a proper appreciation of the merit and greatness of G. R. 
Metcalf. He did much to honor them, and was well worthy of the 
high encomiums paid to his memory.

KENTUCKY, 1908. 

The one hundred and eighth annual communication was 
held at Louisville, Oct. 20th, 21st, and 22d, M.'. W.'. H. P. 
Barret, Grand Master. Four hundred and fifteen lodges rep- 
resented; five hundred and thirteen on the roll. Twenty-one 
past grand masters present. 

Twelve dispensations for new lodges ; one charter arrested. 
.Membership thirty-two thousand, seven hundred, and seventy; 
gain two thousand, one hundred, and forty. Receipts $32,- 
703 - 52 . 

The portraits are of the grand master and the grand master 
elect. 

The following were among the approved decisions of the 
grand master : 

2. Can a brother who has been suspended for non-payment o; 
dues for a number of years, presumably over two, and who is now 
engaged in running a whisky house, be reinstated in his lodge? No. 

3. Is it lawful to hold a raffle under masonic auspices? No. 
Regulation No. 404 clearly covers this point. This regulation ap- 
plies not only to the parties conducting the raffle, but also to the 
purchasers of tickets. 

4. Can a lodge remit the dues of a brother who has been sus- 
pended for non-payment of dues for over two years, and receive 
his petition as if his dues had been paid? Yes. In the exercise 
of a sound discretion, this is within the right of the lodge. 

The first two indicate a great change of sentiment in the 
good old bourbon state, whose grand lodge was directly in- 
terested in lotteries for upwards of seventy years. Verily, the 
world do move. 

No. 4 is not good law. Dues should only be remitted on 
the ground of poverty. It is presumable that the brother was 
able to pay or he would not have been suspended, and being- 
able should pay the same as any other member. 
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representatives of the Grand Master. As to the matter of expense, 
it is probable that we may have to pay a salary of $150 per month, 
besides traveling expenses, for a lecturer competent to fill such 
office. That expense, I anticipate, may possibly though not prob- 
ably be as large as the salary. But I am so convinced of the in- 
adequacy of the District Deputy system to bring the desired re- 
sults, that I do venture, respectfully and earnestly, to recommend 
the adoption of a resolution by this Grand Lodge, — 

That the Grand Master be authorized and instructed to secure 
and appoint some competent brother as Grand Lecturer each year, 
whose compensation shall be $150 per month besides his traveling 
expenses, to be paid upon vouchers approved by the Grand Master, 
and that such lecturer shall be under the orders and 1 supervision of 
the Grand Master. 

If this recommendation is adopted, I further recommend that 
the District Deputy system be abolished, and our General Regula- 
tion, Sec. 63, be amended by striking out “District Deputy Grand 
Masters.” 

If the Grand Lodge does not feel ready to take this course, I 
can only recommend that increased care and thoughtfulness be ex- 
ercised by representatives and brethren of our Lodges in recom- 
mending deputies for appointment, and that mere rotation of the 
honor among Lodges and mere personal friendships be forgotten in 
making such recommendations, to the end that only those may be 
recommended who are well known to be qualified and to have the 
time and who can spare the expense of properly performing and 
who are willing to undertake the duties of so important a task, and 
whom every Lodge will treat with fraternal respect and be glad to 
see. Such deputy ought to be of high social and business standing and 
know true Masonic “work,” when he sees it, and lack of business 
methods, when he observes the lack. If we can get such men for 
deputies everywhere, the system will be immensely increased in 
value. If we cannot get them, it is at least of doubtful utility for 
any purpose. 

A report from the special committee on District Deputy Grand 
Masters appointed two years ago, and postponed last year, because 
of the absence of its chairman, Bro. Elmquist, who was ill, should 
be made this year. If made it can be considered in connection with 
the foregoing facts and recommendation. 

The reports of Lodges sent me by the District Deputies, referred 
to above are here for your inspection, but not for publication, and 
will be filed with the Grand Secretary. 
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SCHOOLS OF INSTRUCTION. 

Intimately connected with the condition of the Craft, is the 
work of our Custodians. Custodian Tusler, upon the private re- 
quest of Kellogg Lodge No. 122 held a School of Instruction at that 
place early last winter. He reports much interest and a good at- 
tendance. 

Upon the request of the Lodges in the 20th District I authorized 
Custodian Smith to hold a three days’ school with Florence Lodge, 
at Wood Lake in March. The school was well attended by repre- 
sentatives from the Lodges in the District and it is believed much 
good was accomplished. I had expected to attend this school and 
should have done so but for my unfortunate illness that month be- 
fore mentioned. 

Upon the request of Columbian Lodge at Heron Lake and agree- 
ment of many other Lodges in the 23rd District, I authorized 
Custodian Sprout to hold a three days’ school at Heron Lake last 
week. Bro. Sprout reports a good attendance and intelligent at- 
tention by the officers and brethren of mauy of the Lodges in that 
locality. 

The usual school of instruction has been held by the Custodians 
this week, and they were present in St. Paul to hold such school on 
Saturday last but found few present to instruct. They held a school, 
however for three days. This school has been attended by many 
representatives who came here for the purpose before the meeting 
of this Annual Communication. The detailed report of the 
Custodians will present further details of their work during the 
past year. If we are not to have a Grand Lecturer, certainly we 
should have more schools and a larger attendance upon such as 
we do have. 


DISPENSATIONS. 

As authorized by our Constitution, I have granted dispensations 
whenever requested, for changing the meeting places of Lodges, 
after being assured that facilities for safe-guarding the records, etc., 
of the Lodge, required by our regulations (Par. 208, p. 215, Code) in 
cases of joint occupancy of halls, existed. 

In one case I granted a dispensation for the election of officers 
where the time fixed for the same by the By-Laws had been allowed 
to pass, and in two other cases for the election of Wardens, where 
the brother elected at the regular time, declined to accept the elec- 
tion and be installed. 

I granted dispensation for one of our old Lodges to sublet its 
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ball, which had previously been dedicated to the purpose of Free 
Masonry, it appearing upon investigation, that the changed condi- 
tions and circumstances of the Lodge, made it an unreasonable tax 
and burden for them to pay the rent and support the hall alone. 
Previously a chapter of R. A. M. divided the burden, but the latter 
has disbanded. 

I also granted dispensation to a Lodge to permit the Annual 
State Convention of the order of Red Men, to be held in the hall of 
the former, full notice having been given to the brethren of the 
Lodge of the request for such use, and no one opposing the vote 
by which it was agreed, in this case, to extend the courtesy. 

DISPENSATIONS TO EXCEED CONSTITUTIONAL LIMIT 
IN CONFERRING DEGREES. 


While I have had many requests from Lodges for dispensations to 
make more than “five new brethren at the same time.” as fixed by 
Art. IV, Sec. 22 of the Constitution, and to confer the F. C. and 
M. M. degrees upon more than five at the same meeting, as fixed 
by our Regulation of 1896, p. 51, (Par. 256, p. 221, Code,) I have 
granted them but seldom. Nearly all of these requests came either 
without statement of the necessity for a departure from the express 
judgment of the Grand Lodge that “five” should ordinarily be the 
limit, or gave the “convenience” of the Lodge or of their officers, 
or the lessening of “expense,” as a reason. My view and under- 
standing of the law limiting the number who can thus be made, is 
that “five” is considered the most who can be decently or intelligent- 
ly obligated at a time. “Five”/is the solemn adjudication which has 
come down to us through the Ancient Constitutions. It is a de- 
termination of our most ancient of Fraternities, (which, unlike any 
other, has- never permitted the booming or advertising of its 
privileges in any manner, and which denounces primarily all solici- 
tation of petitions for our degrees, or even suggestions toward that 
object, as un-masonic,) that “work” on a greater number, cannot be 
well done, and therefore, ordinarily, should not be allowed. It is the 
obligation which makes the Mason, whether E. A., F. C. or M. M. 
The best Mason will be one to whom the obligation is most intelli- 
gently and instructively given, other things being equal. I have 
been told, that some jurisdictions permit but one to. be obligated at 
a time. Our Minnesota “work” seems in fact to provide for only 
one. Every Mason thinking seriously for a moment, will agree 
that a lone obligee at the altar will be immeasurably more impressed 
with the solemnity and instructiveness of the ceremony and obliga- 
tion than it is possible, by contrast, for a crqvyd of candidates as- 
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following decisions, upon questions of Masonic law submitted to 
me, from time to time during the J'ear: 

1. A traveling man’s legal home after marriage is where his 
wife lives and where she is supported by him, and to which place he 
returns when his business permits, although that business may keep 
him elsewhere the greater part of his time, unless such man has 
continued to claim his residence where it was before marriage, in 
another town, and continued to vote there, and his wife for con- 
venience, simply continues to live with her own parents, in which 
case his home will be considered where he still votes, and his peti- 
tion for degrees belongs in that place. 

2. If an otherwise qualified petitioner for the degrees of 
Masonry has legally resided for one year and voted in a town, his 
petition belongs there. 

3. Only men, 21 years oE age and otherwise qualified, are 
eligible for the degrees of Masonry, and the residence of such a 
man, whether married or single, depends upon his own movements 
and intentions, and never primarily upon the residence of his parents 
with whom he may at some time have made his home. If such un- 
married man leaves the home of such parents temporarily, without 
intending to change his residence and intending to return thereto, 
and in fact does nothing while away (as by exercising the voting 
franchise) to indicate a contrary intention, his home and residence 
will be presumed to have continued with his parents and he may 
petition for our degrees there. 

4. A Lodge cannot be called from labor to refreshment and 
separate until another day. 

5. *A Masonic Lodge as such, should not join with an un-masonic 
organization in the ownership of a Lodge room or building. If 
joint ownership with other organizations seems necessary, a 
corporation outside the Lodge should be formed to manage the 
matter. Then the Lodge as such will not be involved financially and 
it cannot possibly get mixed up in any partnership disputes. 

6. A Master of a Lodge has the right to remove an appointed 
officer thereof who has been installed, but who, since such installa- 
tion, has willfully failed to attend the Lodge, and such Master may 
thereupon appoint another brother to fill the office for the unexpired 
term. Tharecords of the Lodge should be made to show the re- 
moval, the reasons therefor and the new appointment. 

7. When a brother who has been stricken from the rolls for 
non-payment of dues is re-instated, he takes his old Lodge and 
Grand Lodge numbers. 

8. A member of a Lodge in this jurisdiction, against whom 
charges were preferred, trial had, and who w'as indefinitely suspend- 
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ed by a Lodge in a foreign jurisdiction, and from which suspension 
the accused has appealed to the Grand Lodge of that jurisdiction, 
is entitled to no privileges of Masonry anywhere, except the right 
to prosecute his appeal, and his Lodge here should not accept dues 
from him pending such appeal. 

9. It is not allowable that Masons or Masonic Lodges, as such, 
take part in any public anniversary or observance, in church or else- 
where, which is not in the sole control of the Fraternity. The test 
of the propriety of Lodges participating in public exercises of any 
kind is that a Symbolic "Lodge controls the service or exercise. 

10. Either hand may be used in voting. 

11. The minutes of a Lodge cannot be amended after they are 
formally approved. 

12. One who has been regularly elected to receive the degrees 
of Masonry in this jurisdiction and after receiving his E. A. degree 
is tried in regular proceedings and suspended for five years, is still 
a member of and amenable to the Lodge so electing him at the 
expiration of the term of suspension. And if such E. A. thereafter 
petitions a Lodge in a foreign jurisdiction (without disclosing his 
status with the first mentioned lodge,) and is elected and receives 
all our degrees in that foreign Lodge, he is guilty of unmasonic con- 
duct, for which the Lodge here should proceed against him. 

13. If their By-Laws do not prohibit such use of Lodge funds, 
and there is no sentiment against such use among the members, 
thereof, a Lodge may as an act of charity furnish a room in a 
private hospital to be known as the “Masonic Room,” but such 
Lodge must not obligate themselves to maintain it. 

14. Unless the By-Laws provide to the contrary, a lodge has 
the right, under the Constitution (Sec. 25, Art. 4) without dis- 
pensation from the Grand Master, to fill vacancies in the office of 
either Treasurer or Secretary however such vacancies may have oc- 
curred. 

[The above decision was first made, and then repeated, upon ap- 
plication for dispensation to hold elections where a treasurer or 
secretary had resigned, after simply reading the constitutional pro- 
vision referred to, and applying thereto the well known canon for 
construction of laws, that the specific inclusion of some officers 
named shall be deemed to exclude all others, — in this case. I only 
discovered the previous approved decision of this Grand Lodge, — in 
1869, — that an elective officer cannot resign, since this report was 
begun. I find such previous decision is supported by Mackey’s 
Masonic Jurisprudence, on the principle there laid down, that as an 
elective officer takes an obligation for a year, he cannot be allowed 
to throw up the job. Such reason would prevent a public officer

of any organization, from resigning. But it has never been held in 
any such case that a man might not resign. He is responsible until 
he turns over all property to his successor, of course. The reason 
has never been any stronger, (and from the nature of things cannot 
be,) in Masonry than elsewhere. There is absolutely no word in 
our installation obligation to support the reason laid down by 
Mackey. On the contrary, 'there is every reason, why the secretary 
or treasurer should be allowed to resign and quit an office which 
he can no longer fill, and thus permit his Lodge to protect itself, 
by filling that office with some brother who, if he proves himself 
competent, will be continued therein by the Lodge. This would 
not follow upon a personal appointment made by the Master. The 
language of our Constitution, above referred to, plainly permits a 
Lodge to fill any vacancy, except in the offices of Master or Warden. 
Besides said Constitutional provision, the form of By-Laws in the 
Code, expressly permits a secretary or a treasurer to dimit. Adimit, so 
far as the Lodge is concerned, is a resignation of membership. If 
membership is gone, the office certainly is. The decision of 1869, 
p. 47, should be overruled and omitted from future editions of the 
Code. This will do away with a senseless conflict between our 
Constitution, which is plain, and innumerable Codes of By-Laws ap- 
proved by many Grand Masters, on the one side, and a decision 
directly contrary to the Constitution on the other.] 

15. Where an elected officer of a Lodge refuses or declines 
to accept an election or to be installed, it is competent for the 
Master to declare that there has been no election, obtain a dispensa- 
tion for an election and proceed to, fill the vacancy thereat. 

16. Installation is necessary in Masonic usage to consummate 
an election. Masonry does not require a brother to accept an 
office. 

17. It is unmasonic for a Lodge to demand a fee of another 
Lodge which requests it to confer our degrees upon a candidate,' 
unless the requesting Lodge suggests it. Such “work” is done, if at 
all, as a fraternal courtesy. 

18. The Grand Lodge has supreme power under the Constitu- 
tion over any matter which may concern the general welfare of the 
Craft, and so may adopt any measure, which will promote such wel- 
fare. (Art. Ill, Secs. 9 and 13.) 

19. A resolution duly adopted has the force of a Regulation of 
this Grand Lodge. (Art. II, Sec. 4, Par. 3rd and Sec. 7.) 

20. The action of this Grand Lodge prohibiting Lodges from 
charging affiliation fees, is not a decision so-called, but in fact a 
Regulation, and is of general rather than local concern. Its 
object is to bring into our membership as many non-affiliates as 
possible. 
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MASSACHUSETTS, 1907. 

At the March quarterly the Grand Lodge of Alberta wa's 
recognized. 

At the June quarterly a committee was appointed to con- 
sider the expediency of establishing a masonic home. 

At the September quarterly the Grand Master of Arkansas 
was welcomed as a visitor ; the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan 
was recognized ; a number of interesting relics of Bro. John 
Paul Jones, obtained by a past grand master during a recent 
visit to Paris, were presented to the grand lodge ; and a char- 
ter was granted. 

The annual communication was held at Boston, Dec. nth, 
M.‘. W.". J. A. Blake, Grand Master. One hundred and nine- 
ty lodges represented ; two hundred and thirty-nine on the 
roll. Two past grand masters present. 

Membership fifty-two thousand, two hundred, and sixty ; 
gain one' thousand, nine hundred, and thirty-two. Receipts 
$18,165. 

The address is chiefly devoted to visitations and special 
communications ; the committee on home reported favorably, 
and was continued ; a new catalogue of curiosities was order- 
ed ; and a vote of sympathy was extended to a past grand mas- 
ter on account of recent bereavements. 

The grand officers were installed on St. John’s Day, with 
the great feast. 

M.\ W.‘. J. A. Blake, Malden; ‘Grand Master, and R.\ 
W.‘. S. D. Nickerson, Boston, Recording Grand Secretary, 
were reelected. 


MICHIGAN; ,1908. 

The sixty-fourth annual communication was held at Jack- 
son, May 26th and 27th, M.\ W.‘. C. E. Sweet, Grand Master. 
Three hundred and ninety-six lodges represented; four hun- 
dred and five on the roll. Thirteen past grand masters present ; 
our representative absent. 
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One dispensation for a new lodge. Membership fifty-eight 
thousand, five hundred, and forty-two j gain two thousand, five 
hundred, and thirty-two. Receipts $31,223.17. 

■ The deaths of Bro. M. H. Maynard and Bro. W. I. Bab- 
cock, past grand masters, were announced. 

The portraits are of the grand master elect and the two 
deceased brethren, with a group of the grand lodge officers. 

A message of regrets was sent to Bro. Hugh McCurdy for 
the last time, the death of this well known craftsman occurring 
a few weeks later ; the representatives were welcomed with an 
address by a live congressman ; the annual message consisted 
of severity pages of tedious details ; thirty-one special dispensa- 
tions to confer degrees within a lunar month were reported; 
why not dispense' with the law itself? the twenty-five local 
rulings were all approved but one ; the reports of the home 
showed fifty-three inmates, maintenance $11,294.77; the Grand 
Lodge of Saskatchewan was recognized; an appropriation of 
$S,ooo was made towards a hospital on the home grounds ; the 
committee on monitor and ritual submitted a description of 
grand officers’ jewels and numerous changes in the work, 
which were adopted, among them being a restoration of the 
word gloves instead of garments, an innovation of some years’ 
standing; the conferring of degrees was limited to five can- 
didates at one time ; the standing resolution prohibiting elec- 
tioneering for office was abolished ; their senior past grand 
master was complimented, upon reaching his ninety-first birth- 
day, with $50 as a present ; the grand lodge register was or- 
dered continued with the addition of a perpetual index; the 
grand secretary was instructed to supply badges at future ses- 
sions ;■* the special committee on foreign relations was dis- 
charged, having done nothing ; a jewel and apron were present- 
ed to the retiring grand masterf'and thanks were extended to 
the citizens generally for their hospitality. 

The report on correspondence was prepared again by the 
grand secretary. Minnesota has two pages. He says : 

Bro. A. O. Eberhart, grand orator, delivered an eloquent and 
scholarly address, which was ordered printed in the proceedings. 
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M.'. W.'. Herbert Montague, Traverse City, Grand Mas- 
ter j'-R.". W.’. L. B. Winsor, Reed City, reelected Grand Sec 
retary.

The ninetieth annual communication was held at Hatties- 
burg, Feb. nth and 12th, M.'. W.'. H. C. Yawn, Grand Mas- 
ter. Two hundred and eighty lodges represented S three hun- 
dred and seventeen on the roll. Eleven past grand masters and 
our representative present. 

Seven dispensations for new lodges. Membership fifteen 
thousand, seven hundred, and thirty-eight jr- gain twelve hun- 
dred and eighty-six. Receipts $17,222.17. 

The portraits are of the grand master elect and a deceased 
member of the law committee. There is also a cut of the home 
at Meridian. 

The address is of a local character, largely made up from 
the grand master’s letter book, with nine rulings outside of the 
law committee ; twenty-four decisions were handed down by 
the latter, none of general interest; another appropriation of 
$1,500 was made to the home fund; eight charters and four 
dispensations were granted ; the California relief fund was 
turned over to the home fund ; the Washington peace resolu- 
tions were indorsed; the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan was 
recognized; a subscription of $66.51 was taken up for the re- 
lief of Miss Birdie Wade; and thanks were extended for 
courtesies and attention and to the retiring grand master for 
his untiring zeal. 

The corner stone of the masonic home at Meridian was laid 
June 24th, 1907, with appropriate ceremonies and a memorable 
address by Bro. Frederic Speed, past grand master and grand 
secretary. The building is now completed and ready for oc- 
cupancy. 

Bro. H. T. Howard was again the author of the report on 
foreign correspondence. The following paragraphs are taken 
from his fraternal review of Minnesota : 
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Bro. Owen Morris delivered the Oration on Masonry, a short 
but thoughtful address, from which we take the closing words. 

Bro. Irving Todd, the correspondent, is a good condenser. We 
wonder if he has any patents on the automobile trade. In ninety-two 
pages he gives a report of the doings of fifty-seven grand bodies, 
Mississippi for 1906 among them. He calls Our Fred “one of the 
ablest of masonic jurists,” which is a good Christmas gift for our 
beloved Bro. Speed, provided he reads this report.

Three hundred and eighty-five lodges represented-; five 
hundred and ninety-three on the roll. Fifteen past grand mas- 
ters present ; our representative absent. 

Eight dispensations for new lodges. Membership forty- 
seven thousand, four hundred, and thirt\B gain one thousand, 
nine hundred, and thirty-seven. Receipts $49,936.59. 

The deaths of Bro. J. B. Thomas and Bro. W. R. Stubble- 
field, past grand masters, were announced. 

The portrait is that of the grand master, with a cut of the 
grand secretary’s office and the McDowell monument. 

The address was a brief local paper, with no decisions ; 
the Grand Master of Tennessee was received with grand hon- 
ors; ' the reports of the home show one hundred and fifty-six 
inmates, maintenance $29,938.36 ; an interesting address was 
delivered by Bro. I. N. Evrard, grand orator; eight charters 
were granted ; the revised by-laws were amended and adopted ; 
legislation providing for the formation of masonic clubs was 
laid over until next year; and a jewel was presented to the re- 
tiring grand master. 

Bro, R, E, Anderson was again the author of a readable 
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report on correspondence, from which we reproduce the fol- 
lowing comments from under the head of Minnesota : 

On the fly leaf we' And a splendid half tone picture of Gustaf 
Widell, grand master, which indicates a man of strong personality. 
His address is a thorough business document. His exordium is 
short and so well worded that we copy it. 

Thomas Montgomery, grand secretary, died' at St. Paul, June 
7th, 1907. He had been grand secretary since Oct. 14th, 1890. He 
was a man of zeal, ability, and untiring industry and devoted to the 
cause of masonry, and in his death masonry has lost one of its 
brightest lights. 

It seems that the Grand Lodge of Minnesota recognizes the 
fact that there arc such things as ancient landmarks, which we are 
glad to know. 

Bro. A. O. Eberhart, grand orator, delivered an eloquent ad- 
dress, taking for his text. "Duty is the greatest of ideas, because 
it implies the idea of God, of the soul, of liberty, or responsibility, 
of immortality.” We have space only for the following extract. 

In the appendix we find the proceedings of the annual meeting 
of the Veteran Association, which we have read with much interest. 
The address of Bro. G. E. Satterlee, grand chaplain of the grand 
lodge, is full of wholesome instruction, and we regret having space 
only for the following extract. 

The report on foreign correspondence is by Bro. Irving Todd, 
and is entertaining both in manner and matter. He reviews Mis- 
souri for 1907, in which he briefly outlines the important business 
transacted without comment. 

Bro. Anderson holds that the grand lodges should never 
have meddled with the liquor question ; that the work should 
be communicated in the good old way ; that a masonic funeral 
should be strictly confined to masons ; that dues can only be 
remitted for inability to pay ; and that masonic sovereignty 
resides in the body of the craft. These opinions are sound and 
beyond controversy.

Four past grand masters present, our representative included. 

Membership two thousand, four hundred, and eighty-four ; 
gain one hundred and fifty-four. Receipts $2,528. 

The portraits are of two past grand masters. 

The address is largely devoted to obituaries and visitations ; 
the original charter of St. George’s Lodge No. 19, issued by 
the Provincial Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia, Aug. 7th, 1789, 
was presented by a brother ; the fund of benevolence was stat- 
ed at $4,308.07; the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan and the 
Grand Lodge Valle de Mexico were recognized ; a motion in 
favor of dependent membership was lost; a revised funeral 
service, based upon Webb, was adopted, although far inferior 
to the original; and $1,000 was transferred to the benevolent 
fund, and $200 placed in the hands of the grand master for the 
purposes of instruction.

The death of Bro. J. H. Rowell, past grand master, was 
announced. 
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The portraits are of the grand master, four deceased breth- 
ren, and a page group of the grand officers. 

Address purely local, with four unimportant rulings; the 
Grand Lodge Valle de Mexico and the Grand Lodge of Sas- 
katchewan were recognized; the committee on jurisprudence 
reported adversely upon dual and life membership; the Califor- 
nia rebate was ordered returned to the contributors pro rata ; a 
charter was granted for a new lodge; the usual lunch was 
served; and a jewel was presented to the retiring grand master. 

Bro. H. M. Cheney prepared another well written report 
on foreign correspondence, in which Minnesota does not ap- 
pear for some reason. Why did you not try a postal card :

Membership twenty- 
eight thousand, four hundred, and seventy-five ; gain eighteen 
hundred and eighty. Receipts $29,064.45. 

The death of Bro. C. A. Heydon, jr., grand pursuivant, was 
announced. He was the youngest of the grand lodge officers, 
and noted for his commanding height and genial presence. 

The portrait is that of the grand master. 

Nearly nine pages of the address are filled with brief obitu- 
aries of past masters, who often receive scant attention in ne- 
crology reports ; several distinguished brethren from adjoin- 
ing jurisdictions were received with the grand honors; the re- 
port of the home shows seventy-four inmates, maintenance 
$18,662.41 ; the two committees on ritual were made standing; 
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the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan, the Grand Lodge Alpinag 
and the Grand Orient of the Netherlands were recognized; 
three warrants for new lodges were granted; a medal of 1794 
was presented to the grand lodge ; a new grand treasurer and 
grand secretary were elected, owing to the continued ill health 
of these old and efficient officers, their pensions being fixed at 
$300 and $1,500; and a jewel was voted to the retiring grand 
master. 

The report on foreign correspondence was submitted as 
usual by Bro. R. A. Shirrefs, who has a fraternal page for 
Minnesota, from which the following paragraphs are taken : 

As a conclusion to his excellent annual report — his eighteenth— 
Grand Secretary Thomas Montgomery notes that this was the thir- 
tieth consecutive annual communication.

report the beginning of work upon their annex, which is ex- 
pected to cost $1,200,000; the reports of the home show three 
hundred and forty-one inmates, maintenance $94,650.28; the 
grand master was elected by ballot, the other officers by ac- 
clamation; the report of the judge advocate showed a number 
of questions considered and a continuation of the efforts to sup- 
press clandestine masonry in that jurisdiction; the grand libra- 
rian announces the receipt of a large number of missing pro- 
ceedings needed to perfect files, and claims that it is now the 
most complete masonic library in this country ; the sermon de- 
livered in Trinity Church by Bro. G. R. A an de Water was 
printed in the proceedings ; a message of sympathy was trans- 
mitted to Bro. H. C. Potter, grand chaplain emeritus; five 
charters were granted ; the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan and 
' the Grand Lodge of Alberta were recognized ; no action was 
taken upon the peace resolutions from the Grand Lodge of 
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Washington; the custodians of the work recommended that 
no change whatever be made; the committee on revision sub- 
mitted the new constitution, which was printed in the proceed- 
ings, and is to be finally passed upon next year; the corner 
stone of the first masonic hall built in the city of New York 
was presented ; an address was delivered by Bro. C. A. Bar- 
bour, past grand chaplain; the corner stone of the annex was 
laid ; oil portraits of two past grand masters were received as 
gifts;',- and a resolution of sympathy was extended to a past 
grand master in his illness.

Membership eighteen thousand and 
eight; gain eleven hundred and seventy- three. Receipts $13,- 
309.63. 

The death of Bro. B. W. Hatcher, grand lecturer since 
1869, was announced. 

The portraits are of the grand master elect and the late 
grand lecturer. 
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The address is a brief local paper, with five unimportant 
rulings; the reports of the Oxford Orphan Asylum show thiee 
hundred and seventeen inmates, maintenance $25,493.94; the 
temple committee reported the building about half completed ; 
the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan was recognized ; eight char- 
ters were granted; a duplicate jewel was ordered for a past 
grand master to replace one lost by fire; an able address was 
delivered by Bro. F. H. Busbee, grand orator; and a jewel was 
presented to the retiring grand master. 

The report on foreign correspondence was submitted by Bro. 
J. A. Collins, a well digested paper. He says of Minnesota : 

The report on correspondence, although condensed within the 
limits of ninety-two pages, gives Bro.

The deaths of Bro. J. F. Selby and Bro. R. M. Carothers, 
past grand masters, were announced. 

The portraits are of the grand master, the grand treasurer, 
and the two past grand masters, with cuts of three lodge build- 
ings, the grand lodge library, and a group of lodge secretaries. 
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Seven decisions were reported, the sixth being out of the 
usual order. A ballot upon a petition for the degrees was de- 
clared clear and the candidate elected. At the next regular 
meeting the ballot was attacked by the acting senior deacon 
as illegal, claiming that he saw a black ball in the box after 
the vote had been taken. This being ruled as insufficient, he 
then maintained that he cast it himself. The grand master de- 
cided that the intent of the brother must be considered, and 
pronounced the candidate rejected. This was properly disap- 
proved by the committee on jurisprudence, who held that a 
ballot once spread, inspected, and declared is final, and cannot 
be attacked at a subsequent meeting by collateral evidence. 

• Seven charters were granted ; the grand master was in- 
structed to call a convention of lodge secretaries for the adop- 
tion of a uniform system of records and accounts; the form 
of lodge by-laws prepared by the grand secretary was approv- 
ed ; the grand secretary was authorized to distribute the list 
of regular lodges annually ; the lodges were recommended not 
to receive a petition for membership or affiliation until the re- 
quired data had been supplied ; over payments of grand lodge 
dues were declared forfeited ; the Grand Lodge of Saskatche- 
wan was recognized; the masonic home fund was transferred 
to a relief fund, in charge of three trustees, it not being deem- 
ed practical or even expedient to found a home ; an appro- 
priation of $100 was made to print the able report of the grand 
secretary upon this subject in pamphlet form, instead of in 
the proceedings ; a standing committee was appointed to award 
a grand lodge medal each year to the winner of the state ora- 
torical contest ; the indefinite suspension of a member of Min- 
nehaha Lodge No. 165, Minnesota, for an assault upon a 
brother at Harvey, N. D., was sustained by the committee on 
grievances and appeals; the zones between adjacent lodges 
were modified by an amendment to the by-laws ; the address 
of the grand master and report of the grand secretary were 
ordered printed in advance hereafter; and thanks were ex- 
tended to the local lodge and railroads for courtesies, and to 
the retiring grand master for the able discharge of his duties. 

There was no report on correspondence. 
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The convention of lodge secretaries was held at Fargo, 
Oct. 2 ist and 22d, with an attendance of thirty-nine. It was 
a very successful gathering, and the plan might be adopted 
in other jurisdictions with both pleasure and profit.

The portraits are of the grand master and deputy grand 
master. 

The usual attendance was had upon divine service, with 
an appropriate sermon by Bro. G. C. Wallis, grand chaplain; 
there is nothing of general interest in the address and eight 
decisions ; the net receipt of the masonic fair for the benefit 
of the home were reported at $17,406.02; a payment of $1,000 
was ordered made on the hall mortgage; two charters were 
granted, and one renewed; an interesting paper on the Leg- 
end of the Third Degree was read by Bro. J. M. Lawson; a 
donation of $100 was made to Friendly Lodge No. 239, Kings- 
ton, to aid in rebuilding their hall ; exclusive authority over 
military and naval applications was continued to Royal Stand- 
ard Lodge, chartered by the Grand Lodge of England ; past 
rank was conferred on six district deputies ; and a service of 
plate was voted to the grand master for his valuable services. 

The grand secretary submitted a carefully prepared report 
on correspondence, Minnesota not included.

G. D. Copeland, Grand 
Master. Five hundred and eight lodges represented; five hun- 
dred and ten on the roll. Eighteen past grand masters and our 
representative present. 

Four dispensations for new lodges. Membership seventy- 
two thousand, three hundred, and thirty-nine; gain three thous- 
and, six hundred, and sixty. Receipts $55,009.10. 

The portrait is that of the grand master. 

The address is a comprehensive presentation of the year’s 
events, with nine local decisions ; the revised code was reported 
as completed, with the exception of the index; a list cf bogus 
lodges was given by the grand secretary, most of them extinct ; 
among the visitors welcomed with the grand honors were the 
grand master of Indiana, the grand commander, the grand high 
priest, the grand master of the council, the Scottish Rites 
deputy, and the deputy grand master of the encampment, the 
shrine not represented ; four charters were granted ; the first 
volume of the grand lodge history was announced as ready for 
the printer, to be followed by two' others ; Bro. R. F. Gould 
and Bro. XV. J. Hughan, of England, and Bro. W. J. Cbetwode 
Crawley, of Ireland, were constituted honorary members; fur- 
ther time was granted to the committee on the S. S. Williams’ 
monument; an apropriation of $10,000 was made to the home 
funds ; the White Shrine of Jerusalem was denied the use of 
masonic halls ; ,thc jurisprudence committee were not ready to 
report upon the petition of Justin Pinney for reinstatement; the 
grand secretary was given $50 per month for clerical assist- 
ance ; a jewel was voted to the retiring grand master ; thanks 
were returned to the local masons for their zealous and elabor- 
ate entertainment; a Methodist bishop, who has been a mason 
more than fifty years, was introduced ; and the reports of the 
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home show one hundred and sixty inmates, expenditures $54,- 
091.91. 

The proceeding's of the Masonic Veterans’ Association at 
its thirty-seventh annual convention were briefly reported. 

Bro. W .M. Cunningham prepared another elaborate report 
on foreign correspondence, the three honorary members con- 
tributing their usual quota to the introduction. Of Minne- 
sota he writes as follows : 

The annual address of the Grand Master is a business paper of 
twenty-three pages. 

The Grand Secretary R '. W.'. Bro. John Fishel, submits a 
very complete report of all matters pertaining to the grand secre- 
tariate. 

On the first day of the annual communication the grand orator,

OKLAHOMA, 1908. 

The sixteenth annual communication was held at Guthrie, 
Feb. nth and 12th, M.'. W.'. Earl Beebe, Grand Master. It 
appears to have been an informal session, with no committee on 
credentials and no report of those present. 

Twelve dispensations for new lodges. No statistics of 
membership. Receipts $8,636.05. 

The death of Bro. Charles Day, past grand master, was an- 
nounced. 

The portraits are of the grand master, the retiring grand 
secretary, and the late past grand master, 
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Twenty local rulings were reported, with a number of spe- 
cial dispensations to confer degrees without regard to statu- 
tory time, to appear in public in masonic clothing, and to elect 
masters from the floor ; Bro. J. S. Hunt, grand secretary since 
the organization of the grand lodge, was made honorary grand 
secretary for life, with a salary of $75 per month and the title 
of most worshipful, as a reward for faithful services of seven- 
teen years ; thirteen charters were granted ; the master ma- 
son’s degree was conferred the first evening; the home fund 
was reported at $34,771.53, and an appropriation of $5,000 
was made from the general fund ; the grand master was au- 
thorized to appoint a special committee to go with him to the 
next session of the Grand Lodge of Indian Territory and 
agree upon a plan of consolidation ; an appropriation of $n'0 
was made to an aged brother, who has been a mason more than 
fifty years; the by-laws were amended to provide for a rep- 
resentative of the grand master to preside at lodge trials, when 
demanded; recognition was extended to Saskatchewan, West- 
ern Australia, and Alberta ; the District of Columbia bicenten- 
ary and the Washington peace resolutions were pigeonholed; 
resolutions prohibiting dancing at any lodge entertainment 
were laid over until next year ; thanks were returned for 
courtesies; and the grand secretary was instructed to issue 
a compilation of the constitution, by-laws, and decisions at 
once. 

A report on foreign correspondence was begun by Bro. W. 
M. Anderson, but the machine ran down at Louisiana. It is 
largely made up of quotations. 

M.'. W.'. D. D. Hoag, Anadarko, Grand Master; M.‘. 
W.’. W. M. Anderson, Waurika, Grand Secretary, and con- 
tinued as chairman of the committee on foreign correspond- 
ence. 

OREGON, 1908. 

The fifty-eighth annual communication was held at Port- 
land, June 10th, nth, and 12th, M.*. MV.'. L. L. Pearce, Grand 
Master, Ninety-six lodges represented; one hundred and 
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is concerned, neither has the liberal interpretation of its grand 
lodge upon the point of eligibility. 

Bro. Hodson is taking up the masonic home project with 
all the zeal of a young convert. While wishing him success 
in the undertaking, we are still inclined to the opinion that it 
will be found an expensive luxury.

W.\ J. F. Robinson, Portland, reelected Grand Secretary; 
Bro. J. M. Hodson, Portland, committee on foreign corre- 
spondence. 


PENNSYLVANIA, 1907. 

At the March quarterly an appropriation of $40,000 was 
made for renovating Gothic Hall ; a petition for a new lodge 
was referred to the grand officers j -and Bro. J. A. Perry was 
appointed deputy grand secretary. 

At the June quarterly petitions for two new lodges were 
refered to the grand officers, and the death of Bro. S. B. Dick, 
past grand master, was announced. 

At the September quarterly two petitions for new lodges 
were referred to the grand officers. 

At the December quarterly grand officers were elected; the 
committee on library reported the completion of the reprint, 
twelve volumes ; and the death of Bro. T. R. Patton, grand 
treasurer since 1873, vras announced. 

The annual communication was held at Philadelphia, Dec. 
27th, R.‘. W.‘. G. W. Kendrick, jr., Grand Master. One 
hundred and sixteen lodges represented!; four hundred and 
sixty-four on the roll. Two past grand masters present. 

Membership seventy-nine thousand, four hundred, and 
forty-two ; gain four thousand, one hundred, and sixty-nine. 
Receipts $124,277.33. 

The portraits are of two past grand masters. 

Twenty decisions were reported, among which ivere that 
a petitioner becomes a member when he receives the first de- 
gree, and is chargeable with dues; that an alien may become 
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a mason, but must not be elected master ; and that an entered 
apprentice losing his right hand cannot be advanced. 

The California refund of $11,200 was placed in an emer- 
gency relief fund ; the T. R. Patton last bequest was reported 
at' $1,040,735, to be expended in a masonic institution for 
boys; a loving cup and gavel was presented to the retiring 
grand master; and addresses were made by distinguished 
brethren from Delaware and New Jersey. 

The report on correspondence was prepared by Bro. J. M. 
Lamberton in genuine Pennsylvania style, the following para- 
graphs being a fair sample : 

The address of the grand master gives a full account of his 
stewardship, showing an efficient grand officer. He was diligent in 
visiting the lodges, which seems to be a new thing in Minnesota. 

The “grand oration” was delivered this year by Bro. 0,wen 
Morris, and is given in full in the appendix. * * * We wonder 

in just how many ‘-‘well regulated grand lodges”-] this “ancient cus- 
tom” is observed? 

The report of the committee on foreign correspondence is by 
the chairman, Most Worshipful Past Grand Master Brother Ir- 
ving Todd, who has, as usual, prepared an excellent paper, giving a 
succinct summary of the views of his brother chairmen. 

If the writer ever presided over a grand lodge the fact has 
entirely escaped his recollection. 

In several reviews the following is noted : 

As these proceedings contain the record of the election and 
installation of the new grand master, his portrait naturally and 
properly forms the frontispiece. 

In this statement we beg leave to differ. It should appear 
the year he actually presides over the grand lodge. 

R.\ W.‘. G. B. Orlady, Huntingdon, Grand Master; R.‘. 
W.‘. W. A. Sinn, Philadelphia, reelected Grand Secretary; 
Bro. J. M. Lamberton, Harrisburg, chairman of the committee 
on correspondence. 
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At the September quarterly a brief address was delivered 
by the grand master and the financial reports of the past year 
submitted. There were fifty-two lodges, with a membership 
of fifteen hundred and ninety-four. Receipts £1,195. 

At the December quarterly it was reported that one of 
the lodges under the Scottish constitution had been granted a 
warrant as No. 53 ; the annual ball was stated a financial suc- 
cess ; and rules and regulations for the government of the pro- 
posed widows, orphans, and aged masons institution were sub- 
mitted. 

At the March quarterly the death of Bro. J. C. Reming- 
ton, past grand master of New South Wales, was announced, 
a great loss to the craft in Australasia ; the rules and regu- 
lations of their charitable institution were adopted. 

A special communication was held in June for the nomina- 
tion of grand officers, and at the Tune quarterly a petition 
for a new lodge was recommended, and grand officers elected. 

M.\ W.'. Lord Chelmsford reelected Grand Master; V.'. 
W-'- C. H. Harley, Grand Secretary; both of Brisbane. 

RHODE ISLAND, 1908. 

At the semi-annUal communication the California refund 
was ordered distributed to the contributors ; the reprinting of 
the early proceedings was referred to a special committee/, an 
appropriation of $50 was made to Friendly Lodge No. 239, 
Jamaica, to assist in rebuilding their hall ; the Grand Lodge of 
Saskatchewan was recognized ; and the past master’s degree 
was ordered to be omitted from the installation ceremony, but 
to be conferred or communicatedi after the close. This so-called 
degree from time immemorial has been held as an essential 
part of the ceremony of installing a master; if not given then, 
why give at all? 

The one hundred and eighteenth annual communication 
was held at Providence, May 18th, M.'. W.'. A. H. Armington, 
Grand Master. Thirty-two lodges represented ; thirty-seven on 
the roll. Seven past grand masters present ; our representative 
absent. 
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Membership six thousand, nine hundred, and twenty; gain 
two hundred and two. Receipts $3,996.50. 

The portrait is that of the grand master. 

A somewhat lengthy address was submitted, pertaining to 
local matters ; an appropriation of $200 was made to the library 
for binding; the Webb monument was ordered replaced with 
western granite; a constitutional amendment was adopted pro- 
viding that dimits shall only be granted at a regular communi- 
cation, and upon written application; a note mentions that the 
chairman of the committee on credentials had served twenty- 
eight years in that position and thirty-nine as a member of the 
committee; and a jewel and apron were voted to the retiring 
grand master. 

M.\ W.'. W. L. Chatterton, Pawtucket, Grand Master; 
R.'. W.\ S, P. Williams, Providence, reelected Grand Secre- 
tary. 


SASKATCHEWAN, 1907. 

The first annual communication was held at Prince Albert, 
June 18th, M.\ W.'. H. H. Campkin, Grand Master. Twenty- 
one lodges represented ; twenty-four on the roll. 

Seven dispensations for new lodges. Membership thirteen 
hundred and sixty; gain three hundred and eighteen. Re- 
ceipts $1,489.69. 

The portrait is that of the grand master. 

The address is a comprehensive presentation of official acts, 
with three local rulings; the salary of the grand secretary was 
increased to $600 ; the rank of past district deputy was con- 
ferred on four brethren ; eleven charters were granted, one dis- 
pensation continued, and one withdrawn ; the subordinate 
lodges were recommended to attend divine service, in a body, 
at least once a year, and the committee should have added with- 
out applying to the grand master for a dispensation ; a special 
committee was appointed to revise the book of constitutions, 
and another to arrange with the Grand Lodge of Manitoba for 
their share of the funds ; it was resolved that no dispensation 
be issued until the next annual meeting for other than to con- 
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tions continued ; the Grand Lodge of Queensland was recog- 
nized, and Paraguay, Greece, Chili, Columbia, Mexico, and 
Switzerland turned down ; an article of the constitution 
was suspended in order to go into the election of 
officers ; the installation was held on the entered apprentice de- 
gree ; the grand master and grand treasurer were authorized, in 
their discretion, to turn over surplus funds to the home ; and a 
testimonial was voted to the retiring grand master. 

The grand secretary presented his second report on foreign 
correspondence, which received the hearty approval of the com- 
mittee, and undoubtedly will of its many readers at home and 
abroad. We quote the following from the review of Minnesota 
for 1907 : 

Our representative submits another interesting correspondence 
report, without an introduction or conclusion. 

We are informed that R. W. Bro. Thomas Montgomery, grand 
secretary, died in St. Paul on the 7th day of June. We thus lose 
another faithful craftsman, who always fought intelligently for what 
he considered right. 

The prohibition fad is thus alluded to, under Arkansas : 

The grand master and a majority of the jurisprudence committee 
held that it is not unlawful for a brother to keep books for a whole- 
sale liquor and cigar company, where he has nothing to do with the 
sales, and even does much of his work at home. But the minority of 
the committee and the grand lodge held otherwise, and even included 
“the porter who hauls the coal to the man whose money is invested.” 
What an excellent illustration of the absurdity of this class of legisla- 
tion. Why not extend the ban to the farmer who will not sell his 
grain until he knows it will not be made into liquor, and the merchant 
who sells the furniture for the dealer’s office? 

Again, under Delaware : 

The new temperance legislation fad was rejected by a large ma- 
jority. Good for Delaware. That’s not the way to keep out the un- 
worthy. 

And under Missouri : 

Grand Master Houston reported that his most serious troubles 
arose over the liquor question. In conformity to the grand lodge 
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regulations he held that a wholesale liquor dealer is eligible to re- 
ceive the degrees, but that a mason who engages in the saloon busi- 
ness must be expelled. How inconsistent, if not absurd. The great- 
er the amount of liquor sold, the less the offense. Once more we 
say, keep out the unworthy by the ballot.

SOUTH DAKOTA, 1908. 

The thirty-fourth annual communication was held at Mitch- 
ell, June 9th, 10th, and nth, M.‘. W.'. W. E. Milligan, 
Grand Master. Seventy-six lodges represented; one hundred 
and ten on the roll. Eleven past grand masters present, our 
representative included. 

Five dispensations for new lodges. Membership seven 
thousand, one hundred, and ninety-six; gain five hundred and 
twenty-one. Receipts $6,815.19. 

The portrait is that of the grand master, with page groups 
of past grand masters and past masters of a local lodge. 

The address is a practical business paper, with eleven local 
rulings ; a special committee was appointed to prepare and print 
a monitor; the grand secretary was instructed to issue a cor- 
rected edition of the by-laws; the grand master was empow- 
ered to change the date of meeting in cases of emergency ; the 
Grand Lodge of Puerto Rico and the Grand Lodge of Sas- 
katchewan were recognized ; thanks were returned to the local 
lodge for their entertainment; five charters were granted; the 
annual call was made by a delegation from the grand chapter, 
O. E. S. ; and the eighth annual reunion was held by the vet- 
eran association. 

The report on correspondence was presented by Bro. S. A. 
Brown, now deputy grand master, and it is a good one. The 
following are found in the review of Minnesota : 

Grand orator O. A. Eberhart discoursed upon The Duties of a 
Mason. 

Bro. Irving Todd condensed the news of the masonic world into 
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hundred and forty-three on the roll. Fifteen past grand mas- 
ters present, our representative absent. 

Eight dispensations for new lodges ; one charter arrested. 
Membership forty-one thousand, seven hundred, and thirty-six ; 
gain two thousand, six hundred, and ten. Receipts $31,547- 

The portraits are of the grand master elect and a past grand 
master. 

The address is a bulky document of over thirty pages, with 
upwards of ninety local rulings, some of them reading rather 
strangely at long range. He held that saloon keeping and tend- 
ing bar is not a masonic offense ; that in case of the subsequent 
death of one of the recommending brethren, another master 
mason must sign the petition to make it regular and legal; that 
in the discovered shortage of $24.65 by a former secretary, part 
for fees and part for dues, the latter might be remitted, but not 
the other; that a past master loses his rank by affiliation with 
another lodge; that a lodge has no right to confer degrees on 
St. John’s Day ; that in a town with two lodges, a candidate 
must apply to the nearest; and that in stopping an entered ap- 
prentice from advancement it is not necessary or proper to 
prefer charges. 

Fraternal greetings were sent to two past grand masters, 
absent through physical infirmities ; the reports of the home 
show one hundred and seventy-six inmates, expenditures 
$38,345.19 ; twenty-two charters were granted, and six restored ; 
nineteen of the grand master’s rulings were disapproved by 
the committee on jurisprudence; the special committee on pro- 
posed home for aged masons reported adversely ; subordinate 
lodges were prohibited from using the halls of other societies 
for masonic purposes ; another batch of rulings were disap- 
proved by the committee on grand officers’ reports ; the revision 
of Taylor’s Monitor by Bro. S. R. Hamilton was approved and 
recommended for use ; the rebate from California relief was 
turned over to the widows and orphans’ home, with $30,000 
from the general fund; and a jewel was presented to the retir- 
ing grand master. 

Bro, T, M, Matthews submitted his usual report on foreign 
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correspondence for which he received an appropriation of $350, 
and earned it. The following paragraphs are reproduced from 
the fraternal review of Minnesota for 1907 : 

We are pleased to note that in every instance he (Morris) re- 
fused; to set aside the law to allow the conferring of degrees out of 
time, or upon the halt, the lame, or the blind. Of decisions he re- 
ported seven, which being simply constructions of the local law, 
need no comment from us. 

As an appendix we are treated to a most excellent and instructive 
address by the grand orator, Bro. Owen Morris. It is brief, pointed, 
and pithy, and far better than such addresses usually are. 

There are given also the proceedings of the Masonic Veteran 
Association. This is a social organization, and is somewhat similar 
in character to the Annual Feast of St. John the Evangelist, kept 
by our Massachusetts brethren. 

From the hands of Bro. Irving Todd we have another of his ex- 
cellent reports on foreign correspondence. It fills ninety-two pages, 
and is a review of all, the volumes that during the year had come 
to his table, among which was Texas, 1906, to which he gives a one 
and one-half page notice. He briefly, as of course he must do in so 
little space, summarizes what he thinks will most interest his readers 

Bro. Matthews believes in simplicity in conferring the de- 
grees ; that a mason who is able to pay his dues, and does not, 
is unfit to bear the name ; that it is neither proper nor masonic 
to either have, make, or use a cipher ritual at any time, or under 
any circumstances, by anybody ; that lodge meetings should not 
be held on Sunday ; that we are making masons too fast, and 
that it is time to call a halt ; that visitation is not a right, but a 
privilege ; and that if all men were good and true masons there 
would be no more war.

M. Matthews, Athens, chairman of the committee on foreign 
correspondence. 


UTAH, 1908. 

The thirty-seventh annual communication was held at Salt 
Lake City, Jan. 21st and 22d, M.\ W-". W. J. Barrette, Grand 
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Master. The twelve lodges all represented. Twelve past 
grand masters and our representative present. 

One dispensation for a new lodge. Membership fourteen 
hundred and forty-three; gain one hundred. Receipts $2,662.98. 

The death of Bro. J. F. Hardie, past grand master, was 
announced. 

The portraits are of the grand master elect and the late past 
grand master. 

A charter was granted to the lodge under dispensation ; the 
Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan and the Grand Lodge Valle de 
Mexico were recognized and fraternal relations resumed with 
the Grand Lodge of Hamburg ; it was recommended that the 
grand lodge join in the bi-centenary celebration of 1917; ^ le 
use of postal cards was restricted to festival invitations and 
notices of lodge meetings ; all names were ordered omitted 
from published reports of the committee on grievances ; the 
jurisprudence committee correctly held that an entered ap- 
prentice who had lost both legs since initiation should be ad- 
vanced just as though no accident had occurred; type written 
copies of the monitorial lectures were ordered to be furnished 
each lodge; an appropriation of $175 was ma -d e towards the 
salary of the assistant grand secretary, and $100 for a type- 
writer ; thanks were returned for the use of the hall and other 
courtesies; a jewel was presented to the retiring grand master; 
and a banquet was served. 

The grand secretary submitted another of his admirable re- 
ports on foreign correspondence, with a courteous review of 
Minnesota for 1907. He says the address of the grand master 
is a straight business document from beginning to end, and 
that if there ever was a farce in masonry it is that past master’s 
degree. It is an undisputed fact, however, that the ceremony 
peculiar to the installation of a master elect is as old as the 
office itself.

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VERMONT, 1908. 

The one hundred and fifteenth annual communication was 
held at Burlington, June 10th and nth, M-'- W.\ C. A. Calder- 
wood, Grand Master. Eighty-eight lodges represented; one 
hundred and three on the roll. Seven past grand masters 
present; our representative absent. 

Membership twelve thousand and seventy-eight; gain three 
hundred and four. . Receipts $8,022. 

The portrait is that of the grand master. 

The address is largely compiled from the official letter 
book, of little interest outside of the jurisdiction; the 
Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan was recognized ; lodges were 
recommended not to admit a visitor without the presentation 
of documentary evidence; and the trustees were requested to 
have the liability of the grand lodge to taxation passed upon 
by the supreme court. 

Bro. M. O. Perkins presented another well prepared re- 
port on foreign correspondence, with no reference to Minne- 
sota. 

M-’- W.'. L. S. Tillotson, St. Albans, Grand Master; R.\ 
W.‘. H. H. Ross, Burlington; reelected Grand Secretary; 
Bro. M. O. Perkins, Windsor, chairman of the committee on 
foreign correspondence. 

VIRGINIA, 1908. 

The one hundred and thirtieth annual communication was 
held at Richmond, Feb. nth, 12th, and 13th, M.\ W-‘. S. J. 
Quinn,- Grand Master. One hundred and eighty-one lodges 
represented; two hundred and ninety-five On the roll. Five 
past grand masters present; our representative absent. 

Five dispensations for new lodges. Membership eighteen 
thousand, seven hundred, and forty-nine; gain eight hundred 
and twenty-four. Receipts $18,196.50. 

The deaths of Bro. R. E. Withers, Bro. R. T. Craighill, 
anci Bro. W. H. Lambert, past grand masters, and Bro. W. 
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C. Wilkinson, grand tyler for a quarter of a century, were 
announced. 

The portraits are of the grand master elect and the three 
past grand masters. 

There is nothing new in the thirty rulings reported; the 
temple debt was stated at $47,500 ; four charters were granted, 
and three dispensations continued ; no action was taken on the 
Washington peace resolutions; the grand treasurer was au- 
thorized to charge fifty cents for affixing .the grand lodge seal 
to a diploma, but what business has that officer with it any- 
way; paintings of the two patron saints were presented by a 
worshipful master, the work of his father ; . recognition was 
extended to Saskatchewan and Queensland; an interesting 
history of St. John’s Lodge No. 36 is given as an appendix; 
and the reports of the home state maintenance 'at $9,668.68, 
but not the number of inmates. 

The report on foreign correspondence was written by the 
grand master elect, whom we are glad to see still heads the 
committee, notwithstanding the added responsibilities now 
devolving upon him. He says : 

The grand master’s address plunged into business so quickly as 
to leave us little to quote. 

Bro. Irving Todd reviewed Virginia, 1906. He summarizes in 
most condensed form, and gives our views, but fails to comment as 
much as we could wish. 

To the best of our recollection Virginia has had a full 
share of comment in the past five or six years. 

We do not agree with Bro. Eggleston in his definition of 
the word congregate. It refers to the assembling- of the 
brethren for a meeting, not to the mere act of calling the 
lodge to order. See review of Maryland. 

Neither do we think a grand lodge should lay the corner 
stone of a bank or any other building not intended solely for 
public purposes.

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WASHINGTON, 1908. 

The fifty -first annual communication was held at Tacoma, 
June 16th, 17th, and 18th, M-'- W.'. R. C. McAllaster, Grand 
Master. One hundred and forty-nine lodges represented ; one 
hundred and fifty-one on the roll. Thirteen past grand mas- 
ters present, including our representative. 

Ten dispensations for new lodges, two of them in Alaska; 
one charter surrendered. Membership twelve thousand, two 
hundred, and thirty-seven ; gain thirteen hundred and thirty- 
four. Receipts, $12,542. 

The portrait is that of the grand master. 

The address is a readable presentation of affairs masonic 
in that jurisdiction, with two local rulings; a telegram of 
greetings was sent to the aged grand chaplain, absent by rea- 
son of infirmities; a past deputy grand master of 1861 was 
kindly welcomedHthe grand lodge was called to refreshment 
while a special deputy laid a corner stone in another town; 
an address on Brotherly Love was delivered by Bro. H. R. 
Coleman, but not printed; the. Traveling Trowel was received 
by a local lodge the first evening; ten district deputies were 
provided for ; a programme was adopted for the celebration 
of their semi-centennial at Olympia, Dec. 7th and 8th, with an 
appropriation of $2,000 for expenses; the prohibition legisla- 
tion was amended so as not to apply to .masons who were in 
the liquor business prior to June 1st, 1897; the real property 
of the grand lodge was placed in charge of the finance com- 
mittee; an eloquent address was delivered by Bro. W. H. 
Acuff, grand orator, deserving of general circulation among 
the craft; Saskatchewan and Queensland were recognized; 
the proposed purchase of a home site was vetoed by the finance 
committee; ten charters were granted; a banquet was served 
by one of the local lodges ; a grand historian was provided for ; 
several pioneer masons of territorial days were fraternally 
greeted; a past grand master of Iowa was cordially received 
as a visitor; the proposition of an advisory committee consist- 
ing of all past grand masters of ten years’ standing was re- 
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ferred to the finance committee, to report next year ; thanks 
were tendered the local brethren for courtesies; a resolution 
limiting representation in the grand lodge to the grand officers, 
past grand masters, and lodge representatives was referred 
to a special committee, with a year to consider it ; a committee 
was appointed to make arrangements for the reception of 
visiting brethren at the Seattle exposition; and a jewel and 
apron were presented to the retiring grand master. 

An interesting and valuable report on correspondence was 
again presented by Bro. S. J. Chadwick, with a two page re- 
view of Minnesota, m which he says : 

Grand Master Gustav Widell submits purely a business document 
for his annual address; a simple statement devoid of rhetoric and 
philosophy. 

This jurisdiction suffered the loss of its efficient grand secretary 
on June 7th, 1907. He was buried with the honors of the fraternity. 
He had served in the office of grand secretary for thirty years. He 
was deeply loved by his brethren. His life was an inspiration; his 
death was untimely, but his work has been well done. 

A scholarly oration was delivered by Bro. A. O. Eberhart. It 
is worthy of reprodxiction, but, of course, our space will not permit. 
The following is an evidence of its elevated tone. 

Bro. Irving Todd submits a report on correspondence of less 
than one hundred pages, in which he manages to get in a deal of 
comment. * * * Bro. Todd epitomizes everything of interest oc- 
curring in our last report. * * * We regret that Bro. Todd is 

not allowed greater space by his grand lodge. 

There is no limit to our space, as we have all that the 
writer cares to use. Neither does any one know how many 
pages the report will fill, being necessarily written in piece- 
meals, until the forms are finally made up. 

Bro. Chadwick is of the opinion that it is fitting and proper 
for the brethren to attend church in a body on St. John’s Day, 
but without masonic clothing; '.that a grand lecturer should 
be the last to encourage the cipher; that jurisdiction cannot 
be waived over a profane ; that a grand lodge should not be 
convened to receive a traveling trowel ; that a sojourning mason 
can be tried for the commission of any act proscribed by the 
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grand lodge by-laws ; that surety bonds are so drawn about 
with conditions as to provide ample excuse for non-payment; 
that it won’t be long before a mason who expects to travel in 
foreign countries will have to devote a week to his credentials; 
and that a non-affiliate becomes such because he has no real 
love for masonry.

Tyler reelected Grand Secretary; both of Tacoma; Bro. S. J. 
Chadwick, Colfax,', -committee on correspondence. 

WEST VIRGINIA, 1907. 

The forty-third annual communication was held at Parkers- 
burg, Nov. 13th and 14th, M.\ W.'. T. G. Strickler, Grand 
Master. One hundred and thirty-one lodges represented ; one 
hundred and thirty-four on the roll. Eleven past grand mas- 
ters and our representative present. 

One dispensation for a new lodge. Membership eleven 
thousand, seven hundred, and seventy-eight ; gain seven hun- 
dred and ninety-one. Receipts $8,912.39. 

The death of Bro. George Davis, past grand master, was 
announced. 

The portraits are of the grand master elect and the grand 
chaplain. 

The address is a detailed presentation of local matters, with 
two rulings called out by their recent prohibition legislation; 
recognition was extended to Valle de Mexico and Saskatche- 
wan, fraternal relations were resumed with Hamburg, and de- 
clined with Greece, Brazil, Paraguay, and Chili; a committee 
was appointed to receive propositions for the location of the 
temple; the doctrine of perpetual jurisdiction was reaffirmed- 
a banquet was served by the local lodge; a jewel was present- 
ed to the retiring grand master; the salary of the grand secre- 
tary was increased to $900, and of the chairman of the com- 
mittee on foreign correspondence to $300 ; $200 was appropriat- 
ed for the annual banquet, a raise of $50 ; four charters were 
granted ; and a vote of thanks was tendered to the local breth- 
ren for their entertainment, 
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The report on foreign correspondence was again submitted 
by the grand secretary, with over five pages given to a compre- 
hensive review of Minnesota for 1907, from which the follow- 
ing quotations are taken : 

Four half tone cuts embellish the volume for this year of the 
grand lodge proceedings of Minnesota; one of Thomas Morris, grand 
master, who advertises that “he’s a shriner” by the crescent and 
sword pin on the lapel of his coat. 

The annual address of the grand master was a short business 
document, devoid of “frills and flounces,” in which he rendered a 
terse account of his year's stewardship. 

This was the thirtieth consecutive annual communication at which 
Bro. Montgomery officiated either as grand or assistant grand secre- 
tary. He said in the preliminary remarks of his report that he had 
“been favored by a kind Providence w r ith better health during the 
past year than for many previous years, and therefore have been able 
to give to the duties of my office a full share of time and energy as 
it was possible,” no doubt not contemplating that this was his last 
and final report, as it really was, for on the 7th of June, 1907, his 
gentle spirit took its flight, his labors on earth were ended. 

Bro. Owen Morris, grand orator, “delivered a thoughtful ad- 
dress,” which is published with the proceedings. 

The creditable report oh foreign correspondence is by Bro. 
Irving Todd, and the amount of information and masonic reading that 
he has squeezed into its ninety-two pages shows that no mistake is 
made either in his many re-appointments on the committee, or his 
selection as the writer of the review of the several grand lodges. West 
Virginia meets with fraternal and brotherly treatment in a review 
of nearly three pages in length of our 1905 proceedings. 

Bro. Howard does not believe in the past master’s degree ; 
neither do we as it is practiced in West Virginia.

W.'. H. R. Howard, Point Pleasant, reelected Grand Secre- 
tary. 


WISCONSIN, 1908. 

The sixty-fourth annual communication was held at Mil- 
waukee, June 9th, 10th, and nth, M.'. W.'. S. M. Marsh, 
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Grand Master. Two hundred and forty-one lodges represent- 
ed; two hundred and fifty-seven on the roll. Fourteen past 
grand masters present, our representative included. 

Two dispensations for new lodges. Membership, twenty- 
three thousand, nine hundred, and seventy-four ; gain, one thou- 
sand. Receipts, $12,890. 

The deaths of Bro. G. W. Washburn and Bro. Myron Reed, 
past grand masters, were announced. 

The portraits are of the two deceased brethren. 

The address was a very readable paper, far above the aver- 
age ; fifty-two special dispensations were issued to waive con- 
stitutional provisions, at $5 per; it is hoped that the monetary 
consideration is not the reason for retaining them ; eight local 
rulings were submitted, one failing of approval; the revised 
constitution, code, and ritual was adopted ; two charters and 
one dispensation were gra'nted ; an appropriation of $500 was 
made to the committee on revision; a jewel was presented to 
a past grand master ; and a letter of sympathy forwarded to 
another not present. 

Bro. Aldro Tenks prepared another excellent report on for- 
eign correspondence, of which Minnesota fills two pages. He 
objects to the dispensation permitting a lodge to reinstate a 
dying brother at a special communication as a mischievous 
precedent, forgetting that we have a still worse one on record. 
The rulings are commended, but not the practice of promotions 
in elections, although Wisconsin does the same. Still main- 
tains that the presence of a charter is a modern innovation, riot 
found in the ancient constitutions. Of 1 course not, for the rea- 
son that none had ever been issued. When the need of such 
a document became apparent, the requirement of its presence 
at lodge meetings naturally followed. 

Bro. Jenks holds that a lodge is hardly justified in fixing 
its dues at $1 per annum, a fact which our own lodge has dis- 
covered and rectified; that changing the grand master every 
year has a tendency to bring political methods into the grand 
lodge, and we are not going to dispute that point with a Wis- 
consin past grand master ; that the publication of a cipher is 
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a most flagrant violation of masonic obligations ; that a masonic 
lodge has no place in a funeral conducted by some other or- 
ganization ; that it is not well for masons, as such, to organize 
mutual benefit societies; that masonry is a religion without a 
creed ; that documentary evidence is entirely unnecessary and 
contrary to the time honored customs of the fraternity; and 
that a masonic home is not an essential part of the parapher- 
nalia of a grand lodge.

WYOMING; 1908. 

The thirty-fourth annual communication \Vas held at Sheri- 
dan, Sept. 2d, If.'. W.‘. F. S. King, Grand Master. Twenty- 
two lodges represented; twenty-five on the roll. Three past 
grand masters present. 

Three dispensations for new lodges. Membership two 
thousand, two hundred, and sixty-eight ; gain one hundred 
and sixty-six. Receipts $2,998. 

The portrait is that of the grand master elect. 

Seven local decisions were reported ; the home fund was 
stated at $1,634! three' charters were granted; an amend- 
ment to the by-laws requires a residence of twelve months in 
the jurisdiction before -reception of a petition for the degrees; 
lodges were prohibited from receiving a petition from or con- 
ferring the degrees upon any one engaged in the sale of Eh 
toxicating liquors ; thanks were returned to the local lodge for 
their hospitable entertainment ; the committee on appeals and 
grievances was made a standing committee; lodge secretaries 
were required to issue certificates of good standing to mem- 
bers upon payment of dues ; the by-laws were amended so that 
brethren may apply to another lodge for affiliation without 
first obtaining a dirnit; and a jewel was presented to the re- 
tiring grand master. 

The report on foreign correspondence was presented by the 
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grand secretary, his twenty-third. It is a creditable effort. 
The following extracts are taken from the review of ■ Min- 
nesota : 

Thus another honored and revered grand secretary died in the 
harness, and we extend to his family, friends, and the masons of 
Minnesota our sincere sympathies in the great loss they have sus- 
tained. 

We notice that the grand lodge voted and decided not to build 
a masonic home, but has directed the incorporation of such project 
outside of the grand lodge. Unless the latter has and can at all 
times completely control such corporation it had better drop the 
whole business like a hot potato, as a few precedents are not very 
encouraging along lines of grand lodge protection. 

Bro. Irving Todd has another of his valuable reports in the 
proceedings, in which he does not fail to notice Wyoming in a favor- 
able way. , , 

Bro. Kuykendall maintains that a lodge cannot waive juris- 
diction over a profane without permission of the grand mas- 
ter; that grand lodge recognition should precede visitation or 
affiliation; that the fellow craft should wear his apron with 
the corner turned up; that the right of objection is inherent in 
every member; and that documentary evidence is an absolute 
necessity.

These reports were referred to the Auditing Committee, who re- 
ported “Audited and Approved,” and signed Andrew P. Swanstrom 
and William H. Harries. 
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The committee appointed one year ago to secure more ample 
accommodations for our Association, asked for further time before 
making report, which was granted. 

A communication was read from Bro. Archie Guthrie, of St. Paul 
Lodge No. 3, saying that it was uncertain whether he would be able 
to be present at the annual feast, and enclosing a check for $5.00.

My Brothers: 

I have been requested to welcome you into our Veteran Asso- 
ciation. The; notice is short, but I have been told that my remarks 
need not be long; I shall therefore be very brief. I bid every one 
of you a cordial and fraternal welcome into this Masonic Veteran 
Association, which is unique in its character, and the pioneer organi- 
zation of this kind; and I am glad to say it is yearly becoming more 
and more popular with our Masonic Brethren; we have now, I think, 
over six hundred members. 

There was an old preacher once who told some boys of the 
Bible lesson he was going to read in the morning. The boys, find- 
ing the place, glued together the connecting pages. The next morn- 
ing he read at the bottom of one page, “When Noah was one hun- 
dred and twenty years old he took unto himself a wife who was” — ■ 
then turning the page — “140 cubits long, 40 cubits wide, built of 
gopher wood, and covered with pitch mside and out.” He was 
naturally puzzled at this. He read it again, verified it, and then 
said: "My friends, this is the first time I ever met this in the Bible, 
but I accept this as an evidence of the assertion that we are fear- 
fully and' wonderfully made.” If I could get you to hold such faith 
tonight I could proceed cheerfully to the task I otherwise approach 
with a sense of consecration. 

Thoreau, in some place, at some time, said: “A boy gathers 
material for a temple and when he is thirty years old, concludes to 
build a woodshed. Unlike this boy, the originators of this Veteran 
Association builded better than they knew, and our brethren have in 
their years of joy and adversity, sunshine and shadow, builded char- 
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acter. There is not, I think much merit in a man who is goo;l be- 
cause he has to be. It is only those who can meet temptation and 
overcome it that are entitled to the glory. We should imitate the 
ancient operative Masons who were enjoined to “Build so that these 
walls to coming generations, your strength, your skill, your faithful- 
ness, may tell; that all may say as future ages view them, ‘The men 
of old built well, built well.’ ” 

You will find the members of this Association fit companions 
with whom it will be a pleasure to mingle and converse. Although 
they have gray hairs, you will find them with young hearts. Here’s 
our kid brother, William P. Murray; he will say perhaps when he 
next meets you, “What do you know?’’, and if you should happen to 
reply, “nothing,” he will probably respond that, “you have held youi 
own.” 

We hope that when our new' Masonic Temple is completed in 
St. Paul, that there will be a room set apart for our Brethren of 
this Association, where they can meet when they come to this city, 
for fraternal converse; to listen to the' Stories of our early pioneer 
days, from our Brother Murray, and others, and to associate with 
our urban brothers of the Tw'in Cities. 

I now, in furtherance of our hearty welcome, present to you 
and each of you this loving cup, filled with the wine of joy and 
nourishment, and ask each of you to take a drink therefrom, as all 
our venerable brethren who have preceded you, have done; and this 
reminds me of an incident that happened down South during the 
Civil War. 

A comrade went into the interior, miles from camp, and ob- 
tained a canteen of wdiiskey, and in going back to camp, he and some 
friends he met, drank it almost to the bottom. He was desirous of 
taking back to his tentmate and comrade who shared his blanket with 
him a little of what he had left. When he met him he said: “Bill, 1’ 
have got something good here,” and handed him the canteen. Bill 
took it, put it to his lips and began drinking. Jus then, “Jim,” his 
tentmate, thought he would like one more drink himself, so he said, 
“Bill, that is mighty precious liquor,” but Bill was oblivious to any 
remarks, and let it gurgle down; so “Jim” says, “Bill, that is the 
best that was ever made; I gave ten dollars for that canteen full, 
but “Jim” let it run down his throat until every drop was gone, and 
handing the empty canteen back, he said; “Bill it was worth it; 
so I say that I hope that in joining this Association, you will find 
that it is worth it. Again I cordially welcome you to this Associa- 
tion. 

The President appointed Bros. William H. Harries, Henry R. 
Wells and A. D. Countryman, a Committee! on Nominations to 
present names of brethren to fill the several offices for the coming 
year. They reported as follows: 
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For President, Thos. C. Clark, of Stillwater; 

For First Vice President, Wm. Pitt Murray, of St. Paul; 

For Second Vice President, Wm. Baird Patton, of Duluth; 

For Treasurer, Israel B. B. Sprague, of St. Paul; 

For Secretary, Giles W. Merrill, of St. Paul; 

For Marshal, George Markert, of St. Paul. 

The Association authorized Bro. Harries to cast the unanimous 
vote of the Association for these nominees. 

The President then gave his address: 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Venerable Brethren: 

For the fifth time I deliver my annual address as President of 
your Venerable body. 

It is needless to say that I hold this honor in the same esteem 
as the illustrious founder of the Association, second to none in the 
gift of the fraternity of Minnesota. 

My only regret is, my inability to live up to the privileges and 
duties of the position. All that I can say is that I have always de- 
preciated my fitness for the position and have only had to offer my 
whole hearted support of our Association. 

Again, as in the past, I have endeavored to complete the history 
of our early lodges. All below No. 20 have been heard from except 
Nos. 8, 14 and 17, and after many years of effort the following is 
the result. No. 8 will probably be heard from in the near future; 
Wapaliasa reports through its Secretary, that if the Association will 
pay for it, the Secretary will furnish some statistical information. 
The Secretary has been informed tnat if Wapahasa No. 14 wishes to 
have any recognition in the Archives of our Association, that the 
material therefor, must be furnished without cost to the Association. 

The records of No. 17 at Hokah are in the hands of the Grand 
Lodge of Minnesota. Such matters as can be rescued from the 
ashes of a Lodge, will appear in a future number of our proceedings. 
What a travesty on the effort to perpetuate the records of our early 
Lodges is the response to the request for the same. Instead of a 
hearty co-operation in perpetuating the records of early Masonry, we 
receive the dictum, we will furnish some statistical information of 

our Lodge if you will pay for it. 

In my opinion no further effort should be made to secure the 
history of . the early Lodges. Eventually we can secure some facts 
from the records of these Lodges as they are registered m the office 
of the Grand Secretary. 
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MEMBERSHIP. 

While it is desirable to increase our membership from year to 
year to at least the extent of fifty new members, we are not prepared 
at present to receive at our annual meetings all those eligible to 
membership in our Association, which is now something over two 
thousand; but, however, it is desirable that we include in our mem- 
bership those members of our early Lodges whose span of life is 
nearly run, and whose memories we would like to perpetuate in our 
records, especially such brethren as are eligible to honorary member- 
ship by reason of having been fifty years or more a Master Mason. 
These necessarily are not confined to the early Lodges, andi every 
Lodge should be proud of the opportunity to enroll on our list any 
whose names are not already on our roll of honor. Necessarily the 
older Lodges have the most eligible members. 

To give an idea of how many have embraced the opportunity to 
join our Association, I will give the number of members and the or- 
der in which the early Lodges stand, up to and including the year 
1907.

No special effort has been made during the last two years to 
secure members. The time has come prophesied by Brother Metcalf, 
when membership is sought rather than solicited. However, I shall 
reiterate that we very much desire to secure the application of those 
whose span of life is drawing to a close, that we may perpetuate their 
memories in our records. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

In order to divide the work more equitably, I would recommend 
the appointment of an historian, which lapsed in the death of our 
brother, W. H. Grant, and a necrologist, as these two items consti- 
tute a large part of the work of the Association. 

I would) further recommend that in order that the best interests 
of this Association be conserved, that a nominating committee of 
three be appointed early in the proceedings of our annual meeting 
by the President., 

Further, in years gone by, the Annual Feast of this Association 
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has been" held at the conclusion of our business meeting, and the 
proceedings connected therewith have been prolonged to such a late 
hour that many of our members have been obliged to leave before 
they were concluded', in order to reach their homes. To obviate this, 
and in my opinion, to present a plan which will prove beneficial to 
all the members of our Association, I recommend that our Annual 
Feast be held at the hour of six-thirty p. m., to be followed by the 
business meeting. 

In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge my indebtedness to our 
venerable brothers, W. P. Murray, First Vice President; Giles W. 
Merrill, Secretary, and I. B. B. Sprague, Treasurer, for their in- 
valuable services, and to Brother Birmingham for his watchful care 
over our creature comforts, and to all the brethren who have cheer- 
fully contributed in making our annual meetings both pleasant and 
profitable.

Nothing so admonishes us of our approaching end, as the in- 
creasing number of names of our departed brethren presented at 
each recurring annual meeting. First on the list among those un- 
reported in 1907 is that of 

CHARLES C. GOODNOW. 

An active member, who joined' this Association on Jan. 1 1, 1894, 
being No. no on our roster. 

We have no data in regard to his life except such as is furnished 
by his application. 

From that we learn that he was born in Worcester, Mass., on 
Aug. 1, 1845. That he was a publisher by profession, was made a 
Master Mason in Blue Earth Lodge No. 57 on Feb. 2d, 1872; at the 
time of his application was a member of Quarry Lodge No. 148, 
Pipestone, Minn., Triune Chapter of Pipestone, and Luverne Com- 
mandery, Luverne, Minn. He served in the Civil war as a private 
of Co. “K,” 30th Wis. Infantry; also as register of deed's of Pipe- 
stone Co., Minn.; was a Presbyterian in religious belief, and died at 
Seattle, Washington, some time early in 1907. 

BENJAMIN R. J. THAXTER. 

An active member, was born at Machias, Maine, and died at 
Minneapolis, Minn., March 4, 1907. 

He was made a Master Mason in Minneapolis Lodge No. 19, 
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March i, 1869, and remained a member of the same to the time of his 
death. 

He was a member of St. John’s Chapter No. 9, Minneapolis Coun- 
cil No. 2, Zion Commandery No. 2, Minneapolis Consistory No. 2 
and'Zurah Temple A. A. O. N. M. S. 

He served in the war of the Rebellion and was a Congregation- 
alist in religious belief. 

NEWTON TYLER HUME. 

No. 438, an active member, was born in Riga, N. Y., Aug. T. 
1831. 

He was made a Master Mason in Eureka Lodge No. 366, Union 
City, Penn., Jan. 18, 1866. 

At the time of his application, June 30, 1902, he was a member 
of Minneapolis Lodge No. 19, St. John’s Chapter and Zion Com- 
mandery K. T., all of Minneapolis. He was a Past Master, Presby- 
terian in religious belief, and died in Minneapolis, March 29, 1907-

JONATHAN D. SPRAGUE. 


No. 129, an active member, was born in Murray, Orleans Co., 
New York, March 6, 1848, was made a Master Mason in Murray 
Lodge No. 380, Holly, N. Y., Dec. 23, 1873, and died in the same 
place July 5, 1907. 

He was made a member of Mt. Lebanon Chapter No. 47 and 
Bethel Commandery No. 19, both of Morris, Minn. No other par- 
ticulars in regard to his life are available. 

AID COLLINS. 

No. 377, an active member, was born in Brown Co., Ohio. In- 
itiated in New Vienna Lodge Noi< 160, Jan. 2, 1872, and made a Mas- 
ter Mason on April 29, 1874. 

At the time of his application to our Association, he was a mem- 
ber of Minneapolis Lodge No. 19, Hillsboro Chapter No. 40 an^. 
Columbus Council No. 8, both of Ohio. 

He was a member of the band of the 5th Regt. Virginia Volun- 
teer Infantry, and a private in Co. “K,” i62d Ohio Volunteer In- 
fantry during the Civil War. Unitarian in belief and a member of 
John A. Rawlins Post No. 126, G. A. R., Minnesota, 

He died in Minneapolis, Nov< 7, 1907. 
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FRANKLIN A. WELLES. 

Hon. No. 47, was born in Pompey, New York, Dec. 3, 1831, and 
died Nov. 11, 1907, at Plainview, Minn. 

He was initiated Feb. 21, 1853, arid raised a Master Mason in 
March of the same year. 

At the time of his application he was a' member of Illustrious 
Lodge No. 63 of Plainview, Minn., Relief Chapter R. A. M., Wa- 
basha, and Lake City Commandcry No. 6, at Lake City, Minn. 

He had held the office of W. M. for five terms, was past High 
Priest, and an Episcopalian by profession. 

Descended from the early pioneers of this country, Sir. 'Thomas 
Welles, a Colonial Governor of Connecticut, being' his ancestor, and 
his great-grandfather on his mother’s side being a captain in the Rev- 
olution, he came of good stock. 

His early years were spent in teaching in his native state and in 
the schools of Wisconsin and Minnesota. In 186™ he moved to 
Sparta, Wis., and in 1863 came to Wabasha Count?, Minnesota, and 
a few years later to a farm in the vicinity of Plainview, Minnesota, 
and still later became a resident of that city. 

He was the first Worshipful Master of Illustrious Lodge No. 63, 
being one of the founders. During President Cleveland’s adminis- 
tration he served as Postmaster and held other offices of trust. 

Genial, courteous, with a pleasing personality, he identified him- 
self with all the interests of his adopted home, and passed away 
leaving a record of modest but faithful service which endeared him 
to all who knew him. 

TISDALE EDDY FELLOWS. 

No. 448, an active member, was born in Stillwater, New York, 
on Dec. 21, 1845, and died in Stillwater, Minn.. Feb. I, 1908. 

Brother Fellows came of good stock, and was a member of a 
brilliant family. John R. Fellows, of New York, was a brother, the 
wife of the late Hon. J. N. Castle, of Stillwater, a sister; another 
brother, W. H. Fellows, has recently followed him to the “Far Coun- 
try,” and he is survived by two sisters. Coming to Stillwater, Minn., 
in the late ’70’s, he engagedi in the lumber business with the late firm 
of Hersey, Bean & Brown, and with varying connections, followed 
this line of business until the time of his death, at that time being 
the manager of the Consolidated Lumber Co. of Stillwater. 

He had been married twice, surviving both wives, but leaving no 
children. 

He was a charter member of Co, “K,” First Regt. M. N. G., in 
which he served six years. 
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An adherent and valued member of the Episcopal Church, and a 
respected citizen. 

Made a Mason in Mount Zion Lodge No. 311, of Troy, N. Y., 
on Feb. 3, 1875; on coming to Stillwater, he affiliated .with St. John’s 
Lodge No. I, of which he was W. M. in 1883. A member of Wash- 
ington R. A. Chapter No. 17, in which he served as King, he passed 
to his rest in an esteem which was voiced locally as follows: 

“Tisdale E. Fellows was a light, yes a model of good citizenship. 
He was one of those who hewed to the line. During all his resi- 
dence here, he was a force for good; modest, unassuming, a thinker, 
his influence has always been for the right. His education had been 
liberal and his literary attainments were not small, the latter he util- 
ized when occasion called, and they were invariably made the vehicle 
to serve some good purpose. 

He leaves behind him many friends, who have all these years 
appreciated his sterling qualities, and who deeply regret the passing 
of their friend, comrade and brother.

OWEN T. SWETT. 

No. 194, was born in Limerick, York Co., Maine, on Sept. 27, 
1831, and died in Minneapolis, Feb. 19, 1908. 

Initiated Jan. 15, passed Feb. 7, and raised Feb. 21, 1859, in 
Cataract No. 2, he became a member of St. Anthony Chapter No. 3, 
Adoniram Councii No. 5, Darius Commandery No. 7, and Zurah 
Temple, all of Minneapolis. 

He had served as Treasurer of Cataract Lodge for sixteen years, 
of his Chapter for six years, and of the Commandery for twenty-five 
years. 

He came to St. Anthony Falls in 1856 and for more than half a 
century was identified with the business interests of Minneapolis. 

He was the oldest director of the First National Bank, had 
served as alderman, and with his son conducted the largest mercantile 
establishment of the kind on the East Side. 

He was an adherent of and earnest worker in the First Congre- 
gational Church. He is survived by a wife, a son, Arthur H., and a 
daughter, Mrs. George T. Huey. 

BRADLEY PETTI E CHENEY. 

No. 257, died at Eden, Minn., March 25, 1908. 

The following sketch was prepared by his friend and fellow Ma- 
sonic worker, P. G. M. A. D. Countryman. 

Bradley Pettie Cheney was born in Washington,. Orange 
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County, Vermont, October 26, 1832. In 1856 he came to 

Minnesota, and settled near Mantorville, Dodge County, 
where he lived for some years, when he removed to Pine 
Island, Minnesota, and was the proprietor of the stage line running 
between that place and Red Wing for several years. In 1877, he 
removed to Appleton, Minn., and settled on a farm near town, where 
he resided until 1896, when he returned to Dodge County, and con- 
ducted his farm at Helen until his death, which occurred on Wednes- 
day, March 25th, 1908. He had a pair of young horses in a stall, 
which were quarreling. He went into the stall between the horses 
to quiet them, when, in some manner unknown, he was knocked down 
and trampled upon by the infuriated animals, being frightfully man- 
gled, and dying from his injuries in a few minutes after being re- 
moved. 

He was made a Mason in Mystic Tie Lodge No. 37, at Pine 
Island, Minn., June 28th, 1865, afterwards becoming a member of 
Herman No. 41, Zumbrota. He was the founder and first Master of 
Appleton Lodge No. 137, and was an active worker and took a keen 
interest in Masonic matters. 

He was a man of rough exterior, but had a kind heart and many 
friends. He was twice married, and was the father of three children, 
all of whom preceded him to the other shore. 

He was buried at Appleton on March 29, by Appleton Lodge, 
the full Masonic service being used, and the funeral was attended 
by more than fifty Masons. 

(He was also at one time a member of Zumbrota Royal Arch 
Chapter, but I think had been dropped from the rolls.) 


CHESTER GOSS LTIGBEE. 

No. 70, a prominent and beloved member of this association, 
which he early joined, passed away April 3, 1908, at his home in St 
Paul. 

Born at Pike, Wyoming Co., New York, Aug. 5, 1835, at the age 
of eleven he moved with his parents to Jefferson, Wis. He received 
his early education in the public schools, and later taught school an^ 
attended the Academies at Fort Atkinson, Fox Lake and River. Falls, 
Wis. He studied for his profession at Hahnemann Medical College, 
Chicago, and also at the college of Physicians and Sqrgcons at St. 
Louis, and later at the Clinics of Berlin, Birmingham and London. 

He was regarded as one of the leading men in his school, the 
Homeopathic. J . ' 

In 1871 he organized the firs) -Homeopathic Society in St. Paul. 
He had been Vice-President of the American Institute of Ilomeop- 
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shooters (Berdans U. S. S. S.) and was discharged for disability 
Oct. 22, 1862. 

He had served as Notary Public in Wisconsin for two and one- 
half years, and also as a member of the St. Paul Board of Education. 
In religious belief he was an “old style” Universalist. By predelic- 
tion an historian. His life work was found as Assistant Historian of 
the Minnesota Historical Society, which he served as custodian of 
the newspaper files for thirty-one years. 

He was not a familiar sight to the frequenters of the rooms of 
the Society, but as a faithful custodian of the same and as an epi- 
tome of the history pf the State, as recorded in his charge, he was a 
veritable Encyclopedia of information pertaining to the history of 
the State. A gentleman of the old school, courteous in manner, 
devoted to his work, a valuable asset to the State, he has passed to 
his reward known by few, respected by many, his life work well done. 

JOHN YOUNG REEVE. 

Hon. No. 43, was born at Morristown, N. J., April 4, 1820. The 
youngest of six children of Ezekiel and Mary Young Reeve, both 
parents dying when he was about a year old, when he became the 
care of his Grandmother Young and later of his uncle, John Young, 
a leather merchant of Newark, N. J., where he learned the harness 
maker’s trade. At the age of twenty-three he moved to Mt. Vernon, 
Ohio, where he was made a Mason in Mt. Zion -Lodge No. 9 in 
1845. In Mt. Vernon he learned the shoe-making trade. In 1846 he 
married Ellen Jane McGrady and became the father of seven children. 

In 1879 he came to St. Paul where he has since made his/ home, 
and where he died on Sept. 13, 1908, at the age of eighty-eight years, 
five months and ten days. He was in the employ of the Gotzian 
Shoe Company for twenty years, but owing to failing health, gave 
up the trade in his eightieth year. 

He enlisted in Co. “K,” 147th Ohio Vol. Inf., May, 1864, and 
was discharged in September, 1864. He was a member of Garfield 
Post No. 8, G. A. RP^Dept. of Minnesota. 

He served as a Justice of the Peace in Mt. Vernon, Ohio, and 
was a Methodist by persuasion. 

A shoe-maker by trade, but a gentleman by instinct, he was a 
good citizen, indulgent parent and faithful friend; he reverenced 
Christianity, and held Masonry in the highest esteem. He was a 
valued member of this Association, 
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FREDERICK WILLIAM LULEY. 

No. 335, was born in Germany in 1830. He was made a Master 
Mason in Ancient Landmark Lodge, May 30, 1872. 

He had no other Masonic affiliation. At an early age he came 
to this country and engaged in the abattoir business in Buffalo, 
New York. , 

Shortly after the Civil war he came to St. Paul and established 
the Luley Abattoir Co., 567 North Chestnut St., which business he 
continued until his death, which occurred very suddenly on Nov. 23, 
1908. He leaves a widow, one son and three daughters, beside his 
brethren, to mourn his loss. 

JOHN ALBERT SCHLENER 

No. 281, was born in Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 24, 1856, and died 
near Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 5, 1908. 

Made a Master Mason in Minneapolis No. 19, Aug. 1, 1877, a 
member of St. John’s Chapter No. 9, Minneapolis Council No. 2, 
Minneapolis Mounted Comniandery No. 23, Minneapolis Consistory 
No. 2, Zurah Temple, all of Minneapolis. 

An active member of the fraternity from the date of his raising, 
the list of offices held, and of his Masonic activities would fill many 
pages. Suffice it to say that he had served through all the sub- 
ordinate offices and had risen to be Grand Commander K. T., Minr 
nesota, and Deputy Inspector General A. A. S. R. In all of the 
offices held and in every branch of Masonry in which his activity was 
manifest, he added luster to the order. 

An active participant in municipal affairs, he had served on the 
Park, Library and School Boards. Brother Schlener was born to 
a life of service, and into the fifty-three years of his life he had 
crowded more work for the order and for humanity than is given to 
most men. Survived by a wife and two children, a mother and one 
brother, he is mourned not only by them, but by the brethren of our 
Association and the order throughout the ■State. 

WILLIAM D. CORNISH. 

No. 227, was born at Middleboro, Mass., April 29, 1849, and died 
in Chicago, 111 *' Nov. 7, 1908. 

The son of William Otis and Susanna Bennett Cornish, in his 
eighth year he removed with his parents to New York. He read law 
in the office of Hotchkiss & Seymony, of Binghamton, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in his twenty-first year, 
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He was made a Mason in King Solomon’s Lodge No. 44, at 
Shakopee, Minn., March 25, 1872, in which he held the office of J. W. 
and Secretary, also G. S. B. of the Grand Lodge of Minnesota. 

Born in Massachusetts, Brother Lincoln removed to Cleveland, 
Ohio, in 1849, where he married Miss Lois L. Bingham. In 1855 he 
resigned his position as Master Mechanic of the C. C. & L. Ry. of 
Cleveland, and removed to Shakopee, Minnesota, and erected a saw 
mill, and later went into the manufacture of lime. 

He was the first station agent for the Minnesota Valley Railroad, 
now the Omaha, at Shakopee. He removed to Muncie, Ind., in 1905, 
where his death occurred as stated. As a tribute to his memory and 
out of respect to his son, E.B. Lincoln, general manager of the corn- 
pan}', the traffic of the Muncie & Portland Traction Co. was suspend- 
ed for the period of three minutes, at the time of his burial. 

In accordance with the suggestion of the President, in his ad- 
dress, the Secretary was authorized to employ such assistance as 
might be necessary in mailing out notices of meetings, and of “Pro- 
ceedings” and other necessary clerical work. 

The Association also instructed the President to appoint an 
Historian and Necrologist, if advisable. 

The President appointed in this connection, Bro. Andrew P. 
Swanstrom of St. Paul, as Historian and as Necrologist, and Rev. 
Samuel G. Smith, D. D., as Chaplain.

The general business being finished at about 9 o’clock, the breth- 
ren to the number of about one hundred and sixty repaired to the 
banquet room, to participate in the gastronomic duties of the oc- 
casion. Having discharged these duties to the satisfaction and com- 
fort of all present, the regulation cob pipes were lighted, and the 
brethren prepared themselves to enjoy the literary and more in- 
tellectual part of the program. 

The principal address of the evening was given by Rev. Bro. 
Harry Noble Wilson, D. D., pastor of Central Presbyterian Church 
of St. Paul, as follows: 
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Mr. Toastmaster and Venerable Brethren: 

In the presence of the members of the Masonic Veteran Associa- 
tion of Minnesota on this your seventeenth annual reunion, it would 
seem to be most fitting to speak of that for which our ancient Or- 
ganization has ever stood: Man’s Supremacy and his Inherent Great- 
ness. To preserve that greatness, to lift up man to a higher plane 
of being, achievement and purpose, Masonry has ever toiled in 
ancient times and in modern times. 

For this sublime purpose Masonry has made large use of that 
which is deep implanted in every human breast, the repugnance toward 
solitary living. For man has gregarious instincts. The whale moves 
its great bulk slowly through icy seas alone; the lion roams over 
the African desert without a companion; the Greeks saw the great- 
wmgcd eagle cleaving the pure air in solitary flight, and called it 
the Oiorus,” the “Lone-Flyer;" and in the awful solitudes of the 
Andes the great Condor sits companionless. But man resembles 
none of these. He loves the company of others. He delights to 
find in human society both pleasure and recreation; and oppressed 
with sorrow and weighted down by woe eagerly he leaves his soli- 
tary lodging to hasten to the gathering place of men. Not only of 
the marriage relation, but of every relation in life are the words of 
the Almighty true: “It is not good for man to be alone.” He needs 
friends to help him bear his sorrow; he needs companions to take 
part in his pleasures; he needs those who are bound to him by 
various ties to enable him to walk upright and boldly along the ever- 
changing grades of the path of life. 

So from the very earliest times we find men uniting themselves 
into companies; grouping themselves into tribes; organizing into 
associations for many and varied purposes. To give strength, to 
obtain protection, to preserve freedom, to obtain happiness, to aid 
in the forming of noble manhood and exalted character, for these 
and many reasons more have men bound themselves together by 
pledge and promise and oath. 

Thus for religious purposes did the divinely appointed Church 
spring into being. Thus for reasons many and exalted did our an- 
cient Institution find its origin. 

If the purpose of the Institution in which you brethren have 
devotedly served for more than two decades at least, if that pur- 
pose be the exalted one of working in the quarry of life with well- 
adapted tools for the hewing out of character; is man, the object 
of such thought and work and care of sufficient worth to repay for 
all this care and labor? 

The Psalmist believed so, for writing by inspiration he says: 
“Thou hast made him a little lower than God.” Joseph Parker 
thought so, for he says: “Man is the second name on the register. 
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to realize his selfhood. He was meant to grasp the fact that he 
was king over every faculty, and passion, and impulse. It was in- 
tended by the Almighty that each man should say to himself: Here 
am I, created by God for a definite purpose; set down amid a bil- 
lion and a half of other men and women, exactly like none other 
of all the fifteen hundred millions swarming upon the globe today; 
therefore will I have the self-respect that is the corner-stone of all 
virtues; therefore will I make the best possible use of the peculiar 
faculties which are mine; therefore will I develop my capabilities 
and all the faculties of mind and body to the utmost; therefore will 
I consecrate them all to the service of humanity. 

We have often had it repeated that the great purpose of Ma- 
sonry is the development of character. From the beginning our In- 
stitution has been a great school for instruction in the things that 
make a man. And I am aware that tonight, you veterans in this 
School of the Mystic Tie value more than all else the hard-earned, 
lessons that have had their fruitage in the development of riper 
manhood.' You well remember that Horace Greeley, editor of the 
New York Tribune, died broken hearted, neglected; almost deserted, 
and that his dying words were: “Fame is a vapor; popularity an 
accident; riches take wings and fly away; those that cheer today will 
curse tomorrow; only one thing endures — character. ’ 

These words, if true, are vitally important. They are worth con- 
sideration for they come from the lips of a great man who expressed 
them in a solemn moment as representing the totality of life as he 
found it. “Life is a vapor.” Go into the tombs of Egyptian mon- 
archs. In pictures of brilliant hues, by hundreds of thousands they 
tell of the achievements and fame of the one who lies there en- 
tombed. But Time, with careless hand, has erased the memory of 
all attendant circumstances, and we smile at what we call the vain- 
glory of the one who thought thus to make his name and fame en- 
dure. 

The great naturalist Humboldt, while traveling in South America, 
came across a parrot, the only living thing that could speak the 
language of a once powerful tribe. The members of that tribe had 
been sadly reduced by war. The parrot was owned by one of the 
few remaining tribesmen and was taught the language. A pestilence 
swept away the human remnant, and a bird, which knew not the 
meaning of the words it chattered, alone kept alive the memory of 
that once powerful race. What an example of the nothingness of 
human achievement. 

“Popularity is an accident.” Horace Greeley had been im- 
mensely popular. He shared with his newspaper universal esteem. 
His commonsense words were read and repeated from Maine to 
Oregon, in the cultured city and on the rude frontier. Towns were 
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named- for him. He was looked upon as an oracle of wisdom. Crowds 
came to hear him lecture, and he frequently made in one winter’s 
course of public lectures the sum of $6,000, an almost fabulous sum 
in that day for such work. Yes, he had tasted all the sweets of popu- 
larity. But more than once he had had that experience which Mark 
Antony attributes to Caesar: 

“But yesterday, 

The word of Caesar might have stood against the world. 

Now lies he there, and none so poor 

To do him reverence.” 

More than once had he passed through that bitter experience 
which caused him on his deathbed to give utterance to the sorrow of 
a broken heart — a sorrow more bitter than his death-pangs: “Those 
who cheer today will curse tomorrow.” 

And said he, “Riches take wings.” 

No need to emphasize that truth! No need to lay stress upon 
this utterance in a city where in the past generation many a goodly 
fortune has been made and spent. No need to tell you Masonic Vet- 
erans that, who here have seen more than one man with wealth flow- 
ing in upon him one year, and when twelve months have rolled around, 
actually penniless. Not everyone has the remarkable faculty of get- 
ting rid of money such as Guy Bolding possessed, of whom it was 
said: “If you had turned a Euphrates River of Gold into his pock- 
ets at morning, they would have been as dry as the great Sahara 
Desert at noon.” 

But we have all seen enough of life to be able to nod assent to 
the saying of the Book of Books: “Riches certainly make themselves 
wings. They fly away as an eagle toward heaven.” 

If fame, popularity, riches — all such things are transient, evan- 
escent and fleeting, what then is the enduring and permanent? Is it 
not what Horace Greeley said — surely he ought to have known: 
“Only one thing endures :L/Character.’ Not what a man has makes 
him great, but what a man is — there lies his true greatness.” 

And because Masonry is one of the factors in the world today 
for the development of character, therefore I am glad to join with 
you Veterans in your expressions of allegiance to our honorable and 
ancient institution, for 

“The world wants men, large-hearted, manly men, 

Men who shall join its chorus and prolong 
The Psalm of Labor and the Psalm of Love. 

The age wants heroes, heroes who shall dare 
To struggle in the solid ranks of truth; 

To clutch the monster error by the throat; 
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There comes new cares and sorrows, 
Every year: 

Dark days and darker morrows, 

Every year: 

The ghosts of dead loves haunt us, 

The ghosts of changed friends taunt us, 
And disappointments daunt us, 

Every year. 

Of the loves and sorrows blended, 
Every year; 

Of the charms of friendship ended, 
Every year; 

Of the ties that still might bind me, 
Until Time to Death resigns me, 

My infirmities remind me, 

Every year. 

Ah! how sad to look before us, 

Every year; 

While the cloud grows darker o’er us. 
Every year; 

When we see the blossoms faded, 

That to bloom we might have aided, 
And immortal garlands braided. 

Every year. 

To the Past go more dead faces, 

Every year; 

As the Loved leave vacant places, 

Every year; 

Everywhere the sad eyes meet us, 

In the evening’s dusk they greet us, 
And to come to them entreat us, 

Every year. 

“You are growing old,” they tell us; 
“Every year; 

“You are more alone,” they tell us, 
“Every year ; 

“You can win no new affection, 

“You have only recollection, 

“Deeper sorrow and dejection, 

“Every year,” 
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Too true! — Life’s shores are shifting, 
Every year; 

And we are seaward drifting, 

Every year; 

Old places, changing, fret us, . 

The living more forget us, 

There are fewer to regret us, 

Every year, 

But the truer life draws nigher, 
Every year; 

And its Morning-star climbs higher, 
Every year; 

Earth’s hold 1 on us grows slighter, 

And the heavy burden lighter, 

And the Dawn Immortal brighter, 
Every year. 

Our life is less worth living, 

Every year; 

And briefer our thanksgiving, 

Every year; 

And Love, grown faint and fretful, 

With lips but half regretful, 

Averts its eyes forgetful, 

Every year. 
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
